BE IT REMEMBERED, that on the 30th day of November, A. D., 
1955, Honorable James E. Folsom, Governor of the State of Alabama, 
issued his proclamation in the words and figures following, to-wit: 


: A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, since the adoption of the Constitution of 1901, there have 
been submitted to the voters of Alabama 194 amendments; and 


WHEREAS, the Constitution of 1901 has been amended 110 times, 
many of these ‘amendments being purely local. Such great number of 
changes in our organic law, by piece meal, are conflicting and tend to 
confuse even the legal profession; and 


WHEREAS, there are 30 amendments to be voted on at the election 
to be held on December 6th, most of which are local, showing a con- 
tinuing demand of the legislature and the people for revising the present 
Constitution. This condition is convincing that a general revision of our 
fundamental law is of paramount importance to the progress of our 
State and the welfare of our people; an 


WHEREAS, there are three distinct branches of our State Govern- 
ment, Executive, Judicial and Legislative, all three of which are handi- 
capped by the provisions of our patch-work Constitution; and 


WHEREAS, our Executive branch needs revising in order that it 
may function more efficiently and economically; and 


WHEREAS, there are many needed changes and revisions affecting 
the Judicial branch of our government to the end that litigation may be 
more speedily disposed of and that equal justice may be more fairly 
administered; and 
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WHEREAS, there are needed progressive and equitable changes in 
the legislative branch especially in the field of reapportionment of the 
membership thereof: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the Seat of Gov- 
ernment at the Staté Capitol in Montgomery, Alabama, at 12:00 o’clock 
Noon on Tuesday, January 3, 1956 and 1 do hereby designate the follow- 
ing subjects and matters to be considered and acted upon by said Legis- 
lature in extraordinary session assembled: 


j. Legislation to submit to the qualified voters of this State at an 
election to be held as provided by law the question of whether or not a 
constitutional convention shall be called and held for the purpose of 
revising and amending the Constitution of this State. 


2. Legislation providing for the election of delegates to a constitu- 
tional convention to be called and held in this State for the purpose of 
revising and amending the State Constitution. 


_,,,8: Legislation providing for an election calling for ratification or no 
ratification of the révised Constitution as written by the convention. 


4. Local legislation.

RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Lamberth offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 1. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING, that a Committee of three mem- 
bers of the House, to be named by the Speaker of the House, and two 
members of the Senate, to be named by the Presiding Officer of the 
Senate, be appointed to notify the Governor that the Legislature is now 
in session and is ready for the transaction of business. 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED THAT said Committee ascer- 
tain from His Excellency if he desires to address a joint session of the 
Legislature and if he does desire to address a joint session, to further 
ascertain the time most suitable to him for such address. 


On motion of Mr. Lamberth, the Rules were suspended and said 
Resolution was adopted by the Senate. 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate appointed as 
members on part of the Senate Messrs. Bradford and Vann, 


Messrs. Vann and Lamberth offered the following Senate Joint 
Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J, R. 2. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, BOTH HOUSES CONCURRING: 


1. That on Tuesday the 1 day of May, 1956, an election shall be 
held in the several counties of this State, in the same manner and 
the same officers as general elections are required to be held, for the 
purpose of determining whether or not a convention shall ‘be held to 
Tevise and amend the Constitution of Alabama. At the election, the 
question of convention or no convention shall be submitted to a vote 
of the qualified electors of the State, and if a majority of the voters 
voting at the election shall approve of the holding of a convention for 
the purpose stated, said convention shall be held as hereinafter provided. 


2. That at the election provided for by ‘the first agraph of this 
resolution, every qualified elector who approves of the holding of such 
convention shall declare the same by depesiting his ballot at ‘the wating 
place where he may be entitled ‘to vote by making a crass mark befoare 
‘the words “for convention”, written or printed ¢hereon, and every 
gre voter of this State voting at the election, -whg disapproves of 

holding of such convention, shall deposit his ‘ballot, marked with a 
cross mark before the words “110 convention”, written or psiatod .hepagn. 


3. ‘That at the time of such election, delegates to the convention shall 
be elected as follows: 
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Each county in the State shall have and elect one delegate for every 
twenty five thousand (25,000) population, or fractional part thereof. In 
ne case shall any county have less than one (1) delegate. 


_ .. Candidates for election ay delegates shall be nominated in the same 
“manner in which candidates for election to fill vacancies in the Legis- 
lature are nominated. The names of all candidates so nominated, and 
no other names, shall be printed on the official ballots to be prepared 
for the purpose of the election. The ballots shall be separate and distinct 
from the ballots on which are printed the words “For Convention” and 
“No Convention.” In counties having more than one delegate, the dele- 
gates shall be nominated and elected for each separate place, which 
place shall be designated on the ballot by number. The voters shall ex- 
press their choice of candidates from the county in which they live by 
making a cross mark before the names of the number of delegates to 
which such county may be entitled as provided kerein. The official 
ballot containing the names of all candidates shall be prepared in the 
same manner as official ballots are prepared in general elections. Above 
the names of the candidates shall be printed the words, “For delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention from the County Of- i cccecsecssssecssneseeeneeine 
a1 £0) 1b <0) delegates, one for each place”, and in the first 
blank shall be printed the name of the county and in the second blank 
reread printed the number of delegates to which such county is en- 
titled. 


4. That all delegates to the convention shall be citizens of the State 
and qualified electors of their respective counties. No person shall be 
disqualified from being a delegate on account of the fact that he holds 
any office of honor or profit under the State or Federal government. 


5. That on Thursday following the election, the county returning 
board of each county in the State, composed of the judge of probate, 
circuit clerk and sheriff, shall meet at the court house of the county for 
the purpose of canvassing the returns of the election. The returning 
board shall ascertain how many votes were cast “for convention”, how 
many votes were cast “no convention”, and how many votes were cast 
as a whole in the county; and the returning board shall certify such 
votes immediately to the secretary of state. The returning board shall 
in like manner ascertain the number of votes received by the candidates 
for delegates for each place in the various counties, and shall certify 
such votes to the secretary of state immediately. 


6. That on Tuesday, the 8 day of May, 1956, it snall be the duty of 
the governor, secretary of state and attorney general to assemble in the 
office of the secretary of state and, upon the returns of the election, can- 
vass the votes which have been cast “for convention” and “no conven- 
tion” as appear from such returns. If it appears that a majority of all 
persons voting in the election voted for the holding of the convention, 
they shall then proceed to ascertain from the returns which persons were 
elected as delegates to the convention from each of the several counties 
of the State, and the Secretary of State shall issue certificates of election 
to the persons so elected. Thereupon, it shall be the duty of the governor 
to give public notice, by proclamation, of the fact that a majority of the 
electors of the State voting at the election approved the calling of the 
convention for the purpose above stated. The proclamation shall be pub- 
lished in every county of the State in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the county in which it is published, and therein the governor shall 
call-upon the delegates elected to assemble at the time and place, and 
for the purpose, herein designated. The courts of the State shal] take 
judicial notice of such proclamation. 


7. That if the holding of the convention be approved by the qualified 
electors of this State, as hereinbefore provided for, the delegates elected 
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thereto shall convene in the hall of the House of Representatives in the 
City of Montgomery on Tuesday, the 5 day of June, 1956, at twelve 
meridian of said day, and then and there proceed to organize the con- 
vention by the election of a president, from among themselves, and such 
other officers (who need not be delegates) as the convention may deem 
necessary. The convention shall continue in session until it shall, by 
careful revision and amendment of the present constitution, frame and 
adopt a revised constitution for this State. 


8. That in case any dispute occurs as to the right of any person to 
sit in the convention as a delegate thereto, the question shall be decided 
by the convention, which shail be the exclusive judge of the election, 
qualification and returns of its own members. Any person desiring to 
contest the election of a person, who is certified as being elected a dele- 
gate to the convention, may do so in the same manner as the election 
of a member of the House of Representatives of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama is contested, and by giving the same bond; and testimony shall be 
taken in the same manner. 


9. That the delegates to the convention shall be supplied with 
stationery books, statutes, reports and documents in the same manner 
as members of the Legislature of Alabama. The chief justice of the 
supreme court, or, in his absence, one of the associate justices of the 
supreme court, shall call the convention to order and preside until 
temporary officers are elected. The delegates shall receive for their 
services the same per diem and mileage from the treasury of this State 
as is allowed to members of the Legislature of Alabama and the other 
expenses of the convention shall be paid in the same manner as pro- 
vided for the Legislature of Alabama. Such per diem and mileage and 
such other expenses shall be paid on the certificates cf the president and 
secretary or clerk of the convention, to the comptroller of the State, 
in the same manner that payment of the compensation to members of 
the Legislature of Alabama is by law directed to be made; provided, 
that per diem compensation shall not be allowed or paid to any member 
o ae convention for a longer period of time than 75 consecutive calen- 

ar days. 


10. That it shall be the duty of the convention to cause to be filed 
with the secretary of state, within one week after its adjournment, certi- 
fied by the hand of the vresident and secretary or clerk, a clean and 
correct copy of the constitution which the convention may adopt. The 
convention shall cause a correct journal of its proceedings to be kept, 
and cause the same, certified by the hand of the president and secretary 
or clerk, to be filed, on its adjournment, with the secretary of state. 


11. That if an epidemic or pestilence prevails at the place for the 
assembling of such convention at the time designated, the governor may 
convene the convention to any other city or town in this State which 
shall be free from disease. The convention, at its discretion, may adjourn 
to any other city or town in this State in case an epidemic or pestilence 
occurs during the session at the place where it may be assembled. 


12. That before entering upon the discharge of his duties as a 
member of the convention, each delegate shall, before a chancellor or 
judge of the circuit or supreme court of this State, take the following 
oath: “I do solemnly swear that I will support the constitution of the 
United States, and I will honestly and faithfully perform the duties which 
Ae ee to devolve on me as a delegate of this convention, so help me 


13. That except as herein otherwise provided, the general election 
laws of this State shall apply fully to the elections provided for under 
this resolution, including all matters preliminary to the holding of the 
elections as well as all matters subsequent thereto. 
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14. That the judge of probate of each county shall cause to be pre- 
pared and furnished to the election officials of each voting place in the 
county a sufficient number of official ballots equal to not less than twice 
the number of voters who are registered as qualified electors in the 
precinct or election district, as the case may be. The ballots shall be 
prepared in the manner provided under existing laws, and shall contain 
the names of the persons who have been nominated and certified as can- 
didates as hereinbefore provided. 


15. That in the event of the framing of such constitution by the 
convention, it shall be the duty of the governor, within one week after 
the filing of the constitution with the secretary of state, to issue his 
proclamation, published in the same manner as the proclamation to as- 
semble the convention is required to be published under paragraph six 
hereof. Such proclamation shall make known the fact that such con- 
stitution has been framed and that an election will be held in the several 
counties of the State for the purpose of submitting such constitution to 
the qualified voters of the State for ratification or rejection. It shall be 
the duty of the governor to cause a copy of the proposed constitution 
to be published at the same time and in the same manner as the proc- 
lamation is required to be published. The election required by this 
paragraph shall be held not less than twenty days nor more than sixty 
days after the date of the proclamation, and the date of the election shall 
be set forth in the proclemation. The election shall be held by the same 
officers and in the same manner as general elections are required to be 
held under the laws of this State. 


16. That at the election provided for by the preceding paragraph, 
every qualified voier why is in favor of the ratification of the constitu. 
tion so framed by the convention shall declare the same by making a 
cross mark before the words “For Constitution”, written or printed on 
the ballot, and by depositing his ballot at the voting place where he 
may be entitled to vote; and every qualified voter voting at the election 
who is against the ratification of such constitution shall declare the same 
by depositing his ballot at the voting place where he may be entitled 
to vote marked with a cross mark before the words, “Against Constitu- 
tion”, written or printed therecn. The returns of the election shall ke 
made in the same manner and within the same time and by the same 
officers and certified by them to the same officer and in the same form 
as provided in paragraph five of this resolution. 


17. That within fifteen days after the day on which the election 
shall be held for the ratification or rejection of such constitution, it shall 
be the duty of the governor, secretary of state and attorney-general to 
assemble in the office of the secretary of state and open the returns of the 
election. They shall tabulate the votes which may have been cast “For 
Constitution” and “Against Constitution”, as appears from such returns, 
and the result shall be certified to the governor by the secretary of state 
and attorney-general, and by him made known to the people of this State 
by his proclamation, published in the same manner as the proclamation 
is required to be published by paragraph six of this resolution. If such 
constitution shall be found to have been ratified by a majority of all the 
qualified electors voting at the election, the governor shall designate a 
date in the proclamation, not later than ten days from the date of the 
proclamation, at which time the new constitution so ratified shall go into 
effect as the constitution of the State of Alabama, and shall thenceforth 
be binding and obligatory as such upon all the peonle of this State. 


18. That if an election shall be called as required under paragraph 
fifteen of this resolution, it shall be the duty of the probate judge of 
each county in the State tc prepare and furnish the official ballots to be 
voted at such election as now required under the general election laws 
of the State, which official ballot shall be prepared according to the 
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requirements of paragraph sixteen of this resolution. No ballot other 
than an official ballot shall be cast and counted in the election, and 
such election shall be held and conducted as general elections are held, 
except as otherwise provided by this resolution.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of districts bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriat2 standing committees, as follows: 


By Mr. Skidmore: 


S. 1. To amend Section 17 of Act No. 187, S. 339, approved June 
29, 1951 (Acts of Alabama 1951, Page 438), as amended by Act No. 217 
of the Alabama Legislature, approved August 8, 1955, which provides for 
a Firemen’s and Policemen’s Pension and Relief Fund in cities which 
have a population exceeding forty-five thousand and not exceeding 
fifty-four thousand inhabitants according to the preliminary census of 
April 1, 1951, or any subsequent Federal Census. 


Committee on Local Legislation. 
By Mr. Skidmore: 


S. 2. To amend Section 3 of Act No. 762, General Acts of Alabama, 
approved September 11, 1951 (General Acts, 1951, pp. 1321-1323) entitled 
“An Act to provide for and authorize the incorporation of gas districts, 
as public corporations of the State of Alabama, for the purpose of ac- 
quiring, constructing, owning, operating and financing gas transmission 
systems and gas distribution systems, or any one or more of such sys- 
tems, for the use and kLenefit of those municipalities which join in and 
approve the incorporation of such districts; to provide for the approval, 
execution, filmg, recording and amendment of the certificate of incor- 
poration of such districts and the dissolution thereof; to grant powers to 
such districts, including the power of eminent domain, and the means 
of exercising such powers; to provide for a board of directors and offi- 
cers to exercise the powers and direct the affairs of such districts; 
to authorize such districts to issue and sell bonds payable solely from 
the revenues of its gas system or systems; to provide for the execution 
and delivery by such districts of mortgages, deeds of trust and other 
instruments of security for the benefit of the holders of such bonds; to 
provide fo. the remedies and rights available to the holders of the bonds; 
to provide that the property and income of such districts shall be tax 
exempt; to provide that the bonds of such districts and the interest 
thereon shall be tax exempt; to provide that deeds, mortgages, trust in- 
dentures and other instruments of, by, or to such districts shall be tax 
exempt; to provide for the use and utilization and distribution of the 
revenues of the gas systems of such districts; to exempt such districts 
from the jurisdiction and control of the Public Service Commission and 
all other regulatory bodies and agencies of the State; to regulate the use 
of the proceeds of sale of any such bonds; to prohibit the duplication of 
existing privately owned gas systems and to provide for the acquisition 
thereof by such districts; to provide for the use of the public roads by 
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such districts; and to make provisions with respect to the acquisition, 

construction, maintenance, operation and financing of a gas system or 

. bleh by such districts, as a public corporation of the State of Ala- 
ama.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That the Corporate Limits of the City of Tuscaloosa, 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, be changed and extended to include the 
following separate territories: 


Parcel 1. Start at the Northwest corner of the Southeast Quarter 
of Section 28, Township 21 South, Range 10 West and run thence South 
along the West boundary line of East half of said Section 28 a distance 
of 660.1 feet to a point, which said point is the point of beginning and 
also the Northeast corner of Lot 1 of Washington Square Subdivision, a 
map of plat of which is on record in Plat Book 6 at page 47 in the 
Probate Office of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama; thence with a deflection 
angle of 94 degrees 20’ to the right run Westerly along the Northern 
boundary line of said Washington Square subdivision a distance of 
1237.0 feet to a point; thence with an interior angle of 86 degrees 18’ 
run in a southerly direction a distance of 395.20 feet to a point; thence 
with an interior angle of 93 degrees 42’ run Easterly a distance of 
209.96 feet to a point; thence run 'n a Southerly direction along the 
West boundary line of Lots 48, 49 and 50 of said Washington Square 
Subdivision and the Northerly ext insion thereof a distance of 210.18 
feet to the Southwest corner of sa d Lot 50; thence with an interior 
angle of 91 degrees 12’ run Easterly o a point on the West boundary line 
of the East half of said Section 28; hence run Northerly along the said 
West boundary line of said East hb: \f of Section 28 to the point of be- 
ginning. 


Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To whom it may concern: 


In pursuance of the requirements of section 106 of the Constitution 
of Alabama, of 1901, notice is hereby given that application will be made 
to the Legislature of Alabama at the next special legislative session there- 
of for the enactment of a local law, in substance as follows: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and empower tne board of education of Pickens County 
to remove or terminate the contract of any teacher employed in the 
county school system at any time such action is deemed necessary to 
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promote the best interest of the schools under its jurisdiction; repealing 
conflicting laws. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of education of Pickens County may, by a 
four-fifths vote of all the members thereof, remove or terminate the 
contract of any teacher employed in the county school system at any 
time such action is deemed necessary to promote the best interest of 
the schools under its jurisdiction. The action of the board in regard to 
any such discharge shall be final and conclusive and shall not be subject 
to review or modification by any officer or agency, the provisions of 
Chapter 13, Title 52, Code of Alabama (1940), as amended, to the con- 
trary notwithstanding; provided, that no teacher shall be summarily 
dismissed under this Act, but shall be entitled to at least one month’s 
notice of the termination of his or her employment. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 

Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 


passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Notice is hereby given in accordance with Section 106 of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama that the following local act will be introduced in the 
1956 Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama when said Session 
convenes: 


AN ACT 


To amend Section 2 of Act No. 147, approved June 30, 1953, entitled 
An Act. “To change the method of compensating the Circuit Clerk of 
Talladega County, placing such officer on salary and providing for 
clerical assistance and office space to him,” 


BE iT ENACTED DY THE LECISLATURE OF ALARAMA: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of Act No. 147, approved June 30, 1953, 
entitled An Act: “To change the method of compensating the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court of Talladega County, placing such officer on salary, 
and providing for clerical assistance and office space to him” be, and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 2. The County governing body shall provide sufficient 
clerks, deputies and other assistants to the circuit clerk, but the circuit 
clerk shall select the clerks, deputies and other assistants, and shall fix 
their compensation, but the combined compensation of such clerks, 
deputies and assistants selected by him shall not exceed Six Thousand 
($6,000.00) Dollars per year. The circuit clerk shall have the right to 
discharge the clerk, deputies and assistants at will. The county govern- 
ing body is authorized to adopt rules and regulations for conducting 
and operating the office, if such are necessary as a result of changing 
the method and basis of compensation under this Act. The compensation 
of the clerk, deputies and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly in- 
an out of the county treasury as other county employees are 
paid.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


Mr, Bradford, member of the Senate committee appointed under 
S. J. R. 1, reported that the Governor desired to address a joint session 
of the Legislature at 12:30 P. M. The President and Presiding Officer 
of the Senate appointed as Committee on part of the Senate, to escort 
the Governor at the Joint Session, Messrs. Bradford and Vann. 


JOINT SESSION 


At 12:30 P. M., on motion of Mr. Lamberth, in accordance with the 
provisions of S. J. R. 1, the Senate retired to the Hall of the House of 
Representatives for the purpose of hearing an address by His Excellency, 
Governor James E, Folsom. 


The Session was called to order by Lieutenant Governor Hardwick, 
President and Presiding Officer of the Senate. A quorum of the Legis- 
lature was present. 


Thereupon, Governor Folsom was escorted to the Chair, and deliv- 
ered his address to the Legislature of Alabama as follows: 


MESSAGE TO THE LEGISLATURE 
JANUARY 3, 1955 


During the past few days while preparing for the opening of this 
Special Session, I looked over numerous of the speeches I have made 
since first being elected Governor in 1946. 


It seems that for almost a decade there has been but one text of 
mine and that text has been reapportionment. 


; Reakias and over I have talked and explained and discussed that sub- 
jec 


At the opening of the 1949 Regular Session — and many of you here 
today were members of the Legislature — I reminded the lawmakers 
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that they were charged with the responsibilities of protecting, as well 
as making more forceful, the basic tenets of our grass roots democracy. 
I pointed out the need for foresight and vision, and said at that time, 
“Without vision the people perish.” I said to them that democracy in 
our State could be most forefully advanced through fair and just reap- 
portionment. 


In addressing the opening of the Legislature on May 6, 1947, I said 
that the Constitution of 1901 had become cumbersome and outmoded, 
and further pointed out that the Constitution itself provides the way 
whereby the people themselves can re-examine it. That means being 
through a Constitutional Convention. 


The following quote is from the closing portion of that same ad- 
dress: 


I quote, “I want to again call your attention to the fact that this is 
not an issue on which you and I have the final decision. The machinery 
provides that the people themselves be given an opportunity to vote on 
whether or not they want a Constitutional Convention.” 


And quoting further, “Therefore, I recommend that at this legislative 
session the necessary legislation be adopted to submit the question to the 
voters of the State. I do not think we can deny the people this oppor- 
tunity.” 


So you see it is an old refrain that is again being sounded for reap. 
portionment. 


In reviewing my speeches, I find that I have made close onto two 
‘ousand such throughout the boats and precincts of this State in which 


have championed the cause of “reapportionment. 


From the school house at Brown Fell, to the rain-soaked night at 
Ryan’s Cross Roads, to the courthouse at Monroeville, to this historic 
Capitol chamber, I have preached the gospel of reapportionment. 


Historically I would like to point out the following to you as a mat- 
ter of record. 


I have made two races for Congress, and three races for Governor. 
I have called seven special sessions of the Legislature. In all of these, 
and in the opening of three regular sessions, I have given special em- 
phasis to the need for reapportionment and a Constitution Convention. 


In all of those sessions and those campaigns, I have pointed up in 
every instance, first and foremost above every other issue, the need for 
a “Fair-Vote” reapportionment. 


I have in hand a copy of the program I campaigned for in my race 
for Governor in 1954. 


The very first thing that heads the program says, “The Keystone of 
my program is a Fair Vote Convention.” 


It states further, “Every county needs a fair vote in the Legislature. 
Our present Constitution is an obstacle to progress. Our citizens in con- 
vention must re-write our Constitution from top to bottom. Twelve years 
ago I started my uphill fight for this convention. This is the keystone to 
my entire program. I continue the fight now.” 


That is my record regarding a convention for reapportionment. I am 
proud to stand upon it. 


As a further pointing up of the record, I would like to add the follow- 
ing. Every Governor since 1910 has campaigned one way or another 
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on the issue of reapportionment. Many bills have been introduced on 
the subject. I am proud to have contributed actively in behalf of re- 
apportionment. 


So much for the past record. 


And now I would like to look to the future. You have been con- 
vened into Special Session to consider the ways and means of a Consti- 
tutional Convention. 


I would remind you that our present Constitution adopted in 1901 
provides for a fair reapportionment of this State, one that is based upon 
the population count of our people as taken by the Federal Census every 
ten years. 


The language of the Constitution regarding this matter is plain 
and simple — it spells out in unmistakable language that the legislature 
shall reapportion the legislative representation every ten years. The 
framers of our Constitution followed the pattern of the Federal Constitu- 
tion which provides for similar measures — and fortunately the United 
States Congress has seen fit to carry out this particular provision of the 
Federal Constitution every decade. 


Such has not been the case in Alabama. Our lawmakers, sitting in 
these very Chambers, have consistently failed to provide the fair vote 
reapportionment which is actually the very foundation of our democratic 
government. It is the corner stone foundation because it determines the 
actual voice the people have in making the laws that govern them. No 
less a war than the American Revolution itself was fought primarily for 
the privilege of enjoying a fair and equal representation in the law-mak- . 
ing assembly halls. 


As you know, this special call is for a Constitutional Convention. 
Such a Convention could deal with the entire framework of our basic 
law structure. But primarily and above everything else, I am interested 
in accomplishing reapportionment. I want that understood by everybody. 
I am not trying to cram a personalized version of the Constitution down 
the throats of our people. And the many members of the Legislature with 
whom I have recently discussed the matter, will bear me out on this. 


I am the first to recognize the limitation of my own jurisdiction 
in the matter. I am fully privileged and proud to have the Legislature 
exert its every rightful expression and duty toward carrying out the 
ways and means of making possible a Constitutional Convention. There 
will be no effort on my part to dictate to you as to how you should best 
perform your obligations and responsibilities to the people. 


There will be blocs and fumbles and incompleted passes — but when 
the game is over, I hope the people will be the winners. 


And now I would like to highlight a few major points which con- 
cerns your task at hand. 


1. Our Constitution of 1901 is now a patch-work one. Nothing better 
illustrates this than the 30 amendments to the Constitution which were 
submitted to the people for their vote on the past December 6. After 
every legislative session it is the same old story — amendments which 
have no reason in the world to be part of the basic Constitution are sub- 
mitted to the voters. Many of these are restricted to local city and county 
problems and should be acted on in local elections. 


2. The need for legislative reapportionment is urgent. A Fair Vote 
representation must be provided to meet the upward climb of progress 
for our people. I shall never lose one wink of sleep by worrying about 
the results of letting our people have equal voice and fair expression 
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in the making of their laws through the functioning of a more perfect 
democracy. 


3. There is little need for me to again cite to you the many in- 
equalities that now exist among our various counties, when it comes to 
their representation in the Legislature. Every member of this Legisla- 
ture, as well as the people throughout the State, are familiar with the 
unfair and unequal representation. 


4. I would remind you that in this Special Session you are not called 
upon to pass judgment on any law or to advocate any change in our 
Constitution. You are not asked to call on Constitutional Convention — 
the Constitution does not give the Legislature that authority. 


You have been called here to vote “Yes” or “No” on whether or not 
you are willing for the citizenry of this State to go to the polls and 
decide by their own vote as to whether or not they want a Constitutional 
Convention. 


If they vote “Yes”, then there will be an election for delegates to 
the Constitutional Convention. After they have performed their duties 
in due convention, the resulting Constitution will then be submitted to 
the voters for their approval or rejection. 


Your job then is a clear-cut and simple one. It is merely to vote on 
allowing the people the privilege of expressing themselves as to the 
needs for a Constitutional Convention. 


In making your decision, I would remind each of you of your sworn 
obligation to uphold the duties and discharge the responsibilities accord- 
ing to the Constitution of Alabama. And further, I would remind you 
that one of the foremost stipulations ui nai Constitution calls for you to 
reapportion the Legislature of this State every ten years. 

In calling you into this special session, I am discharging my duties 
under the Constitution. 


I am now transferring the duties of reapportionment to you. 


5. Number five, and lastly, I would remind you again that this is in- 
deed an old refrain. If you do not finish the task in this deliberation, 
there shall be other singings of that old refrain, just as the old Four- 
Note singers carry on their So-La-Fa tunes in Winston and Coffee and 
Jackson Counties. 


Knowing the temper of the voters on this subject, I make this ob- 
servation: 


Those voting against some form of reapportionment just do not have 
any future statewide political ambitions. 


And those from the Hills and Piney Woods opposing reapportionment 
are not interested in any future local or statewide political races. 


I wish you God speed and lasting progress in the deliberations that 
confront you in this historic and significant Special Session. 


May God bless you and guide you in your efforts. 


The purpose of the Joint Session having been accomplished, the 
Senate returned to its chamber and was called to order by Lieutenant 
Governor Hardwick.

Robert Hill, Judge Walter B. Jones, Hon. James J. Carter, Dean M. Leigh

Scott, Hon, E. T. Brown, Jr., Hon. Jacob A. Walker, Sr., Hon. Truman

WHEREAS, the Commission and Council, pursuant to the authority 
of said Resolution have proceeded with a detailed study of the practice 
and procedure prevailing in this State and in other States, and have es- 
tablished a competent staff for the purpose of assisting the Commission 
and Council in making this study and in submitting to the Legislature, 
in legislative form, a Bill to improve the practice and procedure in the 
courts of ue State for the purpose of facilitating the administration of 
justice; and, 


WHEREAS, the Judiciary Advisory Council has appointed an Ad- 
visory Panel on Rules of Evidence, composed of Judge J. Russell McEl- 
roy, Chairman; Justice Robert Tenant Simpson, Judge Roy Mayhall, 
Judge Whit Windham, Senator James A. Coleman, Jr., Representative 
Ryan deGraffenried, Hon. Walter B. Gewin, and Hon, Drew L. Redden; 


and, 


WHEREAS, the Chairman of said Panel, Hon. J. Russell McElroy, 
has announced the object and purpose of said panel is to assist the 
Commission for Judicial Reform by making a study of what it considers 
defects and handicaps in the present Rules of Evidence and make recom- 
mendation for the correction of unsound Rules of Evidence in the further- 
ance of justice in circuit courts; and, 


WHEREAS, the Judiciary Advisory Council, consisting of: Lt. Gov- 
ernor W. Guy Hardwick, the Speaker of the House Hon, Rankin Fite, 
Hon. N. S. Hare, Chairman, Senators i. W. Skidmore and Neil Metcalf 
and Representatives E. B. Haltom, Jr., and Henry B. Steagall, II, have 
reviewed the work of the Commission and Council and consider that it is 
in the interest of economy in the administration of justice in this State 
that this work be completed and that the Council and Commission be con- 
tinued until said work has been completed; and, 


WHEREAS, the Legislature deems the completion of this important 
undertaking necessary and desirable and to the public’s interest; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate, the House 
of Representatives concurring, as follows: 


1. That the Judiciary Advisory Council and the Commission for 
Judicial Reform, heretofore created pursuant to authority contained in 
Joint Resolution H. J. R. 35 at the Regular Session 1955, are hereby 
continued in existence under the authority heretofore granted in Joint 
Resolution H. J. R. 35 with the same powers and duties, and that the said 
Judiciary Advisory Council and the Commission for Judicial Reform are 
both instructed to complete their work and make their final reports on 
or before the 10th legislative day of the 1957 Regular Session of the 
Legislature; that all such expenses as may be incurred by the Judiciary 
Advisory Council as the result of the continuance thereof in the per- 
formance of its duties shall be paid, on order of the Chairman of the 
Council, out of the funds appropriated for the payment of expenses for 
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any legislative sessions provided, however, that the amount so expended 
shall not exceed $75,000 in addition to the amount heretofore authorized. 


2. Upon completion of its work, the Judiciary Advisory Council may, 
with the approval of the Governor, transfer to the University of Alabama 
Law School all books, office equipment, supplies, and other property 
purchased by the Council. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 
Mr. Cantrell offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 4. Resolved by the Legislature of Alabama, both Houses 
thereof concurring, That the Senate’s standing Committee on Finance 
and Taxation and the House Ways and Means Committee shall be con- 
stituted a special joint committee to study the financial needs of the 
public school system and to recommend to the two houses ways and 
means of providing for the current biennium an adequate and suitable 
school program, including a full nine-months school term. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 
Mr. Lamberth offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 5. Resolved by the Senate, the House concurring, that when 
the two Houses adjourn today they adjourn to meet again on Friday, 
January 6th, 1956. 


And on motion of Mr. Lamberth, the Resolution was adopted by the 
Senate. 


Messrs. Reeves, Boutwell and Bradford offered the following Senate 
Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 6. WHEREAS the Legislature is wholly conscious of the 
fundamental importance of the public schools and cf the pressing need 
for ample revenue to finance a completely adequate and suitable school 
program, including a full nine-months school term; and 


WHEREAS the Legislature is acutely aware of the necessity for ef- 
fecting economies in state government operations in order that the abso- 
lute needs of the schools during the current biennium can be fully met, 
and desires to give further consideration to the fiscal problems confront- 
ing us at this time; be it 


RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


1. There shall be created and established a committee to study the 
financial needs of the State’s educational agencies, institutions, and 
programs during the biennium beginning October 1, 1955, and ending 
September 30, 1957; to examine and appraise all appropriations hereto- 
fore made for the biennium; to inquire into the availebility of revenues 
to support an adequate educational program, including a full nine-months 
school term; and to revort their findings, conclusions, and recommenda- 
tions to both houses on or before January 18, next. 


2. The committee shall be selected in the following manner: 


(a) The Clerk of the House shall ascertain when this resolution has 
taken effect and shall forthwith announce such fact to the House while 
the same is in session; immediately upon adjournment of the House on 
that day, the members residing within each congressional district shall 
meet in the House and those present shall proceed to elect from among 
their number, by secret ballot, two members of the committee. 
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(b) The Secretary of the Senate shall ascertain when this resolution 
has taken effect and shall forthwith announce sucn fact to the Senate 
while the same is in session; immediately upon adjournment of the 
Senate on that day, the senators from each congressional district shall 
meet in the senate chamber and those present shall proceed to elect, 
by secret ballot, one of their number to serve on the committee; if a 
senator’s district lies in part within more than one congressional dis- 
trict, he shall meet with the senators from the congressional district em- 
bracing the county in which he resides. 


(c) The election of committee members shall be conducted in such 
manner as each participating group may determine, except that the vot- 
ing must be by secret ballot. 


(d) Each person elected to the committee shall certify his election 
to the Clerk of the House or the Secretary of the Senate, as the case may 
require. 


3. The Committee shall meet in the senate chamber at ten o’clock on 
the day after the election of the House and Senate members and those 
present shall proceed to organize, electing a chairman and vice-chairman 
from among themselves. If any group fails to elect a committeeman in 
the manner provided, the House or Senate shall elect a member from 
that congressional district by secret ballot on the next legislative day. 


4. The committee shall hold such hearings, examine such witnesses, 
and take such evidence as may be necessary for the purpose of carrying 
out its duties. The committee is authorized and empowered to utilize 
the services, facilities, and personnel of any state agency or institution 
to assist them in the nerformance of their duties, and may inspect the 
books, records, papers, reports, and files of any state officer, agency, 
or institution for the purpose of gathering information relating to the 
subject of the committee’s study. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 
Mr. Eddins offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 7. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA, 
THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING: That each mem-

Section 2. The Board of Registrars shall have authority to omit 
and remove from the list of qualified electors in the County the name of 
any person who fails to reidentify himself or herself to the Board of 
Registrars, in one of the ways hereinafter provided prior to the first 
day of January, 1957, provided that no one who has registered as a quali- 
fied elector of the County since January 1, 1956, shall be required to 
reidentify himself or herself. Any person removed from the list of 
qualified electors, as herein provided, does not cease to be a qualified 
elector and shall not be subject to reregistration, but shall be subject only 
to the requirement that he or she reidentify himself or herself as a duly 
registered elector before being entitled to be listed on the list of quali- 
fied electors in the County. 


Section 3. A voter may reidentify himself or herself in any one of 
the following ways: 


(a) A voter may reidentfy himself or herself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the Board of Registrars or the Probate Judge, or one 
of the duly authorized employees of the Board of Registrars or Probate 
Judge, and answer such questions and submit such proof as may be set

forth hereinafter to establish the voter’s identity and place of legal resi- 
dence, and to determine whether or not the voter has become disquali- 
fied from voting in the County. Reidentification shall be made by an- 
swering the questionnaire hereinafter provided for. The Board of Regis- 
trars shall furnish a sufficient number of questionnaires to the Office 
oP we Judge of Probate as may be required for the reidentification of 
voters. 


(b) A voter may also reidentify himself or herself at any election 
at which the votes prior to January 1, 1957, and the Board of County 
Commissioners must appoint a clerk or person at each election in each 
and every box in the County except the Absentee Box to sit with the ap- 
pointed election officials for the purpose of assisting the Board of 
Registrars in carrying out the reidentification of the voters and the duty 
of said clerk will be to see that each voter who has not reidentified them- 
selves or whose name is not on the pol] list answer the questions and 
sign the questionnaire as an attesting witness. The clerk or person doing 
this work shall forthwith transmit each signed questionnaire to the Judge 
for the transmittal to the Board of Registrars. The Board of Registrars 
shall furnish a sufficent number of blank questionnaires to the Sheriff 
or party executive committee, or other officer, agency, or commissioner 
charged with the duty of sending out the election supplies, who shall 
cause a sufficient number thereof to be sent to each voting place at each 
election to be held prior to January 1, 1957. 


(c) A voter who is on active duty in the Army, Navy, Marines, or

Section 4. After the first day of January, 1957, any qualified elector 
in the County who shall have his or her name omitted or removed from 
the list of qualified electors in the County by reason of his or her failure 
to reidentify himself or herself as hereinabove provided, or whose na ne 
is otherwise purged therefrom, shall be entitled to have his or her name 
restored to the list of qualified electors by appearing in person and re- 
identifying himself or herself in person at the Office of the Board of 
Registrars or Judge of Probate in the manner hereinabove provided for; 
however, every such qualified elector must have reidentified himself or 
herself at least thirty (30) days prior to voting after January 1, 1957. 


Section 5. The Board of Registrars shall meet forthwith after the 
passage of this bill and stay in continuous session thereafter up until the 
1st day of January 1957, for the purpose of reidentifying and purging 
the poll list of qualified electors of the County, and also to register new 
voters under the general law that now exists, and shall be entitled to the 
same, per diem, allowances for meeting on such dates, in excess of the 
maximum as now provided by law.

Section 6. Any person who willfully makes a false statement in 
answer to the reidentification questionnaire to the Board of Registrars, 
the Judge of Probate, or the duly authorized employee of the Board of 
Registrars or Judge of Probate, or to the clerk, manager, inspector or 
returning officer or to the commissioned officer of the United States 
Army, Navy, Marines, or Air Force shall be guilty of perjury, and upon 
conviction shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
less than one year nor more than five years. 


Section 7. The governing body of the County is hereby authorized 
and required to furnish to the Board of Registrars and the Probate Judge 
the supplies, equipment, printed forms, stationery, and stamps necessary 
for the reidentification of voters, and pay eight cents per mile to one 
member of the Board of Registrars or the clerk for the use of their car

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Geneva County is hereby au- 
thorized, directed and required to conduct a re-registration of electors 
of the county registered on or after January 1, 1903, in the manner pro- 
vided in this Act. Each registrar shall receive ten dollars ($10.00) per 
day, to be paid by the county, and disbursed by the judge of probate, for 
each day’s attendance upon the sessions of the board. If one or more 
of the members of the board shall refi" ‘..* or be unable to serve,

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or if a vacancy or vacancies occur in the membership of the board from 
any cause, the Governor, Auditor, and Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Industries, or a majority of them, shall forthwith make other appoint- 
ments to fill such board.

Section 9. Re-registration of electors may be made on any day the 
board is in session, except as otherwise provided herein, but registrars 
shall not be entitled to receive but one per diem allowance for one 
day’s service. 


If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains.

The Board of Revenue is hereby invested with general 
and exclusive jurisdiction, control and superintendence of public roads, 
bridges and ferries, and public road and bridge funds and money, in 
Winston County, Alabama, and may and shall do and perform all acts 
and exercise all jurisdiction and perform all the duties relative to the 
public roads, bridges and ferries in said County, to the construction, 
maintenance, repair, and superintendence and working thereof, and to 
the collection of road taxes in said County and the enforcement of the 
collection of said road taxes. And said Board of Revenue and its mem- 
bers shall have and exercise all the jurisdiction, rights, powers, and au- 
thority over said public roads, bridges, and ferries in Winston County, 
Alabama, and over the public road and bridge funds and money of said 
County and over the collection of the road taxes and the working of the 
roads in said county, and shall perform all the services and duties rela- 
tive to said public roads, bridges and ferries which are now or may 
hereafter be vested in or put upon Courts of County Commissioners, 
Boards of Revenue, and other county governing bodies or courts of like 
kind by the general laws of Alabama. In addition to the above power, 
authority, duty, and responsibility, said Board of Revenue shall, on and 
after the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1959, be 
the sole and exclusive governing body of the county and shall have and 
exercise all the jurisdiction, power, and authority which may be by gen- 
eral law conferred upon or vested in Courts of County Commissioners, 
nne of Revenue, and like county governing bodies in the State of 

abama. 


“Section 5. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings on 
the second Monday in each month and on the last day of each month; 
provided, however, that if the last day of the month shall be Sunday, 
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the meeting shall be held on the day before the last day of the month. 
The Board may hold special meetings upon the call of the chairman or 
the two associate members of the Board. A majority of the members of 
the Board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. The 
Board shall keep complete and accurate written minutes of all meetings, 
business transacted, and resolutions; and there shall be recorded therein 
the vote of each member. At each meeting the minutes of the previous 
meeting shail be read and all minutes shall be open to public inspection 
at all reasonable times. 


“Section 6. The chairman of the Board of Revenue shall be its pre- 
siding officer, and he shall have the same powers and authority as other 
members in passing upon all questions. He shall sign the minutes of 
the proceedings of the Board, and shall sign all warrants drawn upon 
the public road and bridge fund of the county unless in the event of his 
disability some other member of the Board shall be designated by an ap- 
propriate resolution of the Board to do so. It shall be the duty of the 
chairman of the Board of Revenue to receive and prepare the business 
and obtain information for the sessions of the Board, and to see to the 
execution of all orders thereof. 


“Section 7. The chairman of the Board of Revenue shall devote his 
entire time to the duties of his office and shall receive as compensation 
four hundred dollars ($400.00) per month. The associate members of the 
Board shall each receive a salary of three hundred dollars ($300.00) per 
month. The compensation provided herein for the chairman and associ- 
ate members of the Board shall be paid from any funds of the county 
available for that purpose, and shall be their entire compensation for 
.the services required of them by this Act. 


“Section 8. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, the 
chairman and associate members of the Board of Revenue shall each 
execute a bond, in the sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars 
($7,500.06) in the case of the chairman, and in the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000.00) in the case of the associate members. The bonds shall 
be payable to Winston County, with good and sufficient surety, and 
shall be conditioned upon the faithful discharge of their duties of office. 
Said bonds shall be approved by either the Judge of Probate of Winston 
County or by the Judge of the Circuit Court of Winston County; pro- 
vided, however, that said bonds may, prior to the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1959, be approved by the Court of County 
Commissioners of Winston County. The bonds shall be filed and recorded 
in the office of the Judge of Probate of Winston County, and the prem- 
iums thereon shall be paid by the county. 


“Section 9. The roads and bridges of the county shall be constructed, 
repaired, and maintained on the basis of the county as a unit and with- 
out regard to district Jines. No county personnel or equipment shall be 
allocated or used in the construction, repair, and maintenance of county 
roads and bridges on any basis other than the county as a unit. The 
Board of Revenue shall adopt annually a detailed financial budget to be 
followed during the ensuing year in the construction, repair, and main- 
tenance of the roads and bridges of the entire county, as provided by 
general law. 


“Section 10. In addition to its other duties and authorities, the 
Board of Revenue shal] appoint a construction superintendent for Wins- 
ton County. The county construction superintendent shall have general 
supervision of the road and bridge work of the county, under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Revenue and shal] devote his entire time and at- 
tention to the duties of his office. The county construction superinten- 
dent shall serve at the pleasure of the Board, and shall receive as com- 
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pensation for the services required of him by this Act such salary as 
may be fixed by the Board. 


“Section 11. Subject to the direction and approval of the Board of 
Revenue, the county construction superintendent shall: 


(1) Exercise general powers of supervision over the construction 
and maintenance of the county public roads and bridges, and cooperate 
with the county engineer toward the end that the road and bridge work 
of the county may be performed as effectively as possible; 


(2) Employ, and when necessary, terminate the employment of, 
such employees as are necessary to construct, repair, and maintain the 
county public roads and bridges; 


(3) Fix, from time to time, in accordance with the prevailing eco- 
nomic conditions, the scale of salaries or wages to be paid for labor 
necessary for the construction, repair, and maintenance of the county 
roads and bridges; 


(4) Submit regular reports to the members of the Board toward the 
end that the policies of the Board may be properly carried out; and 


(5) Perform such other duties as may be required by the Board of 
Revenue. 


“Section 12. The county construction superintendent shall give bond 
of such character and sum as the Board of Revenue shall from time to 
time prescribe, payable to Winston County. Such bond shall be approved 
by the Board of Revenue. The Board of Revenue may authorize the 
payment of the premium for the bond out of county funds. 


“Section 13. The chairman of the Board of Revenue of Winston 
County shall serve as purchasing agent for the Board of Revenue in the 
purchase and acquisition of all equipment, machinery, materials, sup- 
plies, and contractual services which the Board is authorized to purchase 
or acquire for the county. The purchasing agent shall obtain information 
from the division of purchases and stores of the state department of 
finance concerning the price to the State of the items to be purchased, 
and, except in cases of an emergency or for other sufficient cause, shall 
award no purchase at a price in excess of that to the State for similar 
supplies, materials, equipment, or services of like kind and of similar 
quantity and quality. For the purchase of this section, the term “pur- 
chase price” includes the deaier’s price plus all freight and shipping 
charges and other costs of delivery. Any official or person who pur- 
chases or procures any supplies, materials, equipment, or services con- 
trary to the provision of this section shall be personally liable for the 
amount of the excess cost. 


“Section 14. The purchasing agent shall keep a current inventory 
of all property entrusted to the control and supervision of the Board, 
whether owned by or leased to Winston County. Such inventory shall 
show where such property is located and in whose possession it is. 


“Section 15. The Board of Revenue shall elect and appoint a Secre- 
tary of the Board who shall act as Secretary at all meetings and the 
Board shall procure permanent, well-bound books similar to those pro- 
vided for the minutes of the Court of County Commissioners in which 
the Secretary shall, under the direction of the Chairman of said Board, 
record all acts of the Board of Revenue, and the filing of all claims, 
auditing the same, and the allowance thereof shall be in the same man- 
ner as now provided by law as to Courts of County Commissioners. The 
Secretary of said Board shall also act as the Treasurer of said Board and 
for the services rendered in such capacity and as Secretary shall receive 
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not more than three hundred dollars ($300.00) per month, to be paid from 
the same funds and in the same manner as is provided in this Act 
for the payment of the compensation of the members of the Board of 
Revenue. Before entering on his duties, the said Secretary must give 
bond with at least two good and sufficient sureties in the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) payable to Winston County and conditioned 
as provided by law for faithful performance of his duties, said bond to 
be approved by the Chairman of said Board, and said bond to be filed 
and recorded with the Judge of Probate of said County. Failure to 
make the bond as provided for herein within fifteen days from the 
date of appointment shall vacate said appointment. The Board of Reve- 
nue may appoint such clerical assistance as is necessary for the con- 
venient and orderly transaction of its business, and fix their salaries and 
terms of employment. 


“Section 16. The court of county commissioners of Winston County 
is abolished, effective on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1959. After that time, the chairman of the Board of Revenue 
shall sign all warrants drawn on the county treasury, unless in the event 
of his disability some other member of the Board shall be designated by 
an appropriate resolution of the Board to do so; and the chairman of the 
Board, in lieu of the judge of probate, shall exercise all the powers and 
perform all the duties required of judges of probate as to matters com- 
ing before the courts of county commissioners. 


“Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


“Section 18. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any sec- 
tion, clause, or provision of this Act shall be declared invalid or un- 
constitutional, such declaration snaii not affect the validity of any re- 
maining section, clause, or provision hereof. If the specific application 
of any section, clause, or provision of this Act shall be declared invalid 
or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the validity of 
such section, clause, or provision as to any other specific application 
which is not itself invalid or unconstitutional. 


“Section 19. This Act shal! become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.”

The chairman and associate members of the Board of Revenue of 
Winston County, namely, Clarence Lyle, George W. Kelly, and John T. 
Snoddy, appointed to said Board of Revenue in July, 1955, shall serve 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1959, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified.

Every claim for such reimbursement shall be approved by the 
chairman of the board of registrars and verified by the claimant. The 
board shall give at least ten days’ notice of the time when, and the place 
in the precinct where they will attend to register applicants, by adver- 
tisement in a newspaper published in the county.

The board 
shall remain in session for such time as may be necessary to complete 
such re-registration. All elections, except previously registered electors 
of Geneva County who are on active duty, and stationed outside of 
Geneva County, in the Army, Navy or Air Force of the United States, 
or the husband or wife of such member of the armed forces, may be 
re-registered only at the county seat or in the precinct in which they 
resiae. The registrars shall issue to each person re-registered a certifi- 
cate of re-registration. 


(b) Any registered elector of Geneva County who is on active duty, 
and stationed outside of Geneva County, in the Army, Navy, or Air Force 
of the United States, or the husband or wife of such member of the 
armed forces, may re-register in the following manner. He or she may 
request a voter’s re-registration questionnaire from the board of regis- 
trars of Geneva County, and upon receipt of such request if the applicant 
is a registered elector of Geneva County, the board of registrars shall 
promptly mail a re-registration questionnaire to him. The applicant 
shall execute it before a commissioned officer of the armed forces or 
some officer authorized to take acknowledgments to deeds and return it 
to the board of registrars of Geneva County. If the questionnaire is, in 
the opinion of the board of registrars, properly filled out and executed 
the board of registrars shall issue to the person submitting it a certifi- 
cate of re-reigistration.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following words, when used in this Act, Shall have 
the meaning ascribed to them below, unless the context clearly indicates 
a different meaning: 


“Gasoline” means any type of gasoline, naptha, or other liquid 
motor fuel, or any device or substitute therefor, commonly used in 
internal combustion engines. 


“Diesel fuel” means any type diesel oil, tractor fuel, gas oil, distillate 
or liquefied gas, jet fuel, or any device or substitute therefor. 


“Kerosene” means the product known commercially as “kerosene 
oil.” 


Section 2. In addition to all other taxes and licenses, there is here- 
by levied upon every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of gaso- 
line, kerosene, or diesel fuel in Blount County, Alabama an excise tax 
of one cent per gallon upon the selling, distributing, storing, or with- 
drawing from storage in Blount County for any use, gasoline, kerosene, 
or diesel fuel as defined by this Act; provided, the tax shall not be levied 
or paid on the sale of gasoline, kerosene, or diesel fuel in interstate com- 
merce or to the Government of the United States or its agencies, or 
direct to the State of Alabama. When the tax levied herein shall have 
been paid by a distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall be paid but 
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once. The tax shall not be levied or paid on gasoline, kerosene, or diesel 
fuel which is withdrawn from storage within Blount County for delivery 
only to a point or points outside the county, when the distributor or 
seller of such gasoline, kerosene, or diesel fuel prepares and files with 
the governing body of Blount County written statements sworn to and 
subscribed, in such form as may be required by the county governing 
body, showing the name and address of the person to whom the gasoline, 
kerosene, or diesel fuel is or has been delivered by the distributor; the 
volume and kind of such gasoline, kerosene, or diesel fuel; the dates of 
such withdrawals; and the point or points outside the county to which 
such gasoline, kerosene, or diesel fuel is delivered or is to be delivered. 


Section 3. On or before the twentieth day of each month after the 
passage of this Act, every person upon whom the tax levied herein is 
imposed shall render to the governing body of Blount County, on forms

ficient cause and reason is shown for such delinquency, the penalty may 
be remitted. The county governing body is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to make returns for delinquent tax payers upon such informa- 
ticn as it may reasonably obtain and add to that the penalty as prescribed 
by this Act.

Section 11. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck op- 
erator or other transportation company or agency operating in Blount 
County shall report to the county governing body on the first day of 
October, January, April and July of each year all shipments of gasoline, 
kerosene, or diesel fuel as defined in this Act handled by him or through 
the station or office at which he is agent, and delivered to any person in

Section 2. The board of registrars shall omit and remove from the 
lists of qualified electors in the county the name of any person who fails 
to reidentify himself, in one of the ways hereinafter provided, before the 
first day of January, 1957, and again every ten years thereafter; provid- 
ed that no one who has registered as a qualified elector of the county 
within one year preceding the date of so purging the list of qualified 
electors shall be required to reidentify himself. No person whose name 
is removed from the list of qualified electors as herein provided shall 
cease permanently to be a qualified elector nor be subject to re-regis- 
tration, but shall be subject only to the requirement that he reidentify 
himself as a duly registered elector before being listed on the list of 
qualified electors in the county, and before being entitled to vote.

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION PROVIDING FOR 
A CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION COMMISSION 


S. J. R. 19. WHEREAS the present Constitution of Alabama was 
adopted in 1901, fifty-five years ago, at the turn of the century, when the 
fear of alien domination and political control was still prevalent, since 
which time the conditions in the State have completely changed; and, 


WHEREAS, in order to adapt the Constitution to the changing needs 
of the people there have been proposed and adopted no less than one 
hundred and eleven amendments to the Constitution, and there have 
been offered to the people scores of additional proposals for amend- 
ments which failed of ratification; and, 
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WHEREAS these numerous amendments have in many instances 
provided for a purely local situation applicable to one county or muni- 
cipality cnly, or to a small group of counties or municipalities, and 
many have been temporary, and the purpose for which they were 
adopted has long ago been fulfilled or abandoned, and some have 
changed one paragraph of the Constitution without regard to the other 
provisions thereof on the same subject, thereby causing inconsistencies 
in the different provisions, and many have been hastily prepared during 
busy and crowded sessions of the Legislature, and various provisions of 
the original constitution and of the several amendments are ambiguous 
and, while remaining in the Constitution, are no longer in force; and, 


WHEREAS a series of amendments designed to clarify certain 
articles and provisions of the Constitution and to remove some of the 
inconsistencies and ambiguities therein have been necessary and are 
now necessary; and, 


WHEREAS there is a continually growing demand for a revision of 
the Constitution; and, 


WHEREAS it is believed such revision can be done more satis- 
factorily by a small commission proposing amendments to be adopted 
and approved by the Legislature and submitted by it for ratification 
separately to the people of the State, which will in effect mean that a 
practically new constitution can thus be prepared in a relatively in- 
expensive manner rather than through a constitutional convention; 
therefore, be it 


RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, THE SEN- 
ATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING: 


1. That a commission be established to revise the Constitution, 
proposing such amendments, both of fcrm and substance, as in its 
judgment will remove inconsistencies, clear up ambiguities, render 
certainly to various provisions of the Constitution, strike out obsolete, 
temporary and local provisions, and better adapt the Constitution to 
the needs and conditions of the people of this State and improve the 
organization and operation of state government. 


2. That the commission be composed of the Governor, the President 
of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, five mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives appointed by the Speaker, three 
members of the Senate appointed by the President, a justice of the 
Supreme Court cf Alabama, to be designated by the Court, a Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, to be designated by the Court, the Attorney 
General, the Secretary of State, two judges of the circuit court, and three 
practicing attorneys and three laymen to be appointed by the Governor. 


3. That the commission submit its report, in the form of amend- 
ments to the several articles, sections, and paragraphs of the Constitu- 
tion, or in the form of a proposed new Constitution, so that the same 
may be considered and acted upon by the Legislature, and then be 
submitted to the people for ratification or rejection by them separately 
as to each article, section, and paragraph, or as a whole. 


4. That the commission perfect its own organization, and sit at 
such time and in such places as it may determine, after the adjourn~ 
ment of the current session of the Legislature, and file its report with 
the Governor not less than sixty days befcre the time fixed for the 
convening of the next regular session of the Legislature, said report 
to set forth, in such form as the commission may determine, the new 
provisions suggested by the commission, with reasons for making the 
changes suggested, and such explanation and comment as the commis- 
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sion may deem best for a clear understanding of its report and the pro- 
visions suggested. 


5. The Governor is hereby requested tc cause the report of the 
commission to be printed under the supervision of the commission, or

JOINT RESOLUTION 


H. J. R. 18. WHEREAS the Constitution of the United States was 
formed by the sanction of the several] states, given by each in its sovere- 
ign capacity; and 


WHEREAS the states, being the parties to the constitutional com- 
pact, it follows of necessity that there can be no tribunal above their 
authority to decide, in the last resort, whether the compact made by 
them be violated, and, consequently, they must decide themselves, in the 
last resort, such questions as may be of sufficient magnitude to require 
their interposition; and 


WHEREAS a question cf contested power has arisen: The Supreme 
Court of the United States asserts, for its part, that the states did, in 
fact, in 1868, upon the adoption of the Fourteenth Amendment, prohibit 
unto themselves the power to maintain racially separate public institu- 
tions; the State of Alabama, for its part, asserts that it and its sister 
states have never surrendered such right; and 


WHEREAS this assertion upcn the part of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, accompanied by threats of coercion and compulsion 
against tne suvereigu States cf this Union, constitutes a deliberate, 
palpable, and dangerous attempt by the court to prohibit to the states 
certain rights and powers never surrendered by them; and 


WHEREAS the question of contested power asserted in this resolu- 
tion is not within the province of the court to determine, but that as 
in other cases in which one party to a compact asserts an infraction 
thereof, the judgment of all other equal parties to the compact must be 
sought to resolve the question; be it 


RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


That until the issue between the State of Alabama and the General 
Government is decided by the submission to the states, pursuant to 
Article V of the Constitution, of a suitable constitutional amendment 
that would declare, in plain and unequivocal language, that the states 
do surrender their power to maintain public schcols and other public 
facilities on a basis of separation as to race, the Legislature of Alabama 
declares the decisions and orders of the Supreme Court of the United 
States relating to separation of races in the public schools are, as a 
matter of right, null, void, and of no effect; and the Legislature of 
Alabama declares to all men that as a matter of right, this State is not 
bound to abide thereby; we declare, further, our firm intention to take 
all appropriate measures honorably and constitutionally available to 
us, to avoid this illegal encroachment upon our rights, and to urge upon 
our sister states their prompt and deliberate efforts to check further en- 
croachment by the General Government, through judicial legislation, 
upon the reserved powers of all states.

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report that 
said Committee, in session, has compared the following enrolled Bills 
with the original Senate Bills, respectively, and finds same correctly 
enrolled, to-wit:

Where paper ballots are used 
exclusively, the provisions of law applicable to the use of paper ballots 
shall apply as to the number and designation of election officials in such 
voting centers. 


“Tt shall be the duty of the chief inspector and the assistant chief in- 
spector to attend the school of instruction which may be provided by the 
election commission of the county. 


“The duties of the assistant chief inspector shall be, in addition to 
his other duties, to manage and (handle) machine number one at each 
voting center and to be assisted by an additional clerk for each additional 
machine in said voting center. It shall be the chief inspector’s duty to 
act as returning officer, and it shall be his duty to secure all elec- 
tion supplies from the sheriff’s office before the election day. He 
shall keep the said supplies in his possession and deliver them to 
his voting center before the polls open on election day. It shall be 
the chief inspector’s duty where voting machines are used to see that 
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each machine number, protective counter number, public counter num- 
ber, and seal number is properly checked and also that zeros are by each 
candidate’s name or question, as the case may be, before the polls open. 
He shall make certificates of results, as required by law; and it shall be 
his duty to see that the certificates of results are properly completed and, 
with the other election reports that are designated for the returning 
officer, are returned to the sheriff’s office immediately after their being 
completed, upon closing of the polls, and not later than 9:00 A. M. the 
following day after the election. 


“Tt shall be the duty of the judge of probate to prepare a form of a 
certificate of results that will show the results of each machine or of 
each ballot box in the voting center on one certificate. The form shall 
carry the number of each machine showing the serial number, the pro- 
tective counter number and the name of each candidate. This certifi- 
cate shall be made up in pad form, with carbon, so that an original and 
the necessary copies can be made. It shall be the duty of the inspector, 
the assistant chief inspector, and the clerks to check and re-check the 
results of votes cast for each candidate on each machine, or ballot box 
in the event paper ballots are used. The necessary certificates of results 
for each voting center, showing the results of each machine, shall be 
prepared. One certificate shall be posted at the polling place; one certifi- 
cate shall be delivered to the chairman of each county and state execu- 
tive committee of each political party participating in the election, in the 
case of a primary election; one certificate shall be delivered to the 
judge of probate to be used in case of a contest; and one certificate shall 
be delivered to the sheriff’s office for the use of the press and radio. In 
a general election, it shall be the duty of the election officials to furnish 
a certificate of results to the sheriff of the county, and no such certifi- 
cates shall be required to be delivered to the chairmen of the county 
and state executive committees of the political parties participating in 
the election. The Chief Inspector, the Assistant Chief Inspector, and any 
two clerks assigned to the voting center must sign each and all of the 
certificates of results. 


“In all city and municipal elections held on the same day and time 
of any state and county elections, the election officials shall be paid by 
said municipality one half of the per diem herein provided, as though an 
independent election were held at a different date and time. The com- 
pensation of the election officials shall be in addition to the cost and 
expenses of rental and the use of voting machines by said municipality. 


“Election officials shall serve only in the election that they are sub- 
poenaed for. 


“The chief inspector shall be paid $15.00 plus mileage, as now pro- 
vided by law for bringing in the election returns, as returning officer.

Senate Joint Resolution and ordered sate ictuiicd to the Sonate with 
a favorable report, with amendment, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 2. Relative to the holding of an election in the state of Ala- 
-bama for the purpose of determining whether or not a Constitutional 
Convention shall be held to revise and amend the Constitution of Ala- 


bama. 
And the Standing Committee on Rules reported the following amend- 
ment to the Resolution, to-wit: 


Amend paragraph 2 of tie resolution by adding at the end thereof 
the following: ‘On Thursday following the election, the county return- 
ing board of each county in the State, composed of the judge of pro- 
bate, circuit clerk, and sheriff, shall meet at the courthouse of the 
county for the purpose of canvassing the returns 3f the election. The 
returning board shall ascertain how many votes were cast ‘For Con- 
vention,’ how many votes were cast ‘No Convention,’ and how many 
votes were cast as a whcle in the county; and the beard shall thereupon 
certify the results of the election immediately to the Secretary of State. 
On Tuesday, the eighth day ci May, 1956, it: shall be the duty of the 
Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney General to assemble in the 
office of the Secretary of State and canvass the returns of the election. 
If it appears that a majority of all persons voting in the election voted 
for the holding of the conventicn, it shall be the duty of the Governor 
to give public notice, by proclamation, of the fact tnat a majority of the 
electors of the State voting at the election approved the calling of the 
convention for the purpose above stated. The proclamation shall be pub-~ 
lished in every county of the State in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion’ published therein.” 


Also, amend paragraph 3 of the resolution by striking out the words 
“that at the time of such election, delegates to the convention shall be 
elected as follows” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “if the calling 
of a convention is approved at the election provided for in paragraph 1, 
delegates to the convention shall be elected on Tuesday, the fourteenth 
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day of August, 1956”; also, strike out the sentence, “The ballots shall be 
separate and distinct from the ballots on which are printed the words 
‘For Cenvention’ and ‘No Convention.’ ” 


Also, strike out paragraph 5 and insert the following: 


“5, On Thursday following the election of delegates, the county re- 
turning board of each county shall meet at the courthouse for the pur- 
pose of canvassing the returns of the election. The Lcard shall ascertain 
the number of votes received by the candidates for delegates for each 
place, and shall certify such votes to the Secretary of State immediately.” 


Also, strike out paragraph 6 and insert the foilowing in lieu there- 
of: 


“6. On Tuesday, the twenty-first day of August, 1956, it shall be the 
duty of the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attcrney General to 
assemble in the office of the Secretary of State and canvass the returns 
of the elections for delegates to the convention as certified to the Secre- 
tary of State in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 5. They 
shall ascertain from the returns which persons were elected as delegates 
to the convention from each of the several counties of the State, and the 
serene of State shall issue certificates of election to the persons so 
elected.’ 


Also, amend paragraph 7 of the resolution by striking out the

intendent of education to the commissioner of public schools; and pro- 
viding for the designation of the first commissioner of public schools 
of Morgan County and for the election of his successors in office. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The office of county superintendent of education of Mor- 
gan County is hereby abolished, and there is created in lieu thereof 
the office of commissioner of public schools of Morgan County. The 
commissioner of public schools of Morgan County shall administer the 
school laws of the State and county, supervise the public schools and 
public school system of the county, and have and exercise all the rights, 
powers, duties, and privileges vested in and required of county superin- 
tendents of education. 
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Section 2. Lester Wooten, of Morgan County, is hereby named and 
designated as the first commissioner ot public schools of Morgan County 
under this Act, and he shall hold office until July 1, 1959. A commis- 
sioner of public schools for Morgan County shail be elected by the 
qualified electors of Morgan County at the general election to be held 
in November, 1958, and every four years thereafter. The commissioner 
of public schools shall take office on the first day of July next succeed- 
ing his election. 


Section 3. No person shall be eligible for appointment or election 
to the office of commissioner of public schools of Morgan County who 
does not hold an Alabama certificate in administration and supervision 
based upon requirements established by the state board of education for 
such certificate, and who does not submit proof to the state superinten- 
dent of education of three years of successful educational experience as 
teacher, principal, supervisor, superintendent, educational administrator, 
or instructor in school administration during the five years next preced- 
ing his appointment or election. The commissioner of public schools of 
Morgan County must be at the time of his appointment or election and 
during his continuance in office a qualified elector of Morgan County. 


Section 4. The term of office of the commissioner of public schools 
of Morgan County shall be four years, and he shall be removed only 
by impeachment, in the manner prescribed by law. Vacancies in the 
office of commissioner of public schools of Morgan County shall be 
filled exclusively by appointment of the county board of education. Any 
such appointee shall hold office only for the unexpired term. The com- 
missioner of public schools of Morgan County shall devote his entire 
time to his duties of office, and he shall receive an annual salary of six 
thousand five hundred dollars ($6,500) and such traveling expenses as 
are provided for county superintendents of education under the general 
school laws of the State. He shall give bond in such penal sum as may 
be prescribed by the county board of education, in the manner and 
with the conditions provided for custodians of county school funds. 


Section 5. The commissioner of public schools of Morgan County 
shall be the chief executive officer of the county board of education, and 
he shall also be secretary of the county board of education. The com- 
missioner of public schools of Morgan County shall prepare the business 
for the meetings of the board, and shall see that the laws relating to the 
schools, and the rules and regulations of the state board of education 
and the county board of education, are carried into effect. All the 
powers, rights, privileges, prerogatives, and duties heretofore vested 
in or imposed upon the county superintendent of education are hereby 
transferred to the commissioner of public schools of Morgan County. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. : 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
paseage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of registrars of Geneva County is hereby 
directed to purge all lists of the qualified electors in such county to 
the end that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents. of such 
county or have otherwise become disqualified from voting therein, shall 
be removed from such lists and to the end that the mame of each 
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qualified elector shall appear only on the list of qualified electors for 
the district and precinct in which he resides. 


Section 2. The board of registrars shall have authority to omit 
and remove from the lists of qualified electors in such county the name 
of any person who fails to reidentify himself or herself, to the board 
of registrars in one of the ways hereinafter provided, prior to the first 
day of January, 1958. Provided, however no one whe has registered 
as a qualified elector of such county since January 1, 1952, shall be 
required to reidentify himself or herself. Any person removed from 
the list of qualified electors as herein provided, does not cease to be 
‘a qualified elector and shall not be subject to re-registration, but shall 
be subject only to the requirement that he or she reidentify himself or 
herself as a duly registered elector before being entitled to be listed on 
the list of qualified electors in such county. 


Section 3. A voter may reidentify himself or herself in any one 
of the following ways: 


(a) A voter may reidentify himself or herself by appearing in 
person before the board of registrars or the probate judge or a duly 
authorized employee of the probate judge and answering such questions 
and submitting such proof as may be set forth hereinafter to establish 
the voter’s identity and place of legal residence and the fact that said 
voter has not become disqualified from voting in such county. Re- 
identification shall be made by answering the questionnaire hereinafter 
set out, The board of registrars shall furnish such number of question- 
naires to the office of the judge of probate of the county as may be re- 
quired for the reidentification of voters. 


(b) A voter may also reidentify himself or herself at any elec- 
tion at which said voter votes prior to January 1, 1958, by answering and 
signing the questionnaire hereinafter set out in the presence of a clerk, 
manager, inspector, or returning officer at such election who also shall 
sign the questionnaire as an attesting witness. The returning officer 
shall transmit each signed questionnaire to the judge of probate of the 
county for transmittal to the board of registrars. The board of regis- 
trars in the county shall furnish a sufficient number of blank question- 
naires to the sheriff or party executive committee or other officer or 
agency or committee charged with the duty of sending out election 
supplies, who shall cause a sufficient number therecf to be sent to each 
voting place at each election to be held prior to Janauary 1, 1958. 


(c) A voter who is in the Army, Navy, or Air Force of the United 
States, on active duty outside of Geneva County, or the husband or 
wife of such a member of the armed forces, may reidentify himself or 
herself by submitting a voters reidentification questionnaire, on which 
each question has been fully answered and which is signed by such 
voter, and witnessed by a commissioned officer of the Army, Navy, 
or Air Force, to the judge of probate of Geneva County for transmittal 
to the board of registrars.

Section 4. Any qualified elector of Geneva County who shall have 
his or her name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors 
in the county by reason, of his or her failure to reidentify himself or 
herself as hereinabove provided or his or her name otherwise purged

list of qualitieda electors by appearing in person ana rcidentifying him- 


Section 5. The board of registrars shall meet on the first Monday 
in January, 1958, for the purpose of purging the registration lists. The 
names of all those persons on the registration lists who have died, be- 
come non-residents of the State, become insane, or who have been con- 
victed of any offense mentioned in Section 182 of the Constitution, or 
otherwise disqualified as electors under the provisions of the Con- 
stitution, and any names of perscns who have failed to be reidentified 
2 accordance with this Act, shall be stricken from the registration 
ists. 


Section 6. When the name of any elector is proposed to be stricken 
from: the registration list in accordance with this Act, unless he is dead 
or is a non-resident of the State, notice shall be issued tc him by the 
board of registrars, citing him to appear before the board on a day 
certain and show cause why his name should not be stricken from the 
list. Such notice may be served by the sheriff or be sent by United 
States mail to the elector’s last known address. In addition to such 
notice, the board of registrars must give notice in some newspaper 
published in the county. On the date set in the notice, or at a later 
date to which the case may have been continued by the board, the 
board shall proceed to consider the case of each electcr whose name it 
proposes to strike from the registration list and determine the same. 
Any person whose name is stricken from the list may appeal from the 
decision of the board, without giving security for costs, and a trial by 
jury may be had; and the board shall forthwith certify the proceedings 
to the circuit clerk, who shall docket the case in the circuit court.

1. The Legislature shall consist of a Senate composed of forty (40) 
senators and a House of Representatives with one hundred twenty (120) 
members.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. 


There is hereby created and provided for in the City of Prichard, 
Alabama, special funds to be known as “The Municipal Employees Pen- 
sion and Relief Funds”, which shall exist and be maintained for the 
benefit of the persons hereinafter referred to, and shall be derived and 
raised in the manner hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. 


Such funds shall be set apart by the City Clerk or other person per- 
forming the duties of the City Clerk of the City of Prichard, Alabama, 
into separate funds which shall be held and maintained by the City of 
Prichard as hereinafter provided. 


Section 3. 


There shall be a pension and relief system which shall apply to 
and include all permanent employees of the City of Prichard, Alabama, 
which such pension and relief system shall be administered through a 
fund to be known as “The Municipal Employees Pension and Relief 
Fund”, hereinafter referred to as the “fund”, as provided for herein, 
which such fund shall be derived and raised, received, obtained and 
created, although not exclusively, in the following manner: 


By payment into the fund by the proper authorities of the City of 
Prichard a monthly amount equal to seven and one-half (74%) percent 
of the compensation paid to every employee of the City of Prichard 
covered by this Act. Of such seven and one-half (742%) percent, two 
and one-half (2%%) per cent shall be held and deducted by the proper 
authorities from the salary or compensation of each employee covered, 
and the remaining five percent (5%) shall be paid into the fund by the 
proper authorities of the City of Prichard from funds other than funds 
derived from the aforesaid two and one-half percent (2%%) held and 
deducted from the salaries or other compensation of the employees cov- 
ered by the Act. 


Section 4. 


Monies or other things of value may be donated to the fund by any 
person, firm or corporation. Such donations or gifts may be outright, in 
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which such event the corpus thereof shall become a portion of the 
fund, or may be held in trust by the person or persons responsible for 
the operation of the fund, with the profits or income therefrom becom- 
ing a part of the fund. 


Section 5. 


All monies properly belonging to the fund shall be kept in a sepa- 
rate account, or accounts, and may, in the discretion of the persons 
charged with the duties of the administering the fund be invested in any 
securities provided by law to be suitable investments for trust funds. 
The mortgages, bonds or other evidences of indebtedness shall be main- 
tained and kept separate and apart from other municipal securities; 
provided that the City Council may employ the services of a national 
bank in Mobile County to handle all matters relative to the investment 
of the funds derived hereunder. 


Section 6. 


Every permanent employee of the City of Prichard shall come 
under the provisions and benefits of this Act; provided, that no elected 
official of the City of Prichard shall be entitled to the benefits hereof. 


Section 7. 


The City Council of the City of Prichard shall hear and decide all 
applications for pensions and relief under this Act and the decision of 
such application shall be final and conclusive and not subject to review 
or reversal except by such authorities. The City Council shall cause a 
complete and separate record to be kept of all of its meetings and pro- 
ceedings 1nder this Act.

Warrants drawn against the fund shall be signed and executed ry 
the regular authorities of the City of Prichard. Such warrants shall, 
however, be of a different color or otherwise distinguishable from other 
City warrants, and shall be kept separate and apart therefrom. No por- 
tion of said pension and relief funds shall, before or after its order 
for distribution, be seized or held or be in anywise subject to garnishment

BENEFITS FOR RETIREMENT CAUSED BY DISABILITY. 


If any employee of the City while in the performance of his or her 
duties, becomes or is found to be physically or mentally permanently 
disabled for services in his or her respective departments, by reason 
of service therein, so as to render his or her retirement from such ser- 
vices necessary, the City Council shall make such necessary orders and 
shall retire such disabled employees from service in the department in 
which the disability occurred; and upon such retirement, such member 
shall be paid monthly or semi-monthly, from the fund, an amount equal 
to sixty percent (60%) of his or her compensation at the time of such 
disability or an amount equal to sixty percent (60%) of average compen- 
sation of such employee over the past five (5) years, whichever shail 
be the greater. Provided that such payments shall not continue for a 
period of longer than five (5) years; provided further that during such 
five (5) years such employee shall be considered an employee of the 
City of Prichard for retirement purposes. Should any employee of the 
City of Prichard who has been employed in the City’s service for a peri- 
od of fifteen (15) years be found physically or mentally totally or partial- 
ly disabled through no misconduct on his or her part for service in any 
City department so as to render his or her retirement from such ser- 
vice necessary, the City Council of the City of Prichard shall make 
necessary orders, aiid shall retire such disabled employee from service 
with the City, and upon such retirement said City employee shall be 
paid monthly or semi-monthly from the fund an amount equal to fifty 
percent (50%) of his compensation at the time of his or her becoming 
disabled or such disability being discovered, or an amount equal to fifty 
percent (50%) of the average compensation of such employee over the 
past five (5) calendar years, whichever shall be the greater. Provided 
that such payments shall not continue for a period of longer than five 
(5) years; provided further that during such five (5) years such em- 
ployee shall be considered an employee of the City of Prichard for re- 
tirement purposes. Such employee may be called back and examined 
at any time under the orders of the City Council of the City of Prichard, 
and may be ordered back to active service, or to perform other services in 
connection with the City, such as he is able to perform according to the 
instructions, findings and orders of the Prichard Council. 


Section 11. 


Any employee of the City of Prichard, except as herein otherwise 
provided, who has been in the service of the City for as long as twenty 
(20) consecutive years and who is then employed by the City, upon his 
or her making application to the City Council shall be retired from ser- 
vice as an employee without medical examination or disability. Any 
employee who has been in the service of the City for as long as twenty 
(20) consecutive years and whose employment has been terminated prior 
to his making application for retirement from services as an employee 
shall be entitled to make application for retirement as an employee 
without medical examination or disability as if he were yet an employee 
of the City provided such application is made in writing to the City 
Council of the City of Prichard within sixty (60) days from the date his 
employment was terminated, and be entitled to the benefits accorded by 
this Act. In the event of the discharge, without just cause, of any per- 
manent employee who has served as many as ten (10) continuous years, 
such person shall, upon reaching the retirement age, as the case may 
be, be entitled to and receive from the fund a sum equal to two and one- 
half percent (2%%) of his or her annual compensation at the time of 
his or her discharge, or two and one-half percent (244%) of the average 
annual compensation of such employee over the past five (5) calendar 
years, whichever shall be greater, for each year or major fraction thereof 
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that said employee shall have served at the time of dismissal. Upon re- 
tirement in the manner provided by this Act, the said City Council shall 
direct the payment of such retiring person monthly, from the fund a sum 
equal to one-half (4%) of the compensation or salary received by such 
retiring person as salary in the service of employment of said City at 
the time of his or her retirement or termination; or an amount equal 
to fifty percent (50%) of the average compensation of such employee 
over the past five (5) calendar years, whichever shall be the greater, 
provided, however, that such payments to said retired person shall not 
commence or be effective until said person has attained the age of 
fifty-five (55) years. 


Section 12. 


Any employee of the City who has been in the service thereof for 
as long as twenty-five (25) years, the last ten (10) years of which have 
been continuous, upon making written application to the City Council 
therefor, shall, withovt medical examination or disability, be retired 
from service of such City and upon such retirements, the said Council 
shall direct the payment to such retiring employees, if he be fifty-five 
(55) years of age or more, as the case may be, monthly from such fund, 
a sum equal to one-half (42) of the monthly compensation received by 
such employee as salary at the time of his retirement, or an amount 
equal to fifty percent (50%) of the average compensation of such em- 
ployee over the past five (5) calendar years, whichever shall be the 
greater. Any employee of the City who has been in the service thereof 
for as long as thirty (30) years continuously or as long as thirty-five 
(25) vears, the last ten (10) years of which have been continuous, upon 
making written application to tne Council tiereitor, shall, without medi- 
cal examination or disability be retired from service of such City, and 
upon such retirement the Council shall direct the payment to such re- 
tiring employee, if he be fifty-five (55) years of age or more, or sixty 
(60) years of age, as the case may be, monthly from such fund a sum 
equal to fifty-five percent (55%) of the monthly compensation received 
by such employee as salary at the time of his retirement, or an amount 
equal to fifty-five percent (55%) of the average compensation of such 
employee over the past five (5) calendar years, whichever shall be the 
greater. 


Any employee of the City who has been in the service thereof for 
as long as thirty-five (35) years or longer continuously, or as long as 
forty (40) years, the last ten (10) years of which have been continuous, 
upon making written application to the Council therefor, shall, without 
medical examination or disability, be retired from service of such city 
and upon such retirement, the said Council shall direct the payment to 
such retiring employee, ii he be fifty-five (55) years of age or more, or 
sixty (60) years of age as the case may be, monthly from such fund, a 
sum equal to sixty percent (60%) of the monthly compensation received 
by such employee as salary at the time of his retirement, or an amount 
equal to sixty percent (60%) of the average compensation of such em- 
Deve over the past five (5) calendar years, whichever shall be the 
greater. 


Section 13. 


That whenever an active or retiring employee of the City shall 
die while in the employ of such City, there shall be appropriated and 
paid from the said funds the sum of Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dol- 
lars for funeral and burial expenses of such deceased employee, which 
such sum shall be used for such funeral and burial expenses and paid 
out on pede of the head of the department of which such employee was 
a member. 
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Section 14. 


In all matters involving the disability or sickness of an employee of 
said City, the City Council, or other governing body shall have such 
disabled member, or such sick member, as it sees fit, examined by a 
reputable physician of the City, who shall make his report in writing 
to the City and to the employee. Any employee who refuses to allow 
a reasonable examination by such physician on the authority referred 
to herein shall, during the continuance of such refusal be barred from 
receiving any benefit whatever under this Act. 


Section 15. 


The benefits provided for the employees of the City of Prichard 
hereunder shall not be reduced or prorated among those properly en- 
titled to receive from said funds and should, at any time, the funds be 
insufficient to pay in full the benefits and to defray the expenses pro- 
vided for, it shall be the duty of the governing body of the City of 
Prichard to make provision therefor in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. 


Section 16. 


There shall be kept by the Clerk of the City of Prichard, or some 
person designated by her, a book to be known as the “List of Retired 
Employees”. Such book shall also give a full and complete history and 
record of the action of the City Council in retiring any and all persons 
under this Act showing the names, date of entering service in such 
department, periods of employment, date of retirement and the reason for 
such retirement, if any. 


Section 17. 


That it shall be the duty of the City Attorney to give advice to the 
City Council in all matters pertaining to the administration of this Act 
and the management of such fund, whenever requested to do so, and he 
shall represent and defend the City in all matters arising from the ad- 
ministration hereof. 


Section 18. 


The City Council of the City of Prichard, may in its discretion, 
create a Board to carry out the provisions of this Act, such Board shall 
be known as the “Board of Pensions” and shall consist of not less than 
three (3) nor more than five (5) reputable bona fide residents of the 
City of Prichard, who shall serve terms to be designated by the City 
Council, and will be subject to removal by the City Council at any time. 
Whenever such Board shall be created it shall have the same ministerial 
power as herein conferred on the City Council, and all reference in this 
Act made to the City Council shall, so far as is practicable, be also 
applicable to the Board of Pensions, Provided, however, that any suit 
brought on behalf of the City under the provisions of this Act shall be 
brought in the name of suca Board. 


Section 19. 


Any employee of the City of Prichard may elect at any time not to 
come within the provision of this Act, and should he so elect not to 
come within the provisions hereof, no part of his or her salary or com- 
pensation shall be deducted fo: the pension and relief fund. His election 
to not come within the provisions of this Act must be in writing, signed 
by him, witnessed by two (2) witnesses and filed with the City Council, 
or the Board of Pensions if one be in existence. Thereafter such person 
shall not be allowed to come within the provisions of or be entitled to 
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benefits under this Act, unless he first make application to said authori- 
ties and said authorities approve such application. In any event he or she 
shall not be credited for services during the time which he or she elected 
not to come within the provisions hereof; provided that all persons em- 
ployed after the passage of this Act shall be bound by the provisions 
hereof. 


Section 20. 


This Act shall apply to all persons except elected officials who 
are now or who may hereafter be in the employment of the City of 
Prichard, but payment of benefits or any other sums, including refunds, 
hereunder shall not commence until the first day of January, 1961. 


Section 21. 


That if any section, paragraph, sentences, clause, word or other 
provision of this Act shall be held or declared to be unconstitutional or 
void it shall not affect or destroy the validity or constitutionality of 
any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, word or provision of this 
Act which is not of itself void or unconstitutional, it being the expressed 
intent of the Legislature that such remaining valid portions of this Act 
shall have been adopted in any event. 


Section 22. 


Whenever any person who contributes to the fund provided by this 
Act shall have contributed to such fund for at least five (5) full years 
and less than ten (10) years, or shall be dismissed for cause after ten 


to benefits, shall be entitled to repayment from the fund of fifty per 
cent (50%) of all amounts contributed by him or her, but without 
interest. 


Section 23. 


This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor; provided, that this Act shall never be construed nor 
enforced so as to authorize any municipal authorities to grant any 
extra compensation, fee or allowance to any public officer, servant, em- 
ployee or agent, after service shall have been rendered nor shall it ever 
be construed or enforced so as to authorize the retirement of any officer 
on pay or part pay or make any grant to any retiring officer, but such 
Act shall be construed to the effect that all funds or monies paid out or 
expended under and by virtue of this Act shall be paid for services to 
be performed or duties to be discharged in the future by persons or 
officers to whom such payments are made. A governing body of the 
City of Prichard may, however, assign duties and impose services to be 
performed by the person or officer for whose benefits this Act is in- 
tended and may mske appropriations and payments to such persons 
or officers in consideration for the performance of such services or the 
discharge of such duties so imposed upon them.”

“Section 3. (a) The provisions of this Act shali not become effective 
unless the Act is approved by a majority of the qualified electors of 
Marion County who reside within the territory described herein which 
is outside the present corporate limits of the Town of Hamilton, at a 
referendum election, which is ordered to be held on the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of 30 days from the passage of the Act. 


“(b) Notice of the election shall be given by the sheriff of Marion 
County, and such notice shall be published one time in a newspaper pub- 
lished in Marion County at least ten days prior to the date of the elec- 
tion.

If a majority of the votes cast are ‘Yes, this Act shall become 
operative as of the thirtieth day from the date of the election; if a ma- 
jority are ‘No,’ this Act shall have no further effect. The Probate Judge 
of Marion County shall certify the results of the election to the Secretary 
of State and to the governing body of the Town of Hamilton within 
thirty days from the date of the election, and he shall keep on file in 
his office a copy of such certificate. 


“(h) The Probate Judge shall be entitled to the same fees for his

Gentlemen: 


In keeping with my promise to you in my opening address at the 
regular session of the Legislature on May 3, 1955, I stated that I would 
recommend an extensive study of the three branches of the Government, 
the Legislative, Executive and Judicial. In accordance with that state- 
ment, I herewith recommend that a complete overall study of the Legis. 
lative branch of the Government be made to include such items as 
Whether or not we should have annual sessions of the Legislature; 
Whether or not part of the Legislature should be elected every two 
years, and any other items that this committee deems that the Legisla- 
ture should change. 


I recommend an interim committee of seven (7) members to make 
a study of the Legislative branch. 


I recommend that each committee be formed to study all the mat- 
ters relative to the Judicial branch of the Government. There have been 
questions about the severity of our criminal penalties, the number of 
circuits we should have and the burdens upon the courts, as well as 
other questions. I recommend an interim committee for this study com- 
posed of eleven (11) members of the Legislature. 


Further, I recommend a complete study of the Executive branch of 
the Government. This is by far the largest and includes such major 
departments as education, welfare, health, highways, corrections and 
institutions and many other departments and agencies. Those depart- 
ments have grown up hodge podge for a century and a half. An interim 
Legislative Committee for the improvement of the organizational struc- 
ture of the Executive Department is needed. I feel that such a committee 
can do wonderful service for the State. Therefore, I recommend a large 
committee so that sub-committees can be appointed to study specific 
departments and all branches of State Government. I recommend 
thirty-one (31) members for this committee. 


This is a study to bring recommendations to the Legislature whereby 
we might have something concrete that will benefit the State as a 
whole. This is a major undertaking and I hope the Legislature will see 
fit to pass these recommendations before it adjourns sine die. Let me 
say to you that should you see fit to approve these recommendations, I 
believe that all the citizens of Alabama will be benefited by such a long 
overdue study and reorganization of our State Government.

RESOLUTIONS 


Messrs. Lamberth, Van Antwerp, Roberts, Allen, and Flowers 
offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 31. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING 
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1. That there are hereby created an interim committee on the Legis- 
lative branch of the State Government, to be composed of seven (7) 
members of the Legislature, three (3) from the Senate, to be appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor, and four (4) from the House, to be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. It shall be the 
duty of this Committee to study the Legislative Branch of the State and 
to make recommendations to provide for more effective workings of 
present day legislative processes; an interim committee on the Judicial 
branch of the Government to consist of eleven members, four (4) 
members from the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor 
and seven (7) members to be appointed by the Speaker of the House. 
It shall be the duty of this Committee to make a study of the Judicial 
branch of our Government and to make recommendations for judicial 
reforms needed in this state; an interim committee on the executive 
branch of the State Government to be composed of thirty-one (31) mem- 
bers, eleven (11) from the Senate to be appointed by the Lt. Governor 
and twenty (20) from the House to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House. It shall be the duty of this Committee to study the executive 
branch of our State Government and to make such recommendations as 
it deems in the best interest of the State. 


2. Each of the said Committees shall meet not more than ninety

Mr. Tate, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Forestry and 
Conservation, offered the following report of the Standing Committee on 
Forestry and Conservation relative to the investigations of said Commit- 
tee on cutting of timber at Little Mountain State Park, which investiga- 
tion was authorized by motion of Mr, Dyar and adopted by the Senate 
on the Fifth Legislative Day.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FORESTRY AND CONSERVATION 
RELATIVE TO AN INVESTIGATION OF THE CUTTING OF TIMBER 
AT LITTLE MOUNTAIN STATE PARK 


The Committee on Forestry and Conservation, to whom was re- 
‘ferred the matter of making a full and complete investigation of the 
cutting of timber on state owned lands at Little Mountain State Park, 
with instructions to report their findings and conclusions to the Senate, 


have had such matter under consideration, and now present the following 
report. 


A timber sale contract was entered into on the 19th day of August, 
1955, by and between the State of Alabama, through the Director of 
Conservation and the chief of the division of State Parks, Monuments 
and Historical Sites, as the seller, and Bryce Davis doing business as 
Davis Lumber Company of Cullman, Alabama, as the buyer. 


The contract gave the buyer the right to cut and remove all timber 
measuring twelve inches and above in diameter at the base located on 
the following described real estate: 


All that property comprising Little Mountain State Park in Marshall 
County, Alabama, which is owned absolutely by the Department of 
Conservation, Division of State Parks, Monuments and Historical Sites, 
except that portion thereof which has been leased for concession pur- 


poses and except that portion which has been set apart for recreational 
purposes. 


The buyer had the right to cut and remove the timber during a 
-_period of twelve months from the date of the contract. The sale was 
based on a timber cruise made by agents of the Department of Conser- 
-vation, who estimated the amount of timber to be cut at one million 
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four hundred thousand board feet. The sale price was fifty-six thousand 
dollars altogether, or forty dollars per thousand board feet. 


In conducting its investigation the committee had in view three ob- 
jectives: First, to determine whether or not the contract executed by 
the Department of Conservation and Davis Lumber Company was in 
the public interest; second, to determine whether or not the terms 
of the contract had been violated; third, whether or not it is advisable, 
as a matter of policy, and in the public interest, to permit the cutting 
of timber in state parks for commercial purposes. 


On Wednesday, January 25, 1956, the committee held a public 
hearing at the courthouse in Guntersville in Marshall County, which 
meeting was attended by the ccnimittee, the Director of Conservation, 
the chief of the Division of State Parks, Monuments and Historical Sites 
of the Department of Conservation, Mr. Fred Packer, a representative 
of the National Parks Association, Mr. Herbert Smith, President of the 
Jaycees of Guntersville, and two representatives of the TVA. At this 
meeting it was announced by the Director of Conservation that the 
contract between the State and the Davis Lumber Company would be 
cancelled. 


The committee viewed the area involved in the timber sale contract, 
and made an inspection of the premises. The committee also interviewed 
persons residing in the area who had visited the park and had made 
an inspection of the conditions resulting from the logging operations 
carried on under the contract. 


A majority of those persons interviewed who were familiar with 
the operations being carried on were of the opinion that the park was 
being denuded of timber, that a serious fire hazard had been incurred 
as a result of such operations, and that no provision was being made 
to prevent serious erosion problems from arising. 


The committee has reached the following conclusions: 


1. That the contract entered into on August 19, 1955, between the 
Director of Conservation and Davis Lumber Company was not in the 
public interest. 


2. That some of the substantial provisions of the contract were rot 
carried out by the Davis Lumber Company, and that as a result thereof 
serious fire and erosion problems have arisen. 


3. That the committee endorses the decision of the Director of Con- 
servation to halt operations and to cancel the timber sale contract with 
Davis Lumber Company. a 


The committee recommends that all commercial timber cutting in 
state parks be prohibited, except in infested areas.

The committee recommends that all commercial timber cutting in 
Little Mountain state park be prohibited until such time as the Legisla- 
ture enacts into law a proper cutting and selling procedure which will 
be protective to the natural beauty ot the park and employ good forestry 


practices, 
Gerald Bradford.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
BILLS ON THIRD READING 


The Senate proceeded to consideration of the Unfinished Business of 
today, the first of which was the Bill: 


H. 148. To authorize and provide for the planning, designation, 
establishment, use, regulation, alteration, improvement, maintenance, 
and vacation of contrclied access facilities; defining such terms; provid- 
ing for the acquisition of lands required therefor; the restriction of in- 
tersections and contro! of approaches; the establishment of local service 
roads; the prohibiticn of certain acts thereon and provision for penalties 
therefor; and for other purposes. 


Mr. Roberts offered the following substitute for the Bill, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 148 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and provide for the planning, designation, establish- 
ment, use, regulation, alteration, improvement, maintenance, and vaca- 
tion of controiled access facilities; defining such terms; providing for 
the acquisition of lands required therefor; the restriction of intersections 
and control of approaches; the establishment of local service roads; the 
prohibition of certain acts thereon and provision for penalties therefor; 
and for other purposes. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. It is the declared policy of this State to facilitate the flow 
of traffic and promote public safety by controlling access to highways 
included in the National System of Interstate Highways as selected by 
joint action of the Alabama State Highway Department and the United 
State Bureau of Public Roads. 


Section 2. Definitions and nuture. 


(a) Interstate highway means any highway now included or which 
shall hereafter be included as a part of the National System of Interstate 
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Highways, selected by joint action of the Alabama State Highway Depart- 
ment and the United States Bureau of Public Roads. 


(b) A controlled access facility is defined as a highway or street 
included in the National System of Interstate Highways especially de- 
signed for through traffic and over, from, or to which owners, or occu- 
pants of abutting land, or other persons, have no right of easement or 
access from abutting properties. Such highways or streets may be park- 
ways from which trucks, buses, or other commercial vehicles shall be 
excluded; or they may be freeways open to use by all customary forms 
of street and highway traffic. 


Section 3. Establishment, designation, alteration, vacation, improve- 
ment of; Powers of highway authorities. —-BE IT FURTHER EN- 
ACTED, That the State Highway Director, acting alone or in cooperation 
with counties, cities, towns or any Federal, State or local agency, or any 
other State having authority to participate in the construction and main- 
tenance of highways, is authorized to plan, designate, establish, regulate, 
vacate, alter, improve, maintain, and provide controlled access facilities 
for public use wherever such authority or authorities are of the opinion 
that traffic conditions, present or future, will justify such special facili- 
ties; provided that in the case of designation or vacation such designa- 
tions or vacations must be approved by the State Highway Director. 
Said authorities may regulate, restrict, or prohibit the use of such con- 
trolled access facilities by the various classes of vehicles or traffic in a 
manner consistent with Section 2 of this Act. 


Section 4. Highway authorities; extent of power of: Right of in- 
gress to or egress from. —BE IT FURLHER KNACTED, Thai the Siaie 
Highway Director is authorized to so design any controlled access facili- 
ty and to so regulate, restrict, or prohibit access as to best serve the 
traffic for which such facility is intended. In this connection such high- 
way authority is authorized to divide and separate any controlled access 
facility into separate roadways by the construction of raised curbings, 
central dividing sections, or other physical separations, or by designating 
such separate roadways by signs, markers, stripes, and the proper lane 
for such traffic by appropriate signs, markers, stripes, and other devices. 
No person shall have any right of ingress or egress to, from or across 
controlled access facilities to or from abutting lands, except at such des- 
ignated points at which access may be permitted or service roads pro- 
vided, upon such terms and conditions as may be specified from time to 


time. 


Section 5. Acquisition of property: Title required. —-BE IT FUR- 
THER ENACTED, that for the purpose of this Act, the highway authori- 
ties of the State, acting alone or through the counties, cities and towns 
may acquire private or public property and property rights for controlled 
access facilities and service roads, including rights of access, air, view, 
and light, by gift, devise, purchase or condemnation in the same manner 
as such authorities are now or hereafter may be authorized by law to 
acquire such property or property rights in connection with highways 
and streets within their respective jurisdiction. In connection with the 
acquisition of property or property rights for any controlled access 
facility or portion thereof, or service road in connection therewith, the 
State, county, city, or town highway authority is hereby authorizéd, in 
its discretion, to acquire an entire lot, block, or tract of land, even though 
such entire lot, block, or tract of land is not immediately needed for the 
right-of-way proper; provided, however, authority is not granted to 
acquire property not immediately needed for the right-of-way proper 
unless the owner of such property shall consent thereto. : 


Section 6. New and existing facilities; grade crossing elimination. 
BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the State or any of its sub-divisions 
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shall have authority to provide for the elimination of intersections at 
grade of controlled access facilities with existing State or county roads, 
any city or town streets by grade separation of service road or by closing 
off such roads and streets at the right-of-way boundary line of such 
controlled access facility; and after establishment of any controlled 
access facility, no highway or street which is not a part of said facility 
shall intersect the same at grade. No city or town street, county or 
State highway, or other public way shall be opened into or connected 
with any such controlled access facility without the consent and previous 
approval of the Highway Director. Provided, however, that the Highway 
Director may, whenever he determines that traffic is not thereby im- 
paired, authorize the continued intersection at grade of lightly traveled 
entrances and minor public roads as ways of access to controlled access 
facilities in sparsely populated areas. 


Section 7. Agreements with political sub divisions or with Federal 
government — BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the State Highway 
Director is authorized to enter into agreements with counties, cities, 
towns or the Federal government respecting the financing, planning, 
establishment, improvement, maintenance, use, regulation, or vacation 
of controlled access facilities or other public ways in their respective 
jurisdiction, to facilitate the purposes of this Act. 


Section 8. Extent of authoritv with respect to local service streets 
and roads. — BE IT FURTHER FNACTED. That in connection with the 
development of any controlled access facility, the State Highway Direc- 
tor is authorized to plan, designate, establish, use, regulate, alter, im- 
prove, maintain, and vacate local service roads and streets or to desig- 
nate as local service roads and streets any existing road or street, if fn 
his ovinion such Jocal service roads and streets are necessary or desir- 
abJe. Such local service roads or streets shall be of avpropriate design 
and shall be separated from the controlled access facility proper by 
oe all devices designated as necessary or desirable by the proper 
authority. 


Section 9. Severability. — BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That if any 
section, provision or clause of this Act shall: be declared unconstitutional, 
invalid, or inapplicable to any person or circumstances, such unconstitu- 
tionality, invalidity or inapplicability shall not be construed to affect the 
vrovisions not so held of persons or circumstances not so affected. The 
Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed the remaining 
varts of this Act if it had known that such part or parts thereof would 
have been declared unconstitutional, invalid, or inapplicable. All laws or 
portion of laws inconsistent with the policy and provisions of this Act 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency in its application 
to controlled access facilities provided for in this Act. 


Section 10. Time of: Take effect: BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, 
That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval of the Governor or its otherwise becoming a law. 


Mr. Davis (Pickens) moved that further consideration of the Bill, 
and pending substitute, be postponed until the next Legislative Day, and 
on motion of Mr. Robison, the motion to postpone was laid on the table. 


And the substitute for the Bill was then adopted.

NOTICE is hereby given that at the next Session (Special or Regu- 
lar) of the Legislature of Alabama, a bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced and applicaticn for its passage and enactment will be 
made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 8, 9 and 10 of Act No. 551 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1953 approved September 9, 1953, General Acts of Alabama 
of 1953, page 766, entitled: “An act to provide for the establishment and 
administration of a Retirement System for County Employees in Jef- 
ferson County, Alabama, and for the payment of benefits to the em- 
ployees of said County.” 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. That Section 8 of Act No. 551 of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama of 1955 entitled “An Act to provide for the establishment and 
administration of a Retirement System for County Employees in Jeffer- 
son County, Alabama, and for the payment of benefits to the employees 
of said County,” approved September 9, 1953, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. ‘METHOD OF FINANCING’: (a) ‘Salary Deductions’: 
Every member of the retirement system shall pay into the retirement 
fund five per cent (5%) of his monthly wage or salary paid to him by 
the County, but if such wage or salary exceeds Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) per month, then only five percent (5%) of the first Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) thereof. The County governing body is here- 
by directed to cause such deducticns to be made each payroll period; 
and the aggregate amount so deducted from the salaries covered by said 
payrolls shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the retirement system. 
All such payments for salary deductions shall be deposited in the re- 
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tirement fund herein created. (b) ‘County Contributions’: (1) Each pay- 
roll period an amount equivalent to that deducted from the employees’ 
salaries shall be contributed by the County and shall be paid into the 
retirement fund by the County governing body out cf the general fund 
of the County. All of the funds remaining of the contributions hereto- 
fore paid by the County and the employees to the retirement fund under 
said Act 810, 1951 General Acts, page 1411, approved September 11, 1951, 
are hereby required to be paid to the retirement system created by this 
Act immediately after the effective date hereof, Such funds to be paid 
into the system created by this Act shall include all investments and 
earnings of the retirement system created by Act 810, 1951 General Acts, 
page 1411, approved September 11, 1951. The County Commission of 
Jefferson County shall cause to be paid into the retirement fund cre- 
ated by this Act the sum of $100,000.00 payable at the rate of $12,500.00 
per year, the first payment to be on the 15th day of November, 1953, and 
a like sum each year thereafter on the 15th day cf November until the 
said $100,000 is paid in full, (2) If any member, either before or after 
the effective date of this act, shall have left the service of the County 
for the purpose of entering the service of the Armed Forces of the United 
States, and shall have been granted a military leave of absence for 
such purpose under the laws, rules, and regulations governing the em- 
ployees cf the County, and shall not have been dishonorably discharged 
from such Armed Forces and shall have been reinstated to the service 
of the County within ninety days after his separation from such Armed 
Forces, then the County shall promptly pay into the fund an amount 
equal to twice the contribution which the employee would have made 
if he had not been absent on such leave and if his wages or salary had 
continued tc be the same as he was earning at the time of the commence- 
ment of his leave, provided, however, that no part of such paymeni py 
the County shall be refundable tc the employee under any provisions 
herein for the return of employee contributions.” 


Section 2. That Section 9 of said Act No. 551 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1953 be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 9. ‘RETIREMENT FOR SUPERANNUATION’: (a) ‘Re- 
quirements’: Whenever any person whe is a member of the retirement 
system has made contributions to the system for a period of not less 
than five years and has in addition thereto ten years’ creditable service 
and has attained the age of sixty years, he shall be eligible for retire- 
ment for superannuation but such retirement shall not be compulsory. 
Provided, however, that any person who became a member of the 
former retirement system created by that Act of the Legislature, No. 
810, page 1411, General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 
11, 1951, and who has been in the employment of the County for a 
period of not less than five years and has attained the age of sixty years 
shall be eligible for retirement for superannuaticn in the event such 
member shall have made the required contributions to the fund for a 
period of not less than five years. Any member shall be eligible for 
retirement for superannuation upon the completion of thirty or more 
years of service; provdied, however, that if at the time of retirement 
such member has not attained the age of sixty years, the amount of his 
monthly pension, computed in accerdance with the appropriate one of 
the formulas set forth in sub-sections (1) and (2) of sub-section (b) 
hereof, shall be reduced in the amount hereinafter provided in sub- 
section (4) of sub-section (b) hereof. Any member who is eligible for 
retirement, and who desires to retire, shall be granted the benefits 
herein- provided for upon a written application by himself or, in the 
event: he. is--mentally or physically incapacitated by someone acting in 
his:behalf,; such applicaticn to be filed in the office of the Board. (b) 
‘Benefits’: Upon retirement, if such member is then age sixty or has 
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previously attained his sixtieth birthday, or has previously retired 
under that retirement system created by that Act of the Legislature, 
No. 810 page 1411, General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved Septem- 
ber 11, 1951, he shall receive a monthly pension for the remainder of 
his life to be determined by the appropriate one of the following for- 
mulas: 


(1) If such member were an employee of Jefferson County on Janu- 
ary 1, 1940: 


(i) one-half of one per cent (44%) of his monthly rate of compen- 
sation not in excess cf Three Hundred Dollars ($300) on January 1, 
1940, multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service which 
had accrued on January 1, 1940, as may not exceed twenty years; plus 


(ii) one and three-fourths per cent (1%%) of his average monthly 
rate of compensation for the sixty (60) months of his creditable service 
immediately preceding January 1, 1956, multiplied by the number of 
years of his creditable service accrued subsequent to January 1, 1940, 
and prior to January 1, 1956; provided that no part of any monthly 
compensation in excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) shall be con- 
sidered in determining ‘average monthly rate of compensation’ for the 
purposes of this sub-section (ii); plus 


(iii) one and three-fourths per cent (154%) of his average monthly 
rate of compensation for the sixty months, or lesser period, of his 
creditable service subsequent to January 1, 1956, and immediately pre- 
ceding his retirement date multiplied by the number of years of his 
creditable service accrued from January 1, 1956, to the date of his re- 
tirement; provided, however, that only the number of years of his 
creditable service subsequent to January 1, 1956, as shall not exceed 
twenty years, reduced by the number of years of his creditable service 
accrued between January 1, 1940, and January 1, 1956, shall be con- 
sidered for the purposes of this sub-section (iii); provided, further, 
that no part of any monthly compensaticn in excess of Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500) shall be considered in determining ‘average monthly 
rate of compensation’ for the purposes of this sub-section (iii); plus 


(iv) one per cent (1%) of his Final Average Monthly Compensa- 
tion multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service accrued 
subsequent to January 1, 1940, as may exceed twenty years; provided 
that no part of any monthly compensation in excess of Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500) shall be considered in determining Final Average Month- 
ty Compensation for the purposes of this sub-section (iv). 


(2) If such member became an employee cf Jefferson County on 
or after January 1, 1940, his pension shall be computed as provided 
in sub-sections (ii), (iii) and (iv) of sub-section (1) hereinabove and 
sub-section (i) thereof shall be disregarded. 


(3) In computing the amount of benefits under either of the fore- 
going formulas, a fracticnal part of a year of creditable service equal 
to or greater than one-twelfth shall be considered a whole year of credit- 
able service, and a fractional part less than one-twelfth shall be dis- 
regarded. 


(4) If such member shall have completed at least thirty years 
creditable service prior to retirement but shall not have attained his 
sixtieth birthday on or before his date of retirement, he shall receive 
a monthly pension payable for the remainder of his life to be deter- 
mined by multiplying the monthly pension determined in accordance 
with the appropriate formula set forth in either sub-section (1) or (2) 
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of sub-section (b) hereof by the percentage factor shown in the follow- 
ing schedule corresponding to the age cf such member on his last 
birthday preceding the date of retirement.

Section 3. That Section 10 cf said Act No. 551 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1953 be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 10. ‘DISABILITY ALLOWANCES’: (a) ‘Non-Service Con- 
nected’: Any member who. after having accumulated ten or more years 
of creditable service, shall become so disabled, either mentaliy or phy- 
sically, for any cause except as hereinafter provided, that in the opinion 
of the Board and the Medical Acvisor he is incapacitated for further 
performance of his duties, shall during the continuance of such disability 
be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits to be determined by 
the appropriate formula as provided under Section 9 above, such formula 
to be applied as though the disabled employee were entitled to retire- 
ment for superannuation at the commencement of the disability, such 
benefits to begin sixty days after the commencement of such disability 
except that if he is entitled to sick leave with pay under the laws, rules 
and regulations governing County employees which would extend his 
regular pay to a time beyond the expiration of said sixty-day period, 
such benefits shall not begin until the exhaustion of such sick leave with 
pay. No disability allowance shall be made if a venereal disease or the 
use of intoxicating liquor or liquors or narcctic drug or drugs or willful 
misconduct of the disabled person be the cause of, or substantially con- 
tribute to, the disability or if the cause of disability be voluntarily and 
willfully brought about by the disabled person. (b) ‘Service Connected’: 
Any member who shall become so disabled that in the opinion of the 
Board and the Medical Advisor he is incapacitated for further perform- 
ance of his duties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an 
accident arising out cf and in the course of his employment in the service 
of the County and not due to his intoxication or willful misconduct, shall 
be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits during the continuance 
of such disability to be determined by the appropriate formula as pro- 
vided under Section 9 above, such formula to be applied as though the 
disabled employee were 2ntitled to retirement for superannuation at the 
commencement of the disability; provided, however, that no benefit 
arising under this sub-section for tota) disability determined by the 
Board and the Medical Advisor, prior to January 1, 1956, shall be at 
the rate of less than thirty per cent (30%) cf such member’s monthly 
salary or wage not in excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) at the 
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commencement of disability: and provided further that no benefit aris- 
ing under this sub-section for total disability, determined by the Board 
and the Medical Advisor, on or after January 1, 1956, shall be at the 
ate of less than thirty per cent (30%) of such member’s mcnthly sala, 
or wage not in excess of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) at the com- 
mencement of disability. No benefits under this sub-section shall com- 
mence to accrue until the expiration of all leave with pay to which the 
disabled employee is entitled under the laws, rules and regulations 
governing County employees. (c) ‘Partial Disability’: In cases of partial 
disability arising under either (a) or (b) of this Section, the Board and 
the Medical Advisor shall determine the percentage of disability suffered 
and the member shall be 2ntitled to that proportion of the amount which 
would have been payable to him if totally disabled which his percentage 
of disability is of tctal disability.” 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Provided, further, that in 
municipalities which own and operate light and power systems, munici- 
pal water systems, municipal sewage systems and municipal gas sys- 
tems, one or any of them, may, by resolution of the governing body duly 
entered in its minutes require the mayor to act as superintendent of 
such system or systems and to give so much of his time thereof as the 
governing body may direct.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy a license tax upon persons using trading stamps in counties 
with a population of not less than 27,500 nor more than 28,900, according 
to the last or any succeeding Federal census. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Every person who in connection with the sale by 
him of goods, wares, or merchandise of any kind, issues, sells, gives 
away or otherwise distributes trading stamps which are redeemable, or 
will be accepted in whole or partial payment or exchange for anything 
of value, either by the issuer or by any other person, shall, in addition 
to all other taxes, pay to the county, on each separate place of business, 
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in which any part or phase of such issuance, sale, gift or other distribu- 
tion of such trading stamps, occurs, an annual license tax as follows: 
if such person’s gross volume of business in such separate place of busi- 
ness for the last preceding calendar year was less than $125,000, the sum 
of $250.00; if $125,000.00 or more but less than $250,000.00, the sum of 
$500.00; if $250,000.00 or more, but less than $500,000.00, the sum of 
$1,000.00; if $500,000.00 or more, the sum of $2,000.00. The tax in this 
sub-section (a) levied shall not apply to coupons, or certificates furnished 
by a manufacturer or compounder as a part of an original package or 
item of merchandise and distributed in connection with that one com- 
modity only, or to any coupon, ticket, certificate, card or other similar 
device issued or distributed by a manufacturer or packer which is re- 
deemable for or to be used in connection with the redemption of any 
goods, wares or merchandise by the manufacturer or packer, or its 
agents or independent contractor acting for redemption. 


(b) Every person who engages in or carries on the business of 
issuing, lending, licensing or selling to merchants or vendors, trading 
stamps which are redeemable or will be accepted in whole or partial 
payment, or in exchange, for anything of value by anyone whomsoever, 
shall pay to the county in which such issuing, lending, licensing or 
selling occurs, in addition to all other taxes, an annual license tax of 
three percentum of the gross receipts of such business and such license 
tax shall in no event be less than $500.00. The said tax shall be paid in 
the following manner: The person desiring to engage in such business 
shall pay on or before the fifteenth day of the county’s fiscal year to its 
Department of Revenue, the sum of $500.00 and shall also at the same 
time execute a bond payable to the county in such sum and form as is 
acceptable to the Department of Revenue, which shall insure the pay- 
ment or sald three percentum tax; such person shall thereafter and 
before the fifteenth day of the county’s next fiscal year render to the 
county a sworn statement showing the gross amount received by such 
person for issuing, lending, licensing, selling, redeeming or exchanging 
trading stamps, and if it appears that such three percentum of the amount 
so received exceeds $500.00, then such person shall pay to such county 
an additional amount equivalent, to the amount by which such three 
percentum exceeds the sum of $500.00. The tax in this subsection (b) 
levied shall be credited with and reduced by any sum which such per- 
son may have paid to or for the use of such county under Section 606 
of Title 51, Code of Alabama, as last amended. 


Section 2. This Act shall be applicable only in counties with a 
population of not less than 27,500 nor more than 28,900 according to the 
last or any succeeding federal census and the collection of the tax here 
levied shall be governed by the methods and procedures and persons 
charged by law with collecting license taxes in such counties. The word 
“person” or any pronoun referring thereto used in this Act shall be 
deemed to include partnerships and corporations. The word “trading 
stamps” shall be deemed to include any certificates or coupons of like 
character or substitute therefor. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act are severable, and if any pro- 
vision or subdivision be held invalid or inapplicable to any person, 
firm or corporation or to any particular kind of business such decision 
shall not affect the validity or enforceability of the remainder.

BE IT REMEMBERED, That on the 28th day of February, 1956, 
James E. Folsom, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued his procla- 
mation in words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, certain interim committees have been created to pro- 
vide for action on various legislative recommendations; and 


WHEREAS, the Legislature is a necessary function of all free gov- 
ernments, and for better public acceptance of this fact it is known that 
an annual salary for legislators would be advisable; and 


WHEREAS, there has been much racial tension in Alabama in re- 
cent months and a vast majority of the people are looking for leader- 
ship in this field; and 


WHEREAS, there are certain requirements to be met in the extra- 
Baron occasion in which we find ourselves relative to the educational 
udget: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the Seat of Gov- 
ernment at the State Capitol in Montgomery, Alabama, at 10:00 o’clock 
on Thursday, March 1, 1956, and I hereby designate the following sub- 
jects and matters to be considered and acted upon by said Legislature in 
extraordinary session assembled: 


1. Legislation to prevent proration in funds appropriated for educa- 
tional purposes by amendments to Acts numbered 343, 278, 485 and 289. 


2. To provide for a constitutional amendment to increase the income 
tax levied on corporations to the maximum amount (5%) as that paid by 
individuals, and to provide for the ratification of this amendment at the 
Special Election on August 28, 1956. 
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3. Legislation providing for the creation of an Alabama Bi-Racial 
Commission for the purpose of resolving racial issues arising among our 
people; to provide and appropriate funds for the operation of said 
Commission. 


4, An amendment to the Constitution providing for an annual salary 
and expenses of Legislators beginning with the Legislature elected at the 
General Election in November, 1958, and to provide for such election to 
be held at the General Election in November, 1956. 


5. To alter, amend, revise or extend existing laws relating to the 
state oil and gas supervisor, the spacing of a drilling unit or drilling 
units for oil and gas pools, and the ad valorem taxation of oil and gas 
and mineral rights and mineral leases. 


6. To provide for interim committees to study the three branches 
of State Government, namely, the executive, the judicial and the legisla- 
tive, for the purpose of reporting to the Regular Session of the Legisla- 
ture in 1957.

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its passage 
and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish and create a Court of Record for Mobile County in 
lieu of the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County to be known as 
The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County; to provide and define 
the jurisdiction of said court and the terms thereof; to provide for two 
judges and the officers of said court and their powers, duties and com- 
pensation, to fix the term of office of such judges; to provide rules 
of procedure and to fix the fees and costs of such court; to provide for 
the transfer of cases from the Inferior Criminal Court to the court here- 
by created; and to effect the repeal of the acts creating the Inferior 
Criminal Court of Mobile or to abolish the Inferior Criminal Court 
of Mobile County. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There shall be a court of record in Mobile County, 
Alabama to be known as the Court of General Sessions, having Criminal 
and Civil jurisdiction as provided for in this Act. The judicial officers 
of the Court shall consist of two judges one of whom is designated as 
the Presiding Judge of the Court of General Sessions. The judicial 
power of the Court with respect to any action, suit or proceeding may 
be exercised by a single judge who may preside alone and hold a regular 
or special session of the Court at the same time other sessions are held 
by the other judge. 


Section 2. Upon passage of this Act and its approval by the Gover- 
nor, the incumbent judge of the Inferior Criminal Court shall be imme- 
diately commissioned by the Governor as one of the judges of the 
Court of General Sessions, and such incumbent so commissioned by the 
Governor shall become the Presiding Judge of the Court of General 
Sessions to hold office until the First Monday after the Second Tuesday 
in January, 1961, at which time his elected successor shall take office. 
The Governor shall also after the passage and approval of this Act 
appoint some competent person who is a qualified elector and who is 
learned in the law to be and act as the other judge of said court until 
his successor is elected and takes office in 1961. The incumbent judge of 
the Inferior Criminal Court shall be the presiding judge of the Court 
of General Sessions until the First Monday after the Second Tuesday in 
January, 1961; and thereafter the judge having seniority in judicial 
service, shall be the presiding judge of said court. 


Section 3. The Judges of the Court of General Sessions shall hold 
office for terms of six years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified. They shall be elected at the general election to be held in 
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November, 1960, and every six years thereafter, and shall be installed in 
office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next 
following their election. They shall qualify by taking the oath of office 
prescribed for other judicial officers by the Constitution of Alabama. 
Each judge shall receive as compensation for his services as Judge of the 
Court of General Sessions of Mobile County, the sum of $9,000.00 which 
shall be paid monthly out of the County Treasury of Mobile County, 


Alabama. 


Section 4. Each judge of the Court of General Sessions shall be a 
magistrate and a conservator of the peace with all of the powers and 
authority of a magistrate or conservator of the peace as conferred by 
law upon the judges of the County Courts of Alabama. Each judge 
shall have authority to administer oaths and take affidavits except in 
these cases in which the power is expressly restricted to some other 
officer; to punish for contempt by a fine not to exceed ten dollars and 
by imprisonment not exceeding twenty-four hours, or both. Each judge 
shall have all the power and authority conferred by the general laws of 
the State of Alabama upon justices of the peace. 


Section 5. The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County shall 
have original jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court of all misde- 
meanors committed within the County. It shall have all the powers and 
authority in said county which are by the general laws of the State con- 
ferred on Justices of the Peace in criminal and quasi-criminal cases, 
including bastardy proceedings. It shall have the same power to im- 
prison or sentence to hard labor as is possessed by the county courts 
under the general law. 


Section 6. Ail prosecutivus instituted in the Court of General Ses- 
sions of Mobile County shall be begun by affidavit and warrant and 
shall be tried by the judge without a jury. The judge shall determine 
both the law and the facts, and in case of conviction the defendant shall 
have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court and have a trial by jury on 
demand as prescribed. All pleading and procedure in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions in criminal cases shall be regulated the same as in the 
County Courts as provided by Chapter 6, of Title 13, Code of Alabama 


(1940). 


Section 7. The Court of General Sessions shall be open for the trans- 
action of business and for the trial of cases both civil and criminal every 
day of the week except Saturdays, Sundays and legal holidays. The pre- 
siding judge of the Court of General Sessions shall have the authority, 
within his discretion to add to or extend the holidays of the New Year, 
Mardi Gras, Easter, Thanksgiving and Christmas for a period not to 
exceed five days on each occasion. 


Section 8. The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County shall 
have and exercise civil jurisdiction according to the general law of Ala- 
bama concurrently with the Justices of the Peace in all precincts in 
Mobile County outside the limits of the City of Mobile, and the said 
Court shall have and exercise civil jurisdiction in Mobile County con- 
currently with the Circuit Court of Mobile in all civil matters where the 
amount in controversy does not exceed Five Hundred Dollars. The Court 
shall not have jurisdiction in equity nor of actions of libel, slander, as- 
sault and battery, ejectment and actions in the nature of ejectment. 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to give the judges of the Court 
of General Sessions of Mobile County any authority to grant Writs of 
Certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, prohibition or mandamus injunc- 
tion or ne-exeat. 


Section 9. The Judges and the Clerk of the Court of General Ses- 


sions shall address all processes of whatever nature and kind to the 
Sheriff of Mobile County who shall either by himself or by deputy 
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execute the same and make prompt and proper return to the Court as 
provided by law. 


Section 10. The costs in civil and criminal cases shall be the same 
as prescribed by law for justices of the peace, to be collected in the same 
manner as in justice of the peace courts and in addition thereto there 
shall be collected in each case, as part of the costs thereof, the sum of 
One Dollar, which shall be collected and paid into the County Treasury 
for the benefit of the County Law Library fund. 


Section 11. The business of the Court of General Sessions shall be 
divided between the judges as provided for by the rules and orders 
of the Court. The presiding Judge shall be responsible for the observ- 
ance of such rules and orders and shall divide the business and assign 
the cases so far as such rules and orders do not otherwise prescribe. If 
the two judges of the court are unable to agree upon the adoption of 
rules or orders for that purpose, the presiding judge of the Circuit Court 
of the County shall make the necessary orders. lf either of the judges 
of said court is unable to attend court and unable to make an order of 
adjournment, the Clerk may adjourn the court to the next regular term 
or to an earlier date which he may determine. When the office of 
judge becomes vacant all pending process shall when necessary be 
specially continued by the Clerk until a judge is appointed and qualified. 
Any such vacancy shall be filled by the Governor by appointment for the 
unexpired term. 


Section 12. The Court of General Sessions of Mobile County is es- 
tablished in lieu of the Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County and 
the said Inferior Criminal Court of Mobile County is abolished and the 
Act of the Legislature No. 588, H. 522 approved February 23, 1899, and 
all acts amendatory of said Act are hereby expressly repealed. 


Section 13. All cases, causes of action both Civil and Criminal and 
all matters pending in the Inferior Criminal Court shall be transferred 
to the Court of General Sessions of Mobile County and shall proceed 
as if begun therein. All judgments rendered in the Inferior Criminal 
Court of Mobile County shall have the same force and effect as if they 
had been rendered in the Court of General Sessions in lieu of the In- 
ferior Criminal Court and the Court of General Sessions in lieu of the 
Inferior Criminal Court shall have the same powers and control over 
such judgments and shall issue executions and other processes thereon 
the same and in all respects as if the judgments had been originally 
rendered in the Court of General Sessions. 


Section 14. The incumbent Clerk of the Inferior Criminal Court at 
the time this Act goes into effect shall be appointed Clerk of the Court 
of General Sessions by the Presiding Judge of the Court of General 
Sessions who shall at once certify such appointment to the Director 
of Personnel of Mobile County. The Clerk of the Court of General Ses- 
sions and his successors in office shall be in the Classified Service of 
Mobile County and shall be subject to all of the pertinent rules and 
regulations of said Board governing employees of Mobile County so long 
as the Personnel Board shall continue to exist. 


Section 15. The Court of County Commissioners, Board of Revenue, 
or like governing body of Mobile County shall provide the judges of the 
Court of General Sessions with office and quarters suitable for the proper 
conduct of the business of the Court, and shall also furnish the Court 
with all necessary furniture, fixtures, equipment, books, Alabama Re- 
ports, dockets, stationery and supplies reasonably required by the judges 
and officers of the court in the performance of their duties. 


Section 16. The Clerk of the Court of General Sessions shall keep 
a record of all of the proceedings of the Court. He shall keep a docket of 
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all cases filed which shall be properly arranged and indexed and which 
must set forth the nature of each case filed, the date of the issue and 
return of all processes and shall contain a statement of the judgment 
rendered sufficient to show clearly what was done in the case, and an 
itemized copy of the bill of costs and by whom such costs were paid. 
The Clerk shall attend upon the court at such hours as are designated 
by the judges thereof and shall perform such other clerical duties as may 
be prescribed by the judges of said Court. 


Section 17. The Clerk of the Court of General Sessions of Mobile 
County shall give a bond in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00), payable to the County of Mobile and conditioned to faith- 
fully perform the duties of his office, and filed in the office of the Pro- 
bate Judge of Mobile County and approved by such judge as is now 
provided for by law. Upon said bond there shall be the same liabilities 
and remedies as upon the bonds of the Circuit Court Clerk of this 
State. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep all the records and 
files of the court in an orderly manner. He shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of the Court, by maintaining a docket of all cases, which 
shall be properly arranged and indexed, setting forth the nature of 
each case filed, the date of issue and return of all processes. The docket 
shall contain a statement of the judgment rendered sufficient to show 
clearly what was done in the case, and an itemized copy of the bill 
of costs and by whom paid. This docket entry together with the original 
papers, writs and all endorsements thereon filed in each cause shall 
constitute the full record of each case. The Clerk shall have the au- 
thority to issue warrants sworn out in said court and to take and certify 
the affidavit of the prosecutor or complainant; to swear witnesses at the 
trial of all cases in which the authority to administer oaths or take 
affidavits is not restricted to some other officer. Tne, Cierk shall also 
have power and authority to take acknowledgements of conveyance. 


Section 18. The Clerk shall have the authority to fix bail in criminal 
cases on warrants issued by him in which cases persons are entitled to 
bail under the law; and to approve all bonds in civil and criminal cases; 
to enter all judgments of said court; and to certify all appeals, certiorari 
and transcripts. The Court shall also have a seal which the Clerk shall 
keep in the office of the Clerk of the Court. In addition to the powers 
herein he shall have all the powers and authority which are now or may 
hereafter be vested in the Clerk of the Circuit Court which may be 
necessary for proper conduct of the Court of General Sessions. The Clerk 
shall also have the power to appoint deputies with full power to trans- 
act all business of such Clerk. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to assess 
all costs and to collect all fines, forfeitures, penalties and fees provided 
by the general law fo1 justices of the peace in like cases and to pay such 
money collected by him into the county treasury of Mobile or to the 
person lawfully entitled to receive the same. It shall be the duty of the 
Clerk to report and pay such money collected by him to the county 
treasury or to the person lawfully designated or entitled to receive the 
same on the first day of each month after the date of his last report. 
The compensation of the Clerk of the Court of General Sessions of Mo- 
bile County shall be not less than five thousand seven hundred dollars 
($5,700.00), payable out of the County Treasury of Mobile County in the 
amount fixed from time to time by the Personnel Board of Mobile 
County so long as said Board of Personnel shall continue to exist and 
ee by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners for Mobile 

ounty. 


Section 19. The practice, procedure and judgments of the Court in 
the exercise of the civil jurisdiction conferred by this Act, shall conform 
to and be governed by the laws applicable to the practice and procedure 
in the courts of Justices of the Peace insofar as applicable and except 
as otherwise provided in this Act. Every intendment is in favor of the

sufficiency and validity of proceedings under the jurisdiction conferred 
by this Act when brought into question either directly or collaterally in 
any of the Courts of this State where it appears in the face of the pro- 
ceedings that the Court has jurisdiction of the subject matter and the 
parties. 


Section 20. All cases shall be tried by the Judge of the Court with- 
out the intervention of a jury, the Judge determining both the law and 
the facts. Any party shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court 
within five days from the rendition of judgment and on appeal either 
party may demand a trial by jury under the same rules as are provided 
by law for demands for jury trials in cases of appeals from judgments 
of Justices of the Peace and the trial in the Circuit Court shall be de 
novo and shall conform to the procedure now fixed by law in appeals 
from courts of Justices of the Peace. 


Section 21. Any party desiring to appeal from any judgment, shall 
give bond with sureties to be approved by the Clerk, and payable to 
the party in whose favor the judgment was rendered, conditioned to pay 
and satisfy such judgment and costs as may be taxed against him in 
the Circuit Court. All such bonds shall be in amounts fixed by law and 
shall be filed with and approved by the Clerk within five days from the 
rendition of the judgment from which appeal was taken. 


Section 22. Writs of certiorari from judgments rendered by the Court 
may be granted by the Judges of the Circuit Court, and trial de novo 
had in the Circuit Court for the same causes and upon the same condi- 
tions and according to the same procedure as now provided by law in 
Article 6 Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 


Section 23. It shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution 
on all judgments rendered in said Court after five days from the entry 
thereof and place the same in the hands of the Sheriff who shall return 
such writ of execution within thirty days thereafter, said return to show 
that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or the amount 
collected, or is unable to find property of the person against whom said 
process issued, out of which said execution can be satisfied in whole or in 
part. That when in any case execution against the defendant is returned 
“No property found,” execution may issue against the Plaintiff, in the 
name of the Clerk for all costs created by him in obtaining the judgment 
or attempting to collect the same. 


Section 24, Either party to a suit may file interrogatories propounded 
to the opposite party, in which case the judge shall fix the time in which 
they shall be answered and the said filing and answering of interroga- 
tories except as herein provided shall be governed as far as applicable 
by practice and procedure of the Circuit Court and the same costs shall 
be taxed and collected with respect to such interrogatories as provided by 
law. The provisions of Article 2, Chapter 21, Title 7, shall apply to the 
Court of General Sessions. 


Section 25. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to repeal any 
part of the Act of the Legislature approved creating the Inferior Civil 
Court of Mobile County or Acts amendatory of said Act, nor to change, 
alter or abridge the Ex-Officio duties and authority and compensation 
of the Judge and Clerk of the Inferior Criminal Court or court established 
in lieu of the Inferior Criminal Court. 


_ . Section 26. Nothing in this Act shall alter, abridge, or deny the 
right of the defendant in the Court of General Sessions to effect the 
transfer of his case from said court to the Circuit Court by demanding 
a jury trial and by giving and presenting the required bond in connec- 
on oe as such right is allowed under present law in other in- 
erior courts. 
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Section 27. The provisions of this Act are severable and should any 
section or paragraph hereof be declared unconstitutional or invalid by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect the 
other paragraphs or Sections of this Act.

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MESSAGE TO THE LEGISLATURE 
ON OPENING OF THE SECOND SPECIAL SESSION 
MARCH 1, 1956 


MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE AND SENATE OF THE LEGISLATURE: 


I heard your Lieutenant Governor say we are here upon call from 
the Governor again. I think that “again” is entirely appropriate. I think 
this is about my twentieth trip up here to speak to a joint session of the 
Alabama Legislature. And I can assure you it has been a great honor 
during the past years, and an humble privilege, because you have ac- 
complished much and naturally I, as Governor, had joint accomplish- 
ments with you, and I wish to congratulate you. So, Governor Hard- 
wick, I like that reference of “Again”! 


As is my duty when an extraordinary occasion exists in Alabama, 
I have called you again into special session, as was previously agreed, 
to meet certain extraordinary occasions resulting from the situation 
concerning education. I have called you for an extraordinary occasion 
concerning the tensions arising between our good colored brethren and 
our white brethren. I have called you to consider other things of which 
ample study has been made, although it is not extraordinary, it is im- 
portant as you have had these certain studies made, and I hope that you 
will give them your careful consideration. 


Now, I wish there was time for me to give you a report of the 
Executive branch of the Government during the past year. I will briefly 
highlight you on some of our accomplishments — we increased the old 
age pension roll in Alabama by some forty thousand people, that was 
with your cooperation; and with your cuvperation, this administration 
has been able to increase the teachers’ salaries by $600, the largest 
amount in the history of the state. We have increased the ABC profits; 
by cooperation and putting teeth in the enforcement laws, we have there- 
by increased the net income at the rate of approximately two million 
dollars a year over what it was when I came into office. 


Many, many other things we have accomplished with your coopera- 
tion, but if I have the strength and power to push forward, I promise 
you a much better record during the next three years. 


Now for the matters at hand. You know there is a difference in the 
budget of the General Education Fund. Your Interim Committee on 
Finance and Taxation and the House Committee on Ways and Means 
have met jointly for the past two weeks, and I can tell you they have 
been a working committee. They have come up with a program and 
recommendations and bills have been drawn and will be introduced 
today which will make it possible for the educational system to continue 
nine months with a full $600 a year salary increase. That is for this 
fiscal year ending October 1. That report of this Committee I concur in 
for it will give us the full nine months term this year, ending October 
1. But it does not solve the problem of the financial year beginning 
October 1. So there is another recommendation that I have made that 
will fully take care of this. It is an income tax amendment equalizing 
corporation income tax with the maximum private individuals have to 
pay. It requires raising it from 3% to 5% and this, of course, has to be 
submitted to the people, to be voted on in August when we have a 
special election already set up. In the event the people approve it, of 
course, it will not be necessary to call you back into special session to 
take care of next year’s finances for the schools. In the event it is de- 
feated then we will have to make some extraordinary arrangements. 
There is a good argument for the 5% for corporations as well as for 
individuals. The business men I have talked to outside of this state who 
are interested in Alabama, and the business men and industrialists inside 
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this state, have said time and time again “We much prefer our profits, 
our net profits, to be taxed”. I am not the first to say, I do not believe 
the patriotic business men of this state will want to pay less income 
tax than any individual. So, I heartily approve this amendment to the 
Constitution. 


Number three in the call is for the Legislature to provide for a 
Bi-Racial Commission to alleviate differences between the colored peo- 
ple, so far as law and government is concerned, and white people. There 
is no use of my telling you that the difference between the races is 
fundamental and was made by God and nature. We have the problem 
of racial tension and I hope that you will create a Bi-Racial Commission 
by act, purely voluntary, to see if we can adjudicate these differences 
between our people down through the years to help keep the rough 
edges smoothed off. If so, I think all of us will be in a better position. 
There is no precedent for this on a state-wide basis. But there is on a 
local level. It is not original with me. I have had letters from all over 
the State and all over the South recommending such a Commission, and 
I hope that you will so create one. 


Legislators, of course, depend on public support for their ability to 
return for another term to this Body. Since I was large enough to know 
what the Legislature was, I have heard the complaint about the daily 
pay of the members of the Legislature. Most states, and the Congress, 
have abandoned the daily pay feature. It is my recommendation that 
this Legislature submit a constitutional amendment to the people putting 
the Legislature on an anmual salary with annual expenses. Our Con- 
gress is well paid. The general public in Alabama never complains of the 
salaries its Congressmen are getting. It is never mentioned, and they 
are not being overpaid. They are the bulwark of our freedom, and are 
necessary to a free republic. Yet you, not only you, but your predeces- 
sors, even when getting $4 a day and $8 to $10 a day, the main complaint 
about the Legislature that I always heard was how much money a day 
they were getting. So, I think it is to your interest and to the terest 
of freedom in general to go on an annual salary, because this is a neces- 
sary body for our freedom. I am one of the great believers in the Legis- 
lature —- any man who has called them here as many times as I have, 
ought to be a believer in them, I tell you right now! 


You know they say a political war is just one step beyond legislative 
or parlimentary debate, and that is true. I think that every war ever 
fought was fought over a political issue in the long run. It is much 
easier for us to pay our Congressmen in Washington to debate our 
issues than to have Congress, or have us, going to war against each other. 
It is more satisfactory for you to be paid a salary because you are busy 
all the year. It makes no difference whether the Legislature is in session 
or not, somebody is going to call on you to come down to Montgomery 
for something or to testify on some measure. It costs money to testify 
before some committee and stay two or three days. So, I heartily recom- 
mend an annual salary in keeping with the dignity and importance of 
your office, with adequate expenses attached thereto so that you may 
at any time go and testify for your community and your state without 
having to hold out you hand and hat for a little bit of alms and a little 
bit of expenses. So, I very much highly recommend such proposal. 


Now, you have set up a committee on the gas and oil laws; it is an 
important committee. A study has been partially completed’ by this 
committee. They will have recommendations and bills introduced in 
this Legislature. I wish and I hope that you will give them fair and 
careful consideration. And, in keeping with that, I will report to you 
on Mobile Bay oil leases. When I was Governor before an oil company 
paid $35,000 for a 4-year lease on Mobile Bay. That lease has expired. 
They drilled two wells about seven thousand feet. Then the Citronelle 
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Field came in. Naturally they became interested in Mobile Bay again. 
So, I recommended to the Conservation Department, and they carried it 
out — that Mobile Bay be set up in checker boards of five thousand acres. 
We would advertise the even checker boards and then advertise the 
odd checker boards. We got bids on all of them ranging from $1500 to 
$37,000. We leased seven 5,000 acre tracts for something above $107,000 
— approximately 35,000 acres of land out of some 340,000 offered. We still 
have approximately 900,000 acres left. The reason I reserved these odd 
checker boards is because I wanted to gamble with the oil people. I 
thought that if they discovered oil that the even checker boards right 
beside the odd checker boards would bring us in some real money and 
would probably reduce some of our taxes — and I am sure you would 
go for that. We leased 35,000 acres at a price per year more than we got 
for our 680,000 for four years. So, it is important that you consider these 
recommendations by the Oil and Gas Committee. There needs to be some 
changes and I concur in most of the recommendations they have made. 


Today we are in a change. Naturally our government must stay in 
a change. My program presented to the people has practically been com- 
pleted and I humbly thank you for your help. But we have got another 
regular session coming up next year, and the people of Alabama, of 
course, expect and want progress. They want progress out of this Legis- 
lature. The people will fuss and fume but after it is all over they will 
brag about the progress you have made. When you look back at the 
history of administrations of this state, you will find that the administra- 
tions that made the most progress are the most talked of administrations 
to this day. You will also find at the time they were making that prog- 
ress, there was more controversy going on around that administration. 
Se, im whatever progress we make, we share its scars hut we also share 
the fruit. It is my wish that you have a program for the next regular 
session. 


I have provided in my call here for the setting up of committees to 
study the three branches of government. Of course, the Executive 
branch is the largest. Naturally, that should need the largest committee. 
It will be up to this Legislature to finally work it out. For instance, 
I talked for a State University for Negroes when Governor before. But 
it never did get out of the talking stage. I wish we could accomplish 
that. I wish we had it here now. 


We have departments that are large. Necessarily in government 
there is a natural waste. In our judicial system there springs up hodge’ 
podge circuits and courts. Some people say there needs to be a com- 
plete study of them. That is not in my realm. That is for you Lawyers 
and legislators. 


A lot of people think we need annual sessions of the Legislature. 
That is not necessary when I am governor, for we have an annual 
session ! But I won’t always be governor. Some people think the Leg- 
islature should be numbered, possibly half of them elected every two 
years. It certainly won’t hurt to study and compare with other states. 
So, I recommend that you set up these Interim Committees and I rec- 
ommend, Mr. Speaker and Governor Hardwick, that these be working 
committees, if you please, to study — not to snoop. I didn’t say any- 
thing about snooping committees. I think that by-and-large all of our 
departments are run on a high plane but I’m sure that savings and 
greater efficiency in government can be brought about. So, I recom- 
mend that, and I hope you will go ahead with it. 


It has been recommended by some of the Interim Committees that 
both Houses go into one committee, a committee of both Houses, be- 
cause the two Finance Committees have considered our educational 
needs already. I concur in that and believe it will expedite time. 
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Here is what we recommend: The Legislature immediately work on 
the budget to insure nine months school term; provide for an increase 
of corporation income tax to the maximum individuals pay, which is 
nothing but right, and I think every prominent industrialist in this 
state will agree to that rather than to remove sales tax exemptions; 
legislation providing for a Bi-Racial Commission; amendment to the 
Constitution providing for an annual legislative salary: certain oil and 
gas changes; create Interim Committees to study the three branches of 
the state government. 


I thank you and God speed you. 
The purpose of the Joint Session having been accomplished the 


Senate returned to its Chamber and was called to order by Lieutenant 
Governor Hardwick.

tion for Alabama West Zone as used officially on maps of Mobile Bay 
Area by the United States Corps of Engineers; thence south along said 
co-ordinate line to a point due East of the North bank of the mouth of 
Dog River, thence due West to the North bank of Dog River, thence

furnish or cause to be furnished through any board whose members are 
appointed by the City of Mobile, to said area and the residents thereof 
the following municipal services: Police protection, fire protection, 
garbage collection, street lighting, water service, sanitary sewer service 
and street maintenance. The city commission of the City of Mobile shall 
each year when it adopts an ordinance assessing real property within

Mr. President: 


The House has originated and adopted the following Joint Resolution:

H. J. R. 9. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, THE SENATE CONCURRING: 


1, That the level of government rendering the largest number of 
services and providing the greatest variety of interna! ‘mprovements 
in our State is municipal government. 


2. That the daily lives of our people are more intimately and im- 
portantly affected by the governments of our home-towns and home- 
cities than by any other branch of our whole governmental system. 


3. That in the past 16 years the number of residents of our State’s 
municipalities has increased more than 50 percent—thus increasing the 
problems and needs of the municipal governments. 


4. That a thorough study of municipal problems in Alabama has 
never been made by an interim committee of our Legislature. 


5. That the relatively recent spread of our local population over 
larger areas and beyond the original municipal boundaries of our cities 
and towns has brought on untold numbers af problems that were not 
even dreamed of when the Municipal Code — Title 37 — of Alabama’s 
Code of 1940 was written by the Legislature. 
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6. That a lot of problems of our cities and towns stem from our 
Constitution which was written at a time when there were fewer than 
150 organized communities in the State and when there were not more 
than a quarter of a million people living in such communities, while 
today more than 2,000,000 of the State’s 3,000,000 citizens live either 
inside or just outside the 300 incorporated municipalities of the State. 


7. That there is a considerable amount of overlapping of functions 
and services on the part of the State, the counties and the municipalities. 


8. That the Legislature has attempted piece-meal to deal in the past 
with a lot of the problems of the cities and towns, but such efforts have 
furnished no sound plan of municipal administration in Alabama, and 
have not begun to approach a solid basis for the proper functioning of 
our municipal governments. 


9. That the debt administration side of municipal government needs 
a lot of revision and general improvement. 


10. That the financing of municipal government has been sadly 
neglected by legislatures of the past. 


11. That the Legislature has session by session encouraged our State 
government to grow bigger and bigger, thereby seriously restricting the 
possibility of a much-needed support and development of this State’s 
municipal governments so that they may more satisfactorily respond to 
the needs and demands ior services on the part of local people. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in order to suggest to future 
legislatures a sound. workable, financially-feasible and economically- 
possible setup for Alabama’s municipal governments there 1s poeee cre- 
ated an Interim Committee on Municipal Government of the Legislature 
of Alabama, to be composed of seven members of the Legislature—four 
(4) from the House, to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and 
three (3) from the Senate, to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. 
It shall be the duty and function of the Committee to completely analyze 
the present status of municipal government in Alabama and to make 
such recommendations for legislation and Constitutional revision which 
it shall consider necessary to enable the town and city governments of 
the State to better meet the needs and demands of their respective citi- 
zens. 


In reviewing the status of municipal government, the Committee 
shall consider, but shall not limit its consideration, to the following 
bone along with the eleven (11) points listed in the heading of this 
Resolution: 


(1) The functions and responsibilities of municipal governments to 
provide services and facilities to the residents of the incorporated towns 
and cities of the State, and whether or not additional legislation is 
needed to enable said towns and cities to provide desirable standards 
of municipal service and facilities. 


(2) The legal framework of municipal government in Alabama, the 
power and authority granted to municipal governments by the Legis- 
lature, and the restriction placed on municipal governments by the 
Legislature, and whether or not there is need for legislation to broaden 
the powers and authority of said municipal governments and to give 
them more freedom in fulfilling their responsibilities to the urban 
population of the State. 


(3) The financial support of municipal government in Alabama, and 
what legislation, if any, is needed to provide more adequate financial 
resources for support of said municipal governments. 
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(4) The impact of industrialization and rapid urbanization on the 
ability of municipal governments to provide minimum standards of 
services and facilities to urban residents, and what legislation, if any, 
is necessary to enable said municipal governments to maintain these 
minimum standards in a period of rapid growth and expansion. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee shall not con- 
sume more than ninety (90) working days in performing its function 
and that its work be finished in time for the preparation of a report to 
be submitted at the opening of the 1957 Regular Session of the Legisla- 
of Alabama, and, that as far as possible, all meetings of the Committee 
be held in the State Capitol and be open to the public. The Committee 
is hereby empowered to employ one clerk which shall be a competent 
stenographer and who shall be paid in accordance with the present rate 
of pay for legislative clerks, and such other assistance as the Com- 
mittee shall deem necessary. The members of the Committee shall be 
paid regular Legislative per diem pay and per diem expenses for each 
day that it is in session. The chairman of the Committee shall certify 
from time to time to the State Comptroller what is due each member 
and clerk for the days worked in handling the Committee’s business.

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H. J. R. 15. WHEREAS the cotton allotment program, as it is now 
being administered, is creating undue and extreme hardship upon indi- 
vidual cotton farmers in this State, and is causing reductions in many 
cases up to and in excess of 50 per cent of normal cotton acreage on 
individual farms in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS the national reduction in cotton acreage, since the free- 
planting year of 1953, has only been about 28 per cent, but this State 
has taken reductions drastically in excess of that amount for that period, 
and many individual farms and farmers have taken reductions in excess 
of the state reductions, percentage-wise, and these reductions are in 
many instances in excess of twice the percentage reduction for the nation 
as a whole, and almost all Alabama farms have taken reductions in excess 
of 28 per cent; and 


WHEREAS these reductions have caused, and will continue to 
cause, wholesale financial distress upon the entire agricultural economy 
of this State, and as a result of this unwarranted and unnecessary finan- 
cial distress many farmers have been, and will continue to be, forced 
off their land, ethers will be forced on relief, and those remaining can 
expect little more than a bare existence; and 


WHEREAS our farmers see the need for, and do support, a reason- 
able and sensible cotton acreage program, and are and have been willing 
to take reductions up to and even slightly in excess of the national 
average reduction, providing that the said reduction is not so drastic 
as to cause an obviously impossible situation of economic distress on 
their farms, and wholesale unemployment to those depending upon the 
production of cotton for the use of their labor: and 


WHEREAS the numerous severe cases of individual hardship brought 
about by these drastic reductions in cotton acreage have caused a state 
of emergency throughout the entire cotton industry in Alabama; and 


WHEREAS immediate relief is mandatory if our cotton farmers are 
to avoid wholesale bankruptcy this year, and the resulting disastrous 
effect upon the entire economy of this State; and 


WHEREAS it is the belief of this body that the reductions imposed 
upon the individual farms and farmers of this State should not be in 
excess of the national average reduction, percentage-wise, based upon 
some normal free-planting year or years; and 


WHEREAS this body has been informed of, and is aware of, the 
various bills to freeze cotton acreage allotments, which have been intro- 
duced in the Congress by various members of our Alabama delegation, 
and does hereby endorse these bills separately and severally, in the 
main, as stop-gap measures, until such a time as more equitable long- 
range legislation can be made the law of the land; and 


WHEREAS we do deem these various bills to freeze cotton acreage 
allotments, severally and separately, to be the most important legisla- 
tion known to be before the Congress of the United States at this time, 
in so far as the cotton farmers of the State of Alabama are concerned, 
and we can see no sufficient relief in any so-called “major” proposed 
legislation before the Congress, in so far as the small farmer of our 
State, whose income primarily results from the sale of his labor through 
his cotton crop, is concerned; and 


_ , WHEREAS we can see no justification for the extreme cases of in- 
dividual hardship forced upon our cotton farmers, their employees, and 
other related businesses, by the inequitable administration of the cotton 
allotment program; and 
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WHEREAS the loan purchase program of the federal government, as 
related to cotton, historically has been a profitable institution of the 
government, and at the present time is reported to show a net profit 
in excess of two hundred million dollars, and, therefore, this body feels 
that the administration of the cotton acreage control program has over- 
looked the rights and necessities of our individual cotton farmers, who 
are a low income, hardworking, and important segment of the national 
population, and a group whose love of the land and patriotism are un- 
surpassed in this great country; and 


WHEREAS we do feel and understand that the real and damaging 
competition to our Alabama cotton farmers lies not, primarily, in our 
neighboring states of these United States and the cotton that they pro- 
duce, but in foreign peoples, who have been established in the cotton 
business in recent years by American capital, American technique, Amer- 
ican know-how, American machinery and equipment, and, by and large, 
with the support and influence of our government’s foreign policies; and 


WHEREAS we realize that our people are being and he e been 
penalized by these unintelligent foreign policies pertaining to cotton, 
which policies for years have been dominated by the interests of large 
American cotton corporations, which have invested vast sums of Ameri- 
can money in foreign countries, buying lands, developing irrigation pro- 
jects, building cotton gins, and developing the cotton industry in these 
foreign countries, and thereby putting cheap foreign labor in direct 
competition with our American cotton farmers, who historically have 
brought billions of dollars of foreign money into this country through 
the sale of their cotton abroad; and 


WHEREAS this same foreign policy is demanding that these hard- 
working, low income, and patriotic citizens, who have supplied this 
country with the cotton it needed to fight three major wars, at a price 
far less than the world market existing at that time, be forced out of 
business, in return for the contribution which they have made toward 
the growth and security of this country while making little more than a 
meager living, and asking no more now than to be allowed to earn their 
living in the manner and way which tradition has taught them; and 


; WHEREAS we do not believe that the cotton acreage program as it 
is now being administered is in keeping with the democratic principles 
upon which this country is founded, and we do not believe and cannot 
subscribe to a program which manifests the inequities known to exist in 
this State, with respect to individual farms and farmers and their cotton 
acreage allotments; and 


WHEREAS we do believe that when these inequities are made 
known to the entire body of the Congress of the United States, the 
members of that body will, in their infinite wisdom, take immediate 
steps to correct these inequities, and will pass legislation which will 
enable all sound, prudent, and efficient, cotton farmers at least to obtain 
a fair and reasonable return from their lifelong investments, and from 
the use of their lator as they have been trained to do; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING: 


That the members of the Legislature do see the immediate need 
for, and hereby respectfully request, the Congress of the United States 
to enact long-range legislation which will correct the individual inequi- 
ties which do now exist in great numbers in this State, which will allow 
our Alabama cotton farmers to exist at least on a reasonable and sound 
economic basis in the continued production of cotton, and which will 
protect the needs of the farmer whose chief income is the sale of his 
labor through his crops. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Legislature of Alabama 
respectfully petitions the Congress of the United States to give this 
legislation the high priority which it merits, because of its importance 
upon the economy of this entire State; and that the Legislature does 
hereby request each friend of the cotton farmer in Congress actively to 
seek and secure the immediate passage of some adequate legislation as 
indicated by the extreme emergency existing in this State at this time. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the entire Alabama delegation 
be commended for their efforts, and for the legislation which they have 
introduced in attempting to halt this ruinous trend; and that they, both 
individually and jointly, are requested to seek and secure, before cotton- 
planting time in this State this year, the passage of some one of the 
pending bills, which will at least alleviate to some degree the emergency 
that exists in this State today, and, in the event such legislation is not 
immediately forthcoming, that the entire delegation from this State, 
both individually and jointly, secure from the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, the President Pro-Tem of the Senate, and the majority 
and minority leaders of both Houses, the assurance that is necessary to 
inform the cotton farmers of this State that such legislation will be 
forthcoming, and that this be done immediately so that said information 
bas be known before planting time, which is shortly upon us in this 

ate. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives transmit at once certified copies of this resolution to 
each and every member of the Congress of the United States and to the 
President of the United States, so that they may be informed of the 
grcat omorgency which now exists in the State of Alabama.

Relating to Monroe County; to abolish the jury commission of Mon- 
roe County and create in lieu thereof a jury board; providing for the 
appointment of the members and clerks and assistants thereof, and for 
their qualifications, duties, compensation and tenure. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The jury commission of Monroe County is hereby abolish- 
ed, and there is created in lieu thereof a jury board, which shall be com- 
posed of six members, men or women. The members of the jury board 
shall be appointed by the Governor for terms concurrent with the term 
of the Governor. No two members of the board shall be residents of the 
same beat or precinct of the county, and any member of the board who 
moves his or her residence to another beat or precinct thereby vacates 
his or her office. Members of the jury board shall not hold any other 
public office or any political party office, nor shall they be employed 
by any governmental unit in any other capacity. All the general laws 
of this State applicable to jury commissions shall, except as otherwise 
provided herein, be applicable to the jury board of Monroe County. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act shall become operative only 
if approved by a majority of the electors of Monroe County voting in a 
referendum to be held on the date of the first county-wide primary, 
general, or special election held after the passage of this Act. The Coun- 
ty Commission of Monroe County shall order and provide for the holding 
of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be used at the election 
the question shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall the provi- 
sions of Act No.........0.......... , of the 1955.00. Session of the Legislature, 
which provides for a jury board for Monroe County, be adopted? Yes 
( ) No(_).” Ifa majority of the votes cast in the election are “Yes”, 
the provision of this Act shall become operative immediately. If the 
majority are “No,” this Act shall have no further effect.

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ape this Act takes effect to the newly created Inferior Court of Monroe 
ounty. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. INFERIOR COURT CREATED. There is hereby created 
and established in Monroe County a court with county-wide limited 
jurisdiction of criminal cases and civil actions at law. The court shall 
be known as the “Inferior Court of Monroe County”. It shall be in lieu 
of the county court, which is hereby abolished. 


Section 2. JURISDICTION. (a) Except as provided in subsection 
(b), the court shall have power to exercise jurisdiction in all actions, 
causes, matters, proceedings, and cases, including bastardy proceedings 
and actions for unlawful detainer and for the recovery of possessions of 
land without limitation of the value of the property involved), cogniz- 
able before the circuit court, or a county court, or the juvenile court, or 
justices of the peace or csurts created in lieu thereof, and all courts of 
like jurisdiction. It may adopt and enforce rules and regulations rela- 
tive to pleadings, procedure and practice, provided such rules and regu- 
lations are not contrary to the constitution and statutes of the State, 
and Ee wnage rules governing practice and procedure of courts of 
record. 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with 
felonies. It shall not have jurisdiction of civil actions of libel, assault 
and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature of ejection or any civil 
action when the matter or sum in controversy exceeds one thousand 
dollars nor take cognizance of any matter or proceeding in equity except 
suits involving the custody and support of children. 


Section 3. JUDGE. (a) The judge of the Inferior Court of Monroe 
County shall be a resident citizen and a qualified elector of Monroe 
County, at the time of his appointment or elections, and shall reside in 
the county during his continuance in office. He shall be at least twenty- 
five (25) years of age, learned in the law, and duly licensed to practice 
law in this State. The judge of this court shall not, during the term of 
his office, act as an attorney in any case or matter that has previously 
been in or is in his court, but may practice in all other matters and 
courts. 


(b) The first judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
Monroe County at the first county-wide primary, general or special 
election held in Monroe County, at any time after the expiration of 30 
days from the effective date of this Act. He shall assume the duties of 
his office on the first day of the month following his election and quali- 
fication and shall serve until his successor is elected, as hereinafter 
provided, and has qualified. His successor shall be elected by the quali- 
fied electors of Monroe County at the general election in 1956 and every 
4 years thereafter. He shall serve for a term of 4 years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. Upon the election of the 
judge, the Governor shall jsue a commission to him as judge of the 
Inferior Court of Monroe County, and before entering upon the duties of 
his office the judge shall take the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 
of the Constitution. The judge shall be removable from office for any 
cause enumerated in Section 173 of the Constitution in the manner pro- 
vided by law. 


(c) In the event of a vacancy in the office of the judge, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint a qualified person as judge and the person so ap- 
pointed shall hold office as is provided in Sections 158 and 159 of the 
Constitution. 
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(d) In case the judge sl.all be unable at any time to discharge the 
duties of his office by reason sickness, disqualification, or other cause, 
the judge shall make or cause to be made by the clerk of the court an 
order setting forth the reasons for his inability to sit in court, and the 
order shall be spread upon the minutes of the court. Thereupon the cir- 
cuit judge of Monroe County shall, by an order entered on the minutes 
of the circuit court, designate and appoint some qualified practicing at- 
torney of Monroe County as special judge and the person so designated 
and appointed shall perform all the duties and exercise all of the powers 
and authority of the judge and shall hold this special office until the 
regular judge shall resume his duties. The special judge shall receive 
as compensation five dollars ($5) for each day he serves as judge. The 
compensation of the special judge shall be paid in the same manner and 
from the same funds as the compensation of the regular judge is paid. 


(e) The judge shall receive a salary of thirty-six hundred dollars 
($3600) per annum, payable out of the general fund of the county in 
equal monthly installments as the salaries of other county officers are 


paid. 


(f{) The judge shall have authority to: 1) grant writs of certiorari, 
supersedeas, quo warrarto, mandamus, and all other remedial and origi- 
nal writs which are granted by the circuit judges; 2) grant writs of 
injunction and ne exeat; 3) administer oaths and take acknowledge- 
ments; 4) issue search warrants; 5) exercise such other powers, juris- 
diction or authority as may now or hereafter be conferred by law upon 
circuit judges, judges of juvenile and county courts, and justices of the 
peace. Provided, however, the judge shall not have or exercise the 
powers, jurisdiction, ar authority of equity courts except in suits involv- 
ing the custody and support of children. 


(g) The judge shall be provided, at the expense of the county, with 
such office supplies, stationery, stamps, and other materials as may be 
necessary for the transaction of the business of the court. 


Section 4. CLERK. (a) The circuit clerk of Monroe County shall 
be ex officio clerk of the court hereby established. The clerk of the 
Inferior Court shall receive as his compensation the same fees, per- 
centages, commissions, allowances and costs as are now allowed by law 
to clerks of circuit courts in this State, and in addition thereto shall 
receive a fee of seventy-five cents (0.75) for each writ of arrest issued 
oh reer to be taxed and collected by him as other costs are taxed and 
collected. 


(bd) It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep all the records, files, 
and dockets of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all other 
duties required by the judge. 


(c) The clerk shall have power and authority: 1) to administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments and affidavits; 2) to sign and issue all pro- 
cesses issuing out of the court, including warrants, affidavits, summonses, 
subpoenas, writs, executions, commitments, and releases; 3) to approve 
bonds in civil and criminal cases; 4) to enter all judgments, orders, and 
decrees of the court; 5) to certify all appeals and transcripts; 6) to exer- 
cise all powers and authority which are now or may be hereafter con- 
ferred on clerks of circuit courts. 


_ (a) The clerk, before entering upon the duties of his office, shall 
give bond in such a penal sum as may be provided by the county com- 
mission of Monroe County payable and conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office. This bond shall be approved 
by the judge and shall be recorded in the office of the Probate Judge of 
Monroe County. The premium on the bond shall be paid out of the 
general fund of the county. 
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(e) The clerk may appoint a deputy who shall hold office at the 
will of the clerk and who shall receive such portion of the fees provided 
for in this Act as the clerk shall designate. Any deputy so appointed 
shall have the authority to file papers and do all things herein provided 
in the name of the clerk. 


Section 5. COSTS. (a) It shall be the duty of the clerk of the 
court to tax and collect in each civil and criminal case the same costs and 
fees for the services of the solicitor, clerk, sheriff, and the witnesses as 
are now required by law to be taxed, charged, and collected in the cir- 
cuit courts and county courts of Monroe County. He shall disburse these 
costs and fees in the manner now provided by the general law of this 
State. 


(b) The clerk shall tax in each civil or criminal case the same trial 
tax that under the general law should be taxed in a similar case in the 
circuit court, which shall be collected as all other costs are collected, 
and when collected this fee shall be paid into and become a part of the 
general fund of the county. Witness fees taxed and collected in civil 
cases shall be retained by the clerk and paid over to the witnesses en- 
titled to them; provided, however, witnesses shall have five days after 
their attendance upon the court in any case to prove their attendance 
and to be issued a witness certificate, and, failing therein, no costs 
shall be taxed on account of the attendance of the witness; and, provid- 
ed further, in case civil witness certificates are not presented to the 
clerk for payment within ninety days after the payment of the costs in 
the case in which the certificates were issued, the witness fee shall 
revert to the general fund of the county and shall be paid by the clerk 
into the county treasury. 


(c) State witness fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, collected, ac- 
counted for, and disposed of as is provided under the general law. 


(d) Each witness attending court in civil cases shall be entitled to 
seventy-five cents per day and five cents per mile in going to court and 
pene home therefrom. These fees shall be computed by the most 

irect route. 


Section 6. SHERIFF. The sheriff of Monroe County in person or 
by deputy, shall attend the sessions of the court and preserve order. He 
shall execute all writs or processes issued therefrom and perform all 
other duties required to be performed by him in the circuit court. For 
the services of attending court the sheriff shall receive the sum of two 
dollars per day payable out of the general fund of Monroe County upon 
presentation of a certificate of the judge as to his services as other county 
employees are paid. For all other services rendered by him other than 
attendance upon court, the sheriff shall receive the same costs and fees 
as are allowed by law for similar services in the circuit court. 


Section 7. SOLICITOR. The county solicitor for Monroe County 
ee iat additional compensation, prosecute for the State all cases 
in e court. 


Section 8. SESSIONS. (a) The Inferior Court of Monroe County 
shall be open for the transaction of all business or judicial proceedings 
of every kind within its jurisdiction at all times. 


(b) Sessions of the court shall be held at the courthouse in the 
town of Monroeville. On the first Monday of each month there shall 
be held a regular session of the court for the handling, trial, and disposi- 
tion of all cases therein pending. The regular session shall continue as 
long as necessary to dispose of the docket, but any session of the court 
may be dispensed with and continued by the judge when in his opinion 
the public necessity requires the continuance of that session. 
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(c) The judge shall have the power to hold special sessicns at any 
time. 


Section 9. CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. (a) All criminal cases 
in the court shall be tried by the judge thereof without a jury as pro- 
vided by Section 326 of Title 31 of the Code of Alabama (1940), and 
the accused shall not have the right to demand a jury for trial, but in 
all trials of criminal cases in the court, the judge shall determine the law 
and the facts without the intervention of a jury, and, in case of convic- 
tion the defendant shall have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court 
of Monroe County as provided in Section 349 of Title 13 of the Code of 
Alabama (1940) except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the clerk 
of the court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the 
defendant as provided by law. The trial of all criminal appeals from this 
court in the circuit court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or 
presentment by the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief state- 
ment signed by him of the cause of complaint in substantially the form 
provided in Section 363 of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940). 

(b) A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge of misdemeanor 
before this court may apply to the clerk for a warrant of arrest by 
making affidavit that he has probable cause for believing and does be- 
lieve that an offense (designating the misdemeanor by name, or by some 
other phrase which in common parlance designates it) has been com- 
mitted against the person or property, as the case may be, of A B 
(naming the person or property, as the case may be). The clerk shali 
examine the affiant under oath, and other witnesses if he desires, touch- 
ing the offense charged in the affidavit, and if the clerk has probable 
cause for believing that the offense alleged in the affidavit has been 
committed he shall issue his warrant of arrest as hereinabove provided. 
When there is an ovjeciiuu iv the validity or sufficionoy of any affidavit, 
complaint, or warrant pending in this court the solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State shall have the right to amend any or all of the 
papers to which the objection is directed; or the solicitor may, instead 
of amending the papers, make a brief statement signed by him of the 
cause of complaint in substantially the form provided by Section 363 
of Title 15 of the Code of Alabama (1940). Thereupon the court shall 
proceed to try the case either upon the original papers, or the original 
as amended, or upon the statement filed by the solicitor. When the 
defendant is arrested on affidavit and warrant charging a misdemeanor 
the case shall go on the docket for trial and the defendant shall be tried 
as though he had been indicted by a grand jury except as hereinafter 
provided. The defendant shall not be put on trial in any cause within 
five days of his arrest except with his consent. 


(c) When brought before the Inferior Court of Monroe County for 
trial, the accused, if he demands it, must be furnished with a copy of the 
accusation, as contained in the warrant of arrest. 


(d) All general laws relating to misdemeanors, now in force or that 
may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and extend to this court unless 
the contrary is expressly provided or limited by the context thereof. 


(e) All proceedings in the Inferior Court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and execution thereon, sentence to 
jail or hard labor for fine and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, 
conditional judgments, forfeitures, judgments, or final and alias war- 
rants of arrest, shall be the same in this court as are now or may here- 
after be provided by law in the circuit courts. Conditional judgments 
may be set aside, reduced, or made absolute and the same orders and 
judgments may be made and taken in these matters as could be made 
or taken in the circuit courts and the same procedure shall be followed. 


; (f) All preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun 
in the court may be instituted by affidavit before the judge and the 
writ thereon may be issued by the judge or by the clerk. 
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(g) On and after the effective date of this Act every indictment re- 
turned by a grand jury of Monroe County against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor shall immediately be transferred from 
the circuit court to the inferior court by order of the circuit judge, and 
thereupon the jurisdiction of the inferior court shall attach in those 
cases and the jurisdiction of the circuit court therein shall cease. 


Section 10. CIVIL ACTIONS. (a) In all civil cases pending on the 
docket of the Circuit Court of Monroe County which are within the 
jurisdiction of this court, the parties thereto may, in writing filed in the 
circuit court, agree to transfer the causes to the inferior Court of Mon- 
roe County. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the circuit court, im- 
mediately upon the filing of the agreement, to transfer the cases and to 
certify all papers and proceedings therein to the inferior court, and 
thereupon the jurisdiction of the inferior court shall attach and the 
jurisdiction of the circuit court shall cease. 


(bo) In all civil actions, including appeals from municipal and justice 
courts, the pleadings and process and the time for filing pleadings shall 
conform to and be governed by the statutes and rules obtaining in the 
Circuit Court of Monroe County except the issuance, levy and collection 
of executions from this court shall be controlled by the laws now appli- 
cable to justice courts of this State or courts of like jurisdiction, 


(c) In all civil actions when the summons, writ of attachment, sum- 
mons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been executed 
on the defendant, or service perfected on him as required by law, the 
defendant shall appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within twenty 

ays. 


(ad) In all civil matters transferred to this court or begun in this 
court by appeal from the justice of the peace courts the trial shali in all 
respects be governed by the same rules of pleading, evidence, procedure, 
and practice as now obtain or govern in the circuit courts of this State 
except as hereinafter provided. A party litigant after being served with 
statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer within twenty 
days, and upon his failure to do so he shall be subject to the penalties 
now provided by law for failure to answer interrogatories propounded 
in the circuit courts. Any party desiring to appeal from any judgment 
rendered in the inferior court shall give security for the cost of the 
appeal to be approved by the clerk. When the judgment is for the pay- 
ment of money or for recovery of personal property or the possession of 
real or personal property any party appealing who wishes to have the 
judgment superseded must give a supersedeas bond with good and suf- 
ficient security payable to and approved by the clerk with the condition 
that if he fails in the appeal he will pay the judgment that the appellate 
court may render in the premises and all costs and damages that any 
party aggrieved may sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and sus- 
pension of the execution of the judgment. The supersedeas bond and 
security for costs must be filed with the clerk within ten days from the 
date of rendition of the judgment. 


(e) All civil cases in the court shall be tried by the judge without 
the intervention of a jury. The judge shall determine both the law and 
the facts and either party shall have the right of appeal to the circuit 
court as hereinabove provided, and on appeal either party may demand 
ail by jury in the circuit court. The trial in the circuit court shall 

e de novo. 


(f) Final judgments rendered in civil cases in this court shall after 
the expiration of ten days from their rendition be deemed to have passed 
beyond the control of the court, as if the term of court at which the judg- 
ments were rendered had ended; provided, however, nothing herein 

_contained shall prevent the parties from filing a motion to vacate, set 
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aside or modify the judgment, or grant a new trial or rehearing when so 
made. These motions shall be filed with the clerk and called to the at- 
tention of the court, and, thereupon the court may hear the motion or 
make an order continuing the motion to a future date; provided, how- 
ever, the motion must be heard and determined within thirty days from 
the date of rendering the judgment. 


Section 11. CONTEMPT. The judge of the court shall have the 
power to punish for contempt in all cases where the judges of the circuit 
courts of this State may punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars ($50) and by imprisonment not to exceed five days, or by both 
fine and imprisonment. 


Section 12. COUNTY COURT ABOLISHED AND CRIMINAL JURIS- 
DICTION TAKEN AWAY FROM THE JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 
(a) The county Court of Monroe County is hereby abolished, and all 
cases now pending in the abolished court shall be transferred from the 
docket of that court to the new Inferior Court of Monroe County created 
by this Act. The cases thus transferred shall proceed in the new court 
as though begun therein. This court shall have the same power to con- 
trol judgments rendered by the abolished court and to issue executions 
and other processes thereon in all respects as though the judgments had 
been rendered by it. 


(b) Justices of the peace and notaries public with powers of 
justices of the peace in Monroe County now acting or hereafter ap- 
pointed or elected shall have no preliminary or final jurisdiction in any 
criminal or quasi-criminal case. All such cases pending in any justice 
of the peace court or any court of a notary public with powers of a jus- 
tice of the peace in Monroe County shall be transferred to the interior 
Court of Monroe County, and shall proceed as if begun therein. Any 
judgment in any criminal or quasi-criminal case rendered by a justice 
of the peace or notary public with powers of a justice of the peace shall 
be the same as if it had been rendered in the Inferior Court of Monroe 
County, and shall issue executions and control over the judgment, and 
shall issue executions and other processes thereon in all respects, as if 
the judgment had been originally rendered in the Inferior Court of 
Monroe County. 


Section 13. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this Act are sever- 
able. If any part of the Act is declared unconstitutional or invalid, such 
a declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. REPEALER. All laws or parts of law which conflict with 
this Act are repealed. 


Section 15. The provisions of this Act shall become operative only 
if approved by a majority of the electors of Monroe County voting in a 
referendum to be held on the date of the first county-wide primary, gen- 
eral, or special election held after the passage of this Act. The County 
Commission of Monroe County shall order and provide for the holding 
of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be used at the election 
the question shall be stated substantially as follows: “Shall the provi-

of the provisions of the Act. 


100 JOURNAL OF THE SENATE, 1956 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The provisions of this Act shall have application to all 
purchases made by or on behalf of Monroe County or any officer, de- 
partment, or agency of said county, whether such purchase be made by 
the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like county gov- 
erning body as such, or by the duly appointed and designated purchasing 
agent of the county. If a purchasing agent is appointed by the county 
governing body as authorized by law, he shall make all purchases of sup- 
plies, materials, equipment, and contractual services other than contracts 
for professional or other personal services, for Monroe County or any 
office, officer, department, or agency of said county. Subject to the 
approval of the court of county commissioners, board of revenue, or like 
county governing body, the purchasing agent may promulgate reason- 
able rules and regulations governing the acquisition of such supplies, 
materials, equipment, and contractual services. 


Section 2. The purchasing agent shall obtain at least three written, 
sealed, competitive bids for all purchases of supplies, materials, equip- 
ment, and contractual services when the amount involved is two hundred 
dollars ($200.00) or more. If for any reason as many as three bids cannot 
be obtained, the purchasing agent may make the purchase by following 
the procedure authorized in Section 3 hereof relating to emergency pur- 
chases. If the purchase involves an amount less than two hundred dol- 
lars ($200.00), the purchasing agent may make such purchase either 
upon the basis of sealed bids or in the open market, in his discretion. 
It shall be a violation of this section, however, to divide or otherwise 
adjust the quantity of a purchase to an amount less than two hundred 
dollars ($200.00) for the purpose of evading the requirements of this 
section. Invitations for bids shall be advertised in a newspaper pub-- 
lished in Monroe County and shall be posted on a bulletin board at the 
county court house and sent to prospective suppliers at least one week 
before the final date for submitting bids. Where it is reasonably expected 
by the purchasing agent that the purchase will involve twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($2500.00) or more, invitations for bids shall be additionally 
advertised in a daily newspaper having a state wide general circulation. 
Bids shall be opened publicly by the purchasing agent at the time and 
place stated in the invitations. The purchasing agent shall award the 
purchase to the lowest responsible bidder, or he may reject all bids 
and re-negotiate the purchase when the public interest will be served 
thereby. The purchasing agent shall obtain information from the Divi- 
sion of Purchases and Stores, State Department of Finance, relative to 
the items to be purchased by competitive bids; and if the price to the 
State is less than the lowest bid received, and if the delivery date is 
reasonable, all bids shall be rejected and the purchase shall be negotiated 
by or through the State Purchasing Agent. All bids, with the names 
of the bidders, shall be entered on a permanent record. Such record, 
with the successful bid indicated thereon, and with the reasons for the 
award, if not awarded to the lowest bidder, shall be open to public in- 
spection after the award of the purchase is made. In the event of the 
sale, exchange, or other disposition of any property of the county of any 
nature or kind, the procedure as outlined herein as it relates to the ob- 
taining of written, sealed, competitive bids shall be followed, and such 
sale, exchange, or disposition of the property of the county shall be 
made in accordance with the most advantageous offer made for such 
prospective purchases. 


Section 3. A purchase may be made for the county in an emergency 
without competitive bids and without obtaining information from the 
Division of Purchases and Stores. However, a full written account of the 
circumstances necessitating any such emergency purchase together with 
a statement describing the items purchased and naming the vendor 
from whom the item was purchased, shall be at once prepared by the 
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purenasing agent and he filed in his office. As used in this section, 
“emergency” is defined as a situation whcre needed equipment of the 
county is idle duc to lack of parts, supplics, or repairs therefor, or 
when materials or supplies are immediately needed to place in operat- 
ing condition a road or bridge system of the county which has become 
impassable or dangerous due to damage or destruction of existing 
portions thereof. The records of emergency transactions shall be open 
to public inseection st all reasonable times. The provisions of this 
Act regarding competitive bidding and obtaining information from 
the State Purchasing Agent may be weived for purchases of perishable 
comniodities, utility services, machinerr repairs, and commodities or 
services for which there is no competitive situation. 


Section 4. In making purchases, the purchasing agent shall give 
preference to commodities produced or sold in Monroe County, provided 
there is no sacrifice or loss in price or quality. 


Section 5. Any memher of the court of county commissioners, board 
of revenue. or like county soverning tody. or any other county officer 
or emplovee who purchases or disposes of property for or on behalf 
of the county contrarv to the provisiens of this Act. or who uses the 
property cf the county for his own benefit or for the benefit of any 
private individual, shall he guiltv of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be fined not less then one hundred collars nor more than 
one thousand dollars, and in addition may be imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary for one year and one day. 


Section 6. The governing body of Monroe County shal] provide the 
purchasing agent with office quarters, supplies. books, equipment, post- 
age, and assistants necessary for the proper and efficient conduct of his 
duties. 


Section 7. The provisions of Act. No. 211, H. 390. passed at the 1929 
Regular Session of the Legislature, as amended by Act No. 162, H. 436, 
aporoved June 30, 1953 (Acts of 1953, Vol. I, p. 202), which are in con- 
flict with this Act are superseded by this Act. 


Section 8. The substantial provisions of this Act shall become opera- 
tive onlv if approved by a majority of the electors of Monroe County 
voting in a referendum to be hele on the same date as the first county- 
wide primary, general, or special election held after the vassage of this 
Act. The caunty enammission of Morroe County shall order and provide 
for the holding of the referendum on such date. On the ballots to be used 
at the electien, the question shall be stated substantially as follows: 
“Shall the provisions of Act No. vow passed at the 1955. 
Session of the Legislature. which regulates the purchase and disposition 
of supplies, materials, equinment. and contractual services for Monrce 
County, be adorted? Yes ¢ ) No (_ ).” If a majority of the votes 
east at the referendum electicn are “Yes,” the provisions of this Act 
shall become effestive immediately. If a majority of the votes cast are 
“No,” this Act shall have no further effect. The results of the election 
shall be certified hy the probate judge of Monroe County to the Secretarv 
of State, who shall make a vermanent record thereof.

Section 3. Any area which is located within the boundaries of the 
City of Mobile, as set out in section cone above, but which was not a part 
of the City of Mobile prior to the passage of this act fixing the above 
said boundaries, shall not be subject to assessment for ad valorem taxa- 
tion by the City of Mobile until the said City of Mobile shall make 
available, furnish or cause to be furnished through any board whose 
members are appointed by the City of Mobile, to said area and the 
residents thereof the following municipal services: police protection, 
fire protection, garbage collection, street lighting, water service, sani- 
tary sewer service, and street maintenance. The city commission of the 
City of Mobile, each year when it adopts an ordinance assessing real 
property within the City of Mobile for ad valorem taxation shall de- 
scribe in said ordinance the area which has previously been subject to 
the city’s ad valorem taxation and shall describe in addition thereto 
such other areas within the boundaries as set out in section one above 
in which the city commission is furnishing all of the above described 
services during the year for which said ad valorem tax is being levied;

Gentlemen: 


WHERE AST hi ee Supreme Court of the United States has handeu 
aown its h: ¢ Cecision declaring that the coctrine of “Equal, but 
separate” facilities i in the Public Schools of tie land was not ‘conatitu- 
tional, and at the same time set forth a policy requiring gradual integra- 
tion of races in our Public Schools; and 


WHEREAS: This historic decision has had repercussions through- 
out the land, especially in those areas where there is a concentration of a 
minority racial group; anc 


WHEREAS; More particularly in our own Great State of Alabama 
we have had instances ef mob-violence in open defiance to lawfully, 
constiti'ted authority; we have had numerous mass meetings led by 
bigoted, radical elements :ttempting to inflame the Passians and preju- 
dices of our citizens, in order to turn friend against friend, group against 
group, and race against race, for their own private or political gain; and 


WHEREAS: The onty steps which have been taken to preserve our 
pod way of life has been in the form of futile paper resolutions, 
tre ‘unct Goetrimes of “Interposition” and “Nullification”, and in the 
passa oe of impractical jaws whicn are mere temporary, stop-gap, politi- 
cal, crowd-pleasing measures; and 


WHEREAS: The niost cffective way to show the opposition of all 
our people to these encroacnments is to convene them in a Constitutional 
Convention, a sovereign beady, so that they may incorporate into the 
basic and ftundamentai iaw of our State their wishes and desires con. 
cerning the preservation of our traditional way of life; and 


WHEREAS: The State of Virginia is presently resolving these prob- 
iems in Convention assembled. 


Whereas, the Feacral Court in Birmingham has again been petitioned 
to reiterate end enforce its decision to admit a Negro at the University 
at the next regular semester. This again may cause violent mob rule 
such as we hac in Tuscaloosa, over the Statc. Therefore, it is imperative 
that the Legislature taxe some action that is legal and constitutional to 
aveid any further incideni as occurred in Tuscaloosa. I therefore recom- 
mend that the Legistature act in haste in calling the election for Augusi 
25th, In vay best cousidered Judgment many of the probiems reiating to 
the race issue would have been avoided or solved had such convention 
been held as I previously called for. 


THEREFORE: J, James E. Folsom, as Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do submit to the Legislature the following Resolution, which would 
permit the people of our State to vote on the question of a Constitutional 
Convention, as the only reai, effective, and forceful means at our dis- 
posal to express the will of our people on these problems. I further sub- 
mit ava challenge cach and every member of the Legislature that if he 
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be sincere in his desire to resolve these great problems which beset our 
State, he join with me in this most effective way of attacking them by 
voting for this resolution to let the people speak.

JOINT RESOLUTION 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES CONCURRING: 


1. That on Tuesday the 28th day of August, 1956, an election shall 
be held in the several counties of this State, in the same manner and by 
the same officers as general elections are required to be held, for the 
purpose of determining whether or not a convention shall be held, 
to revise and amend the Constitution of Alabama. At the election, the 
question of convention or no convention shall be submitted to a vote 
of the qualified electors of the State, and if a majority of the voters vot- 
ing at the election shall approve of the holding of a convention for the 
purpose stated, said convention shall be held as hereinafter provided. 


2. That at the election provided for by the first paragraph of this 
resolution, every qualified elector who approves of the holding of such 
convention shall declare the same by depositing his ballot at the voting 
place where he may be entitled to vote by making a cross mark before 
the words “for Convention”, written or printed thereon, and every 
qualified voter of this State voting at the election, who disapproves of 
the holding of such convention, shall deposit his ballot, marked | with a 
cross mark before the words “nou Cunveutivn, written ur piinted tnere- 
on. On Thursday following the election, the county returning board of 
each county in the State, composed of the judge of probate, circuit clerk 
and sheriff, shall meet at the courthouse of the county for the purpose 
of canvassing the returns of the election. The returning board shall 
ascertain how many votes were cast “For Convention”, how many 
votes were cast “(No Convention”, and how many votes were cast as a 
whole in the county; and the board shall thereupon certify the results 
of the election immediately to the Secretary of State. On Tuesday, the 
4th day of September, 1956, it shall be the duty of the Governor, Secre- 
tary of State, and Attorney General to assemble in the office of the 
Secretary of State and canvass the returns of the election. If it appears 
that a majority of all persons voting in the election voted for the holding 
of the convention, it shall be the duty of the Governor to give public 
notice, by proclamation, of the fact that a majority of the electors of the 
State voting at the election approved the calling of the convention for 
the purposes above stated. The proclamation shall be published in every 
vane of the State in a newspaper of general circulation published 
therein. 


3. “If the calling of a convention is approved at the election pro- 
vided for in paragraph (1), delegates to the convention shall be elected 
on Tuesday, the 27th day of November, 1956”; 


Each county in the State shall have and elect one delegate for 
every twenty five thousand (25,000) population, or fractional part there- 
of. In no case shall any county have less than one (1) delegate, nor shall 
any county have more than eighteen (18). 


Candidates for election as delegates shall be nominated in the same 


manner in which candidates for election to the Legislature are nomi- 


nated. The names of all candidates so nominated, and no other names, 
shall be printed on the official ballots to be prepared for the purpose 
of the election. In counties having more than one delegate, the delegates 
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shall be nominated and elected for each separate place, which place 
shall be designated on the ballot by number. The voters shall express 
their choice of candidates from the county in which they live by making 
a cross mark before the names of the number of delegates to which such 
county may be entitled as provided herein. The official ballot contain- 
ing the names of all candidates shall be prepared in the same manner 
as official ballots are prepared in general elections. Above the names 
of the candidates shall be printed the words, “For delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Convention from the County of . Vote 
for__.______ delegates, one for each place’, and in the first blank 
shall be printed the name of the county and in the second blank shall 
be printed the number of delegates to which such county is entitled. 


4. That all delegates to the convention shall be citizens of the State 
and qualified electors of their respective counties. No person shall be 
disqualified from being a delegate on account of the fact that he holds 
any office of honor or profit under the State or Federal government. 


5. “On Thursday following the election of delegates, the county 
returning board of each county shall meet at the courthouse for the 
purpose of canvassing the returns of the election. The board shall 
ascertain the number of votes received by the candidates for delegates 
for each place, and shall certify such votes to the Secretary of State 
immediately.” 


6. On Tuesday, the 4th day of December, 1956, it shall be the duty 
of the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney General to Assemble 
in the office of the Secretary of State and canvass the returns of the 
elections for delegates to the convention as certified to the Secretary of 
State in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 5. They shall 
ascertain from the returns which persons were elected as delegates to 
the convention from each of the several counties of the State, and the 
Soe of State shall issue certificates of election to the persons so 
elected. 


7. That if the holding of the convention be approved by the quali- 
fied electors of this State, as hereinbefore provided for, the delegates 
elected thereto shall convene in the hall of the House of Representatives 
in the City of Montgomery on Tuesday, the 11th day of December, 1956, 
at twelve meridian of said day, and then and there proceed to organize 
the convention by the election of a president, from among themselves, 
and such other officers (who need not be delegates) as the convention 
may deem necessary. The convention shall continue in session until 
it shall, by careful revision and amendment of the present constitution, 
frame and adopt a revised constitution for this State. 


8. That in case any dispute occurs as to the right of any person to 
sit in the convention as a delegate thereto, the question shall be decided 
by the convention, which shall be the exclusive judge of the election, 
qualification and returns of its own members. Any person desiring to 
contest the election »f a person, who is certified as being elected a 
delegate to the convention, may do so in the same manner as the election 
of a member of the House of Representatives of the Legislature of 
Alabama is contested, and by giving the same bond; and testimony shall 
be taken in the same manner. 


9. That the delegates to the convention shall be supplied with 
stationery, books, statutes, reports and documents in the same manner as 
members of the Legislature of Alabama. The chief justice of the su- 
preme court, or, in his absence, one of the associate justices of the su- 
preme court, shall call the convention to order and preside until tem- 
porary officers are elected. The delegates shall receive for their services 
the same per diem and mileage from the treasury of this State as is 
allowed to members of the Legislature of Alabama and the other 
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expenses of the convention shail be paid in the same manner as pro- 
vided for the Legislature of Alabama. Such per diem and mileage and 
such other expenses shail be paid on the certificates of the president and 
secretary or clerk of the convention, to the comptroller of the State, in 
the same manner that payment of the compensation to members of the 
Legisiature of Alabama is by law directed to be made; provided, that 
per diem: compensation shul! net be allowed or paid to any member of the 
convention for a longer period of time than 75 consecutive calendar 
days. 


10. That it shall be the duty of the convention to cause to be filed 
with the Secretary of State, within one week after its adjournment, 
certified by the hand of the president and secretary or clerk, a clean 
and correct copy of the constitution which the convention may adopt. 
The convention shall cause a correct journal of its proceedings to be 
kept, and cause the same. certified by the hand of the president and 
secretary or clerk, to be filed, on its adjournment, with the Secretary 
of State. 


11. That if an epidemic or pestilence prevails at the place for the 
asseml:ling of such convention at the time designated, the governor may 
convene the convention to any othcr city or town in this State which 
shall be free from disease. The convention, at its discretion, may ad- 
journ to any other city cr town in this State in case an epidemic or 
pestitence occurs during the session at the place where it may be as- 
sembled.

The ballots shall 
be prepared in the manner provided under existing laws, and shall con- 
tain the names of the persons wno have been nominated and certified 
as candidates as hereinbefore provided. 


15. That in the cvent of the framing of such constitution by the 
convention, it shal] be the duty of the governor, within one week after 
the fiting of the constitution with the secretary of state, to issue his 
proclamation, published in the same manner as the proclamation to as- . 
semble the convention is required to be published under paragraph 
six hereof. Such prociamation shall make known the fact that such con- 
stitution had been framed and that an election will be held in the several 
counties of the State for the purpose of submitting such constitution 
to the qualified voters of the State for ratification or rejection. It shall 
be the duty of the governor to cause a cony of the proposed constitution 
to be published at the same time and in the same manner as the procla- 
mation is required to be published.

WHEREAS the good people of neither race want this condition of 
tension to continue to exist; now therefore, be it 


RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA, THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES CONCURRING, that a commission be appointed, 
five members by the Lieutenant Governor and six members by the 
Speaker of the House, from various sections of the State, to serve with- 
out compensation, to raise funds and to work with groups in the states of 
New York, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, California and others to find 
jobs and homes for negroes, and to provide, through funds raised, expens- 
es for moving any negro who desires to move to those states; and that 
members of Congress and governors and legislators of these named states 
be furnished with a copy of this resolution and asked to cooperate in 
carrying out this plan. 


Which was read and referred to the Standing Committee on Rules. 


Messrs. Lamberth, Roberts, Flowers, Metcalf, Van Antwerp, Allen 
and Vann offered the following Senate Joint Resolution, to-wit: 


S. J. R. 12. BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA, BOTH HOUSES CONCURRING: 


1. That on Tuesday the 28th day of August, 1956, an election shall 
be held in the several counties of this State, in the same manner and vy 
the same officers as general elections are required to be held, for the 
purpose of determining whether or not a convention shall be held to 
revise and amend the Constitution of Alabama. At the election, the 
question of convention or no convention shall be submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors of the State, and if a majority of the voters voting 
at the election shall approve of the holding of a convention for the pur- 
pose stated, said convention shall be held as hereinafter provided. 


2. That at the election provided for by the first paragraph of this 
resolution, every qualified elector who approves of the holding of such 
convention shall declare the same by depositing his ballot at the voting 
place where he may be entitled to vote by making a cross mark before 
the words “for Convention”, written or printed thereon, and every quali- 
fied voter of this State voting at the election, who disapproves of the 
holding of such convention, shall deposit his ballot, marked with a cross 
mark before the words “no Convention”, written or printed thereon. On 
Thursday following the election, the county returning board of each 
county in the State, composed of the judge of probate, circuit clerk and 
sheriff, shall meet at the courthouse of the county for the purpose of 
canvassing the returns of the election. The returning board shall ascer- 
tain how many votes were cast “For Convention”, now many votes were 
cast “No Convention”, and how many votes were cast as a whole in the 
county; and the board shall thereupon certify the results of the election 
immediately to the Secretary of State. On Tuesday, the 4th day of 
September, 1956, it shall be the duty of the Governor, Secretary of State, 
and Attorney General to assemble in the office of the Secretary of State 
and canvass the returns of the election. If it appears that a majority of 
all persons voting in the election voted for the holding of the convention, 
it shall be the duty of the Governor to give public notice, by proclama- 
tion, of the fact that a majority of the electors of the State voting at the 
election approved the calling of the convention for the purposes above 
stated. The proclamation shall be published in every county of the State 
In a newspaper of general circulation published therein. 
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3. “If the calling of a convention is approved at the election pro- 
vided for in paragraph (1), delegates to the convention shall be elected 
on Tuesday, the 27th day cf November, 1956”; 


Fach county in the State shall have and elect one delegate for every 
twenty five thousand (25,000) population, or fractional part thereof. In 
no case shall any county have less than one (1) delegate nor shall any 
county have more than eighteen (18). 


Candidates for election as delegates shal] be nominated in the 
same manner in which candidates for election to the Legislature are 
nominated. The names of all candidates so nominated, and no other 
names, shall be printed on the official ballots to be prepared for the 
purpose of the election. In counties having more than one delegate, the 
delegates shall be nominated and elected for each separate place, which 
place shall be designated on the ballot by number. The voters shall 
express their choice of candidates from the county in which they live 
by making a cross mark before the names of the number of delegates to 
which such county may be entitled as provided herein. The official 
ballot containing the names of all candidates shall be prepared in the 
same manner as official ballots are prepared in general elections. Above 
the names of the candidates shall be printed the words, “For delegates 
to the Constitutional Convention from the County of. 7 - 5 
Vote for ._. delegates, one for each place’, and in the first blank 
shall be printed the name of the county and in the second blank shall 
be printed the number of delegates to which such county is entitled. 


4. That all delegates to the convention shall be citizens of the State 
and qualified electors of their respective counties. No person shall be 
disqualified from being a delegate on account of the fact that he holds 
any office of honor or profit under the State or Federal government. 


5. “On Thursday following the election of delegates, the county re- 
turning board of each county shall meet at the courthouse for the pur- 
pose of canvassing the returns of the election. The board shall ascertain 
the number of votes received by the candidates for delegates for each 
piers. and shall certify such votes to the Secretary of State immedi- 
ately.” 


6. On Tuesday, the 4th day of December, 1956, it shall be the duty 
of the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attorney General to assemble 
in the office of the Secretary of State and canvass the returns of the 
elections for delegates to the convention as certified to the Secretary 
of State in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 5. They shall 
ascertain from the returns which persons were elected as delegates to the 
convention from each of the several counties of the State, and the Secre- 
tary of State shall issue certificates of election to the persons so elected.

8. That in case any dispute occurs as to the right of any person 
to sit in the convention as a delegate thereto, the question shall be de- 
cided by the convention, which shall be the exclusive judge of the elec- 
tion, qualification and returns of its own members. Any person desiring 
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to contest the election of a person, who is certified as being elected a 
delegate to the convention, may do so in the same manner as the election 
of a imember of the House of Representatives of the Legislature of Ala- 
pama is contested, und by giving the sume bead; and testimony shall be 
taken in the same manner. 


o. That the delegates to the convention shall be suppled with sta- 
tionery ikcoks, statutes, reports and documents in the same manner as 
members of the Legislature of Alabama. Tne chicft justice of the su- 
preme court, cr, in his absence, one of the associate justices of the 
supreme court, shall call the con.ention to ovcer and preside until 
temporary officers are elected. The delegates shall receive for their 
services the sume per diem and mileage from the treasury of this State 
as is allowed to members of the Legislature of Alabama and the other 
expenses of the ccenvention shal) be paid in the same manner as pro- 
vided for the Legislature of Alabama.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
is proposed, and shall become valid as a part thereof when approved 
and proclaimed as prescribed by law: 


“The Legislature shall have the power to levy and collect taxes for 
state purposes on net incomes from whatever source derived within 
this State, including the incomes derived from salaries, fees and compen- 
sation paid from the state, county, municipality, and any agency or 
creature thereof, for the calendar year 1956, and thereafter, and to desig- 
nate and define the income to be taxed and to fix the rates of such 
. taxes, provided the rate shall not exceed five per cent. From net in- 
come an exemption of not less than fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) 
shall be allowed to unmarried persons; and an exemption of not less 
than three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) shall be allowed to the head of a 
family, provided only one exemption shall be allowed to husband and 
wife where they are living together and make separate returns for in- 
come tax purposes. An exemption of not less than three hundred dollars 
($300.00) shall be allowed for each dependent member of the family of 
an income ‘tax payer under the age of eighteen years. Income shall not 
be deemed=property for purposes of ad valorem taxes. Any income tax 
levied undeérthe provisions of this amendment shall be levied upon the 
salary, income, fees, or other compensation of federal, state, county, and 
municipal officers and employees on the same basis as such income 
taxes are levied upon other persons.

Gentlemen: 


Since assuming office as Governor of our great State and as the 
elected leader of the administration whose successes and failures this 
Legislature of Alabama shares, I have made a studied attempt to present 
to you our varied problems and my recommended solutions. 


A great number — in fact, most — of the recommendations that I 
have made to this Legislature were key planks in the platform approved 
by the people of Alabama when they elected me as Governor for the 
second time. In the matters of an expanded system of primary and 
mail-box roads, an enlarged group of our old people assisted with bene- 
fits, additional investment in Alabama by insurance companies, planning 
for industrial development, and submitting to the vote1s a constitutional 
amendment reapportioning the Legislature, you have agreed with my 
recommendations and together we have accomplished these things for 
all of our people. 


You will recall further that together we have sought to aid the 
cause of education by enacting into law my budget recommendations 
whereby school teachers in Alabama were given an average salary in- 
crease of $600 a year. I instructed my floor leaders to support the recom- 
mendations of the study group of the preceding administration as to 
placement of pupils and “freedom of choice” whereby no students would 
be forced to go to a particular type school against their will. 
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While campaigning for office, I stated repeatedly that “so long as 
I am the Governor of Alabama, white and Negro children will not be 
forced to go to school together against their will.” That was, is, and 
will continue to be my policy. There is nothing in this policy which pre- 
vents me from being Governor for all our people — of every race and 
religion — and I shall continue with all my abilities and every power 
of my office to further and protect the rights and opportunities of all our 
citizens. I deplore mob violence by any group and shall resist any and 
every illegal activity whenever and wherever such occasions arise. 


There are some among your colleagues who differ with my approach- 
es to our problems and rather than oppose my recommendations on their 
merit prefer to term caution, discretion, and careful consideration as 
being “insincere.” As the Chief Constitutional Officer of this State, I 
have ofttimes disagreed with many provisions of our Constitution and I 
sought repeatedly to have it revised in keeping with our growth and 
modern advances, but in no instance have I ever refused to carry out my 
oath of office to uphold both the Alabama Constitution and the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 


And I believe that the Legislature of Alabama by resolution — 
term it “interposition”, ‘nullification’, “dissolution”, “revocation”, or 
any other name — cannot relieve the Governor or any other elected 
or appointed official, both present and past including the Supreme Court 
of Alabama — of their sworn oaths. 


Section 279 of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 is, in part, as fol- 
lows: 


“I solemnly swear that I will support the Constitution of the United 
States and the Constitution of the State of Alabama, so long as I continue 
a citizen thereof, and that I will faithfully and honestly discharge the 
duties of the office upon which I am about to enter to the best of my 
ability. So help me God.” 


These and similar oaths are required not only of public officials 
but also of the Board of Trustees of our educational institutions and. 
every member of our armed forces. 


Such interpostion or nullification resolutions having been passed 
were not legal and shall have no force and effect unless such action shall 
be approved by the sovereign people of Alabama in convention as- 
sembled for that particular purpose. Not being a party to this action 
and believing that such resolution accomplished nothing and only mud- 
died the water, I did not sign it when it came to my office. 


In order to let the people give a true expression of their current 
feelings on the subject of segregation, I have in a previous message 
asked you to submit to the voters an opportunity to require a constitu- 
tional convention for this paramount purpose. To date you have taken 
no action on that request. Therefore, I again call upon you to show 
your own sincerity to those people who elected you just as they elected 
me by allowing them to vote on August 28th — with little or no addi- 
tional cost to the State — on whether or not they desire this convention.

In a lengthy message yesterday I reminded this Body that the Legis- 
lature of Alabama cannot nullify the acts of the Supreme Court which 
is a body created under the Constitution of the United States. 


The Constitution of the United States is sworn to be upheld by 
every member of the Legislative branch of the government, the Execu- 
tive branch of the government and the Judicial branch of the -govern- 
ment, including the Supreme Court of Alabama. This is specifically set 
out in the Constitution of the State of Alabama. 


Now, therefore, I remind you that the only legal means that the 
hundreds and thousands of office holders, past office holders and veteyans 
of Alabama can be relieved of that obligation is through a convention 
assembled. Such a convention, as a body, is the only way that the 
sovereign people can express their will. That and that alone is the:only 
way that any nullification act can take place in Alabama. 


I challenge the Senate of Alabama to let the people themselves de- 
cide as to whether or not they want a convention assembled for the 
purpose of nullification or interposition.

Section 1. In connection with the drilling for and production of 
oil and gas in Marengo County, the state oil and gas board shall, after a 
hearing, establish a drilling unit or units for each pool. A “pool”, as used 
herein, means an underground reservoir containing a common accumu- 
lation of crude petroleum oil or natural gas, or both. Each zone of a 
general structure which is completely separated from any other zone in 
the structure is covered by the term “pool” as used herein. A “drilling 
unit”, as used herein, means the maximum area which, in the discretion 
of the board, may be efficiently and economically drained by one well, 
any provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding. Such drilling unit 
shall constitute a developed unit as long as a well is located thereon 
which is capable of producing oil or gas in paying quantities. 


Section 2. This Act shall not be construed as repealing or supersed- 
ing any of the laws of this State regulating the drilling for any produc. 
tion of oil and gas, except as otherwise provided herein. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
pabsage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

man of the House Standing Committee on Ways and Means and the 
chairman of the Senate Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation; 
two members of the House appointed by thaSpeaker; two members of 
the Senate appointed by the President of the Senate; six members of the 
House elected by the House; and three members of the Senate elected 
by the Senate. [The members of the Committee shall select a chairman 
and vice-chairman from among their number, and shall meet at the call 
of the chairman, or at the request of any five members of the Committee. 


2. It shall be the duty of the Committee to make a complete and 
detailed study of the administrative branch of the state government, 
The Committee shall study the operations of each of the various agen- 
cies, departments, boards, commissions, and authorities of the State, 
but shall not include either the legislative or the judicial branch in its 
study ana to make a report of its Lindings, conclusions, and recom- 
mendations, for promoting economy and etficiency in the administra- 
tion of the various functions of the state government. 


3. The Committee shall have power to hold, but shall not be con- 
fined to, public hearings; *o request from each agency an organization 
chart, which shall set out the number of employees, and the key em- 
ployees, with ages, tenure, and salaries paid; and to request department 
neads to install such recommendations with respect to the internal 
operations of each department as the Committee may approve, and to 
report periodically to the Committee as to actions taken. The Com- 
mittee is also authorized to employ a reputable management engineering 
firm, experienced in governmental analysis, to: a) perform a scientific 
analysis of the operation of each agency in the administrative branch 
of the government; b) to forward written recommendations to each 
committee member in advance of scheduled committee meetings; c) to 
be present at meetings, hearings, and conferences, advising the members 
as to findings; d) to estimate potential savings resulting trom approval 
of each recommendation; and e) to perform such other services as may 
be directed by the Committee. 


4. The Legislative Reference Service shall furnish such professional, 
secretarial, and clerical assistance as the Committee may request. The 
Committee may also utilize the services, information, facilities, and per- 
sonnel of any other department or agency in the executive and admini- 
strative branch of the state government as may be necessary in the 
performance of its duties. 


5. The members of the Committee shall receive their regular legis- 
lative compensation and allowances for each day they serve, not to ex- 
ceed thirty days altogether; provided, however, that the chairman shall 
be allowed fifteen additional days for consultations with respect to the 
study and for the drafting of proposed or suggested legislation. The ex- 
penditures made by the Committee for all purposes shall not be excess of 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000). Such expenditures shall be 
made from funds appropriated for the use of the Legislature, on requisi- 
tions signed by the chairman. 


6. The Committee shall make a report to the Legislature and to the

H. J. R. 27. WHEREAS, there are in the State of Alabama today 
thousands of persons in need of hospital care and treatment and are 
financially unable to pay for such care and treatment, and 


WHEREAS, it is not the American way for the deserving to be 
denied their God-given right of life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness; 
and one of the fundamental precepts of our democracy is that sovern- 
meni is Charged with the responsibility of looking to the health, educa- 
tion and welfare of its citizens, and 


WHEREAS, the hospitals of Alabama are ready, willing and able 
to provide care and treatment to those in need but do not have financial 
resources with which to pay for such care and treatment, provided some 
provision is made to pay the cost of rendering such care and treatment, 


and 


WHEREAS, to be able to provide such care and treatment to the 
needy the hospitals have to remain on a sound financial basis and have 
to be able to acquire and pay for the many new scientific developments 
for the care and treatment of the sick and injured, and 


WHEREAS, there is in Alabama today no uniform system for pro- 
viding hospital care for those in need of it and unable to pay for it, and, 
indeed, ca some counties no provision is made at all to provide such

WHEREAS, it is highly probably that within the next few years 
the federal government may establish a program of indigent medical 
care on a matching basis, and in such event the State of Alabama would 
find it highly desirable to be prepared to participate in such a program;

Relating to Geneva County: Providing for the reidentifi- 
cation of each qualified elector of Geneva County; requiring the board 
of registrars to purge the list of registered voters; and providing a 
penalty for willfully making a false statement in connection with re. 
identification.

Notice is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced at the next Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama, 
and application for its passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Geneva County: Providing for the reidentification of 
each qualified elector of Geneva County; requiring the board of regis- 
trars to purge the list of registered voters; and providing a penalty for 
willfully making a false statement in connection with reidentification. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The board of registrars in Geneva County is hereby 
directed to purge all list of the qualified electors in the county to the end 
that the names of all who are deceased or non-residents of the county, 
or have otherwise been disqualified from voting therein, shall be removed 
from such lists, and to the end that the name of each qualified elector 
shall appear only on the list of qualified electors for the district and 
precinct in which he resides. 


Section 2. The board of registrars shall have authority to omit and 
remove from the lists of qualified electors in the county the name of any 
person who fails to reidentify himself or herself to the board of regis- 
trars in one of the ways hereinafter provided, prior to the first day of 
July, 1959; provided that no one who has registered as a qualified elec- 
tor of the county since January 1, 1955, shall be required to reidentify 
himself or herself. Any person removed from the list of qualified elec- 
tors, as herein provided, does not cease to be a qualified elector and 
shall not be subject to re-registration, but shall be subject only to the 
requirement that he or she reidentify himself or herself as a duly regis- 
tered elector before being entitled to be listed on the list of qualified 
electors in the county. 


Section 3. A voter may reidentify himself or herself in any one of 
the following ways: 


(a) A voter may reidentify himself or herself by appearing in per- 
son at the office of the board of registrars or the probate judge, or one 
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of the duly authorized employees of the board of registrars or probate 
judge, and answer such questions and submit such proof as may be set 
forth hereinafter to establish the voter’s identity and place of legal resi- 
dence, and to determine whether or not the voter has become disquali- 
fied from voting in the county. Reidentification shall be made by an- 
swering the questionnaire hereinafter provided for. The board of regis- 
trars shall furnish a sufficient number of questionnaires to the office of 
the judge of probate as may be required for the reidentification of 
voters. 


(b) A voter may also reidentify himself or herself at any election 
at which the voter votes prior to July 1, 1959, by answering and signing 
the questionnaire hereinafter provided for, in the presence of a clerk, 
manager, inspector, or returning officer at such election who also shall 
sign the questionnaire as an attesting witness. The returning officer 
shall transmit each signed questionnaire to the judge of probate for 
transmittal to the board of registrars. The board of registrars shall 
furnish a sufficient number of blank questionnaires to the sheriff or party 
executive committee, or other officer, agency, or committee charged with 
the duty of sending out election supplies, who shall cause a sufficient 
atts thereof to be sent to each voting place to be held prior to July 


‘c) A voter who is on active duty in the Army, Navy or Air Force 
of the United States, or the husband or wife of a member of the Armed 
Forces on active duty, may also reidentify himself or herself by filling in 
and mciling to the office of the judge of probate, for transmittal to the 
board * registrars, the complete answer to such questions as set forth in 
the guesiionuaive lereiualier detailed, aid the Questionnaire must be 
witnessed by a commissioned officer of the Army, Navy, or Air Force. 

(d) The questionnaire to reidentify a voter shall be in substantially 
the following form.

Section 4. Any qualified elector in the county who shall have his or 
her name omitted or removed from the list of qualified electors in the 
county by reason of his or her failure to reidentify himself or herself 
as hereinabove provided, or his or her name be otherwise purged there- 
from, shall be entitled to have his or her name restored to the list of 
qualified electors by appearing in person and reidentifying himself or 
herself in person at the office cf the board of registrars or judge of pro. 
bate in the manner hereinabove provided for; however, after June 29, 
1959, ever qualified elector must have reidentified himself or herself at 
least thirt (30) days prior to voting. 
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Section 5. The board of registrars shall meet as often as necessary 
and on such dates as the board may by order fix for the purpose of 
purging the list of qualified electors of the county. The board may meet 
any number of days not exceeding thirty (30) days per annum in excess 
of the maximum now provided by law for the purpose of purging such 
list, and shall be entitled to the same per diem allowances for meeting 
on such dates, in excess of the maximum, as now provided by law. 


Section 6. Any person who willfully makes a false statement in 
answer to the reidentification questionnaire to the board of registrars, 
the judge of probate, or the duly authorized employees of the board of 
registrars or judge of probate, or to the clerk, manager, inspector or 
returning officer or to the commissioned officer of the United States 
Army, Navy, or Air Force shall be guilty of perjury, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than five years. 


Section 7. That government body of the county is hereby authorized 
to furnish to the board of registrars and the probate judge the supplies, 
equipment, printed forms, stationary and stamps necessary for the re- 
identification of voters.

said County,” approved September 9, 1953, be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. ‘METHOD OF FINANCING’: (a) Salary Deductions’: 
Every member of the retirement system shall pay into the retirement 
fund five per cent (5%) of his monthly wage or salary paid to him by 
the County, but if such wage of salary exceeds Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) per month, then oniy five per cent (5%) of the first Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) thereof. The County governing body is here- 
by directed to cause such deductions to be made each payroll period; and 
the aggregate amount so deducted from the salaries covered by said 
payrolis shall be paid over to the Treasurer of the retirement system. All 
such payments for salary deductions shall be deposited in the retirement 
fund herein created. (b) ‘County Contributions’: (1) Each payroll 
period an amount equivalent to that deducted from the employees’ sal- 
aries shall be contributed by the County and shall be paid into the re- 
tirement fund by the County governing body out of the general fund of 
the County. All of the funds remaining of the contributions heretofore 
paid by the County and the employees to the retirement fund under said 
Act 810, 1951 General Acts, page 1411, approved September 11, 1951, are 
hereby required to be paid to the retirement system created by this 
Act immediately after the effective date hereof. Such funds to be paid 
into the system created by this Act shall include all investments and 
earnings of the retirement system created by Act 810, 1951 General Acts, 
page 1411, approved September 11, 1951. The County Commission of 
Jefferson County shall cause to be paid into the retirement fund created 
by this Act the sum of $100,000.00 payable at the rate of $12,500.00 per 
year, the first payment to be on the 15th day of November, 1953, and a 
like sum each year thereafter on the 15th day of November until the said 
$100,000 is paid in full. (2) If any member, either before or after the 
effective date of this act, shall have left the service of the County for 
the purpose of entering the service of the Armed Forces of the United 
States, and shall have been granted a military leave of absence for such 
purpose under the laws, rules, and regulations governing the employees 
of the County, and shall not have been dishonorably discharged from 
such Armed Forces and shail have been reinstated to the service of the 
County within ninety days after his separation from such Armed Forces, 
then the County shall promptly pay into the fund an amount equal to 
twice the contribution which the employee would have made if he had 
not been absent on such leave and if his wages or salary had continued 
to be the same as he was earning at the time of the commencement of 
his leave, provided, however, that no part of such payment by the County 
shall be refundable to the employee under any provisions herein for the 
return of employee contributions.” 
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Section 2. That Section 9 of said Act No. 551 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1955 be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9. ‘RETIREMENT FOR SUPERANNUATION’: (a) ‘Re- 
quirements’: Whenever any person who is a member of the retirement 
system has made contributions to the system for a period of not less 
than five years and has in addition thereto ten years’ creditable service 
and has attained the age of sixty years, he shall be eligible for retire- 
ment for superannuation but such retirement shall not be compulsory. 
Provided, however, that any person who became a member of the form- 
er retirement system created by that Act of the Legislature, No, 810, page 
1411, General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, and 
who has been in the employment of the County for a period of not less 
than five years and has attained the age of sixty years shall be eligi- 
ble for retirement for superannuation in the event such member shall 
have made the required contributions to the fund for a period of 
not less than five years. Any member shall be eligible for re- 
tirement for superannuation upon the completion of thirty or more

Upon retirement, if such member is then age sixty or has previously 
attaincd his cixticth birthday, or has nrevioncly retired 1mder that retire. 
ment system created by that Act of the Legislature, No. 810 page 1411, 
General Acts of Alabama of 1951, approved September 11, 1951, he shall 
receive a monthly pension for the remainder of his life to be determined 


by the appropriate one of the fellowing formulas: 


(1) If such member were an employee of Jefferson County on 
January 1, 1940): 


(i) one half of one per cent (%%) of his monthly rate of compensa- 
tion not in excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) on January 1, 1940, 
multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service which had 
accrued on January 1, 1940, as may not exceed twenty years; plus 


(ii) one and three-fourths per cent (1%%) of his average monthly 
rate of compensation for the sixty (60) months of his creditable service 
immediately preceding January 1, 1956, multiplied by the number of 
years of his creditable service accrued subsequent to January 1, 1940, 
and prior to January 1, 1956; provided that no part of any monthly 
compensation in excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300) shall be con- 
sidered in determining ‘average monthly rate of compensation’ for the 
purpose of this sub-section (ii); plus 


(iii) one and three-fourths per cent (1%%) of his average monthly 
rate of compensation for the sixty months, or lesser period, of his 
creditable service subsequent to January 1, 1956, and immediately pre. 
ceding his retirement date multiplied by the number of years of his 
creditable service accrued from January 1, 1956, to the date of his retire- 
ment; provided, however, that only the number of years of his credit- 
able service subsequent to January 1, 1956, as shall not exceed twenty 
years, reduced by the number of years of his creditable service accrued 
between January 1, 1940, and January 1, 1956, shall be considered for the 
purpose of this sub-section (iii); provided, further, that no part of any 
monthly compensation in excess of Five Hundred Dollars ($500) shall 
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be considered in determining ‘average monthly rate of compensation’ 
for the purposes of this sub-section (iii); plus 


(iv) one per cent (1%) of his Final Average Monthly Compensation 
multiplied by the number of years of his creditable service accrued sub- 
sequent to January 1, 1940, as may exceed twenty years; provided that 
no part of any monthly compensation in excess of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500) shall be considered in determining Final Average Monthly Com- 
pensation for the purposes of this sub-section (iv). 


(2) If such member became an employee of Jefferson County on or 
after January 1, 1940, his pension shall be computed as provided in sub- 
section (ii), (iii) and (iv) of sub-section (1) hereinabove and sub-section 
(i) thereof shall be disregarded. 


(3) In computing the amount of benefits under either of the fore- 
going formulas, a fractional part of a year of creditable service equal to 
or greater than one-twelith shall be considered a whole year of credit- 
able service, and a fractional part less than one-twelfth shall be disre- 
garded. 


(4) If such member shall have completed at least thirty years 
creditable service prior to retirement but shall not have attained his 
sixtieth birthday on or before his date of retirement, he shall receive a 
monthly pension payable for the remainder of his life to be determined 
by multiplying the monthly pension determined in accordance with the 
appropriate formula set forth in either sub-section (1) or (2) of sub-sec- 
tion (b) hereof by the percentage factor shown in the following schedule 
corresponding to the age of such member on his last birthday preceding 
the date of retirement.

Section 3. That Section 10 of said Act No. 551 of the Legislature of 
Alabama of 1953 be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 10. ‘DISABILITY ALLOWANCES’: (a) ‘Non-Service Con- 
nected’: Any member who, after having accumulated ten or more years 
of creditable service, shall become so disabled, either mentally or physi- 
cally, for any cause except as hereinafter provided, that in the opinion 
of the Board and the Medical Advisor he is incapacitated for further 
performance of his duties, shall during the continuance of such disability 
be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits to be determined by the 
appropriate formula as provided under Section 9 above, such formula ta 
be applied as though the disabled employee were entitled to retirement 
for superannuation at the commencement of disability, such benefit to 
begin sixty days after the commencement of such disability except that 
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if he is entitled to sick leave with pay under the laws, rules and regula- 
tions governing County employees which would extend his regular pay 
to a time beyond the expiration of said sixty-day period, such benefits 
shall not begin until the exhaustion of such sick leave with pay. No dis- 
ability allowance shall be made if a venereal disease or the use of in- 
toxicating liquor or liquors or narcotic drug or drugs or willfull miscon- 
duct of the disabled person be the cause of, or substantially contribute to 
the disability or if the cause of disability be voluntarily and willfully 
brought about by the disabled person. (b) ‘Service Connected’: Any 
member who shall become so disabled that in the opinion of the Board 
and the Medical Advisor he is incapacitated for further performance of 
his duties by reason of personal injury received as a result of an acci- 
dent arising out of and in the course of his employment in the service of 
the County and not due to his intoxication or willful misconduct, shall 
be entitled to receive monthly disability benefits during the continuance 
of such disability to be determined by the appropriate formula as pro- 
vided under Section 9 above, such formula to be applied as though the 
disabled employee were entitled to retirement for superannuation at the 
commencement of the disability; provided however, that no benefit 
arising under this sub-section for total disability determined by the 
Board and the Medical Advisor, prior to January 1, 1956, shall be at the 
rate of less than thirty per cent (30%) of such member’s monthly salary 
or wage not in excess of Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) at the com- 
mencement of disability; and provided further that no benefit arising 
under this sub-section for total disability, determined by the Board and 
the Medical Advisor, on or after January 1, 1956, shall be at the rate 
of less than thirty per cent (30%) of such member’s monthly salary or 
wage not in excess of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) at the commence- 
ment of disability. No benefits under this sub-section shall commence to 
accrue until the expiration of al! leave with pav to which the disabled 
employee is entitled under the laws, rules and regulations governing 
County employees. (c) ‘Partial Disability’: In cases of partial disability 
arising under either (a) or (b) of this Section, the Board and the Medical 
Advisor shall determine the percentage of disability suffered and the 
member shall be entitled to that provortion of the amount which would 
have been payable to him if totally disabled which his percentage of dis- 
ability is of total disability.”

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that, on August 30, 1956, a 
Committee composed of the State Superintendent of Education, The Com- 
missioner of Revenue and the State Budget Officer shall meet together 
and make an estimate of the amount of revenue that will be available to 
meet the appropriations made from the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1957, and if it is de- 
termined that there will be a deficiency in the revenues necessary to meet

Gentlemen: 


Today as the close of this Special Session of the Legislature comes 
to an end, I think it is well and befitting that we pause for a few 
minutes and take stock of the numerous accomplishments which you as a 
legislative body have brought to pass for the people of Alabama. 


I take great pride in saying to you: Mo single legislature in the his- 
tory of the State has accomplished so much for the progress and lasting 
benefit of our people. The record will bear that out. 


And for a few moments, let’s look at the record: 


1. For the development of our mail-box road program, as well as our 
primary road system, you provided the way for a $50,000,000 bond issue— 
which matched with Federal and local funds will give us $100,000,000’s 
extra — above and beyond our normally available funds, for road build- 
ing purposes. 


2. For the old people in need, you repealed the Relative Responsi- 
bility law which made it possible for 32,000 additional old folks to receive 
a pension during the first year, bringing the total of old folks drawing 
pensions to the present 95,500. You provided 8 million dollars in extra 
revenue to make it possible for the 32,000 extra old folks to get their 
monthly pension checks, and at the same time, to raise the monthly 
average check from $30.00 to $32.00. 


3. You created the Industrial Development Department, to which I 
appointed General Louis Pick, Director, and during 1955 Alabama saw-an 
all-time high of $392,000,000 in new and expanded industrial development 
materialize. This provided 15,000 new and high paying jobs for our 


people. I’m glad to say that even greater progress looms just over the 
horizon. 


_ 4 You returned the State Docks to the control of the Chief Execu- 
tive of the State, thereby making it possible for greater progress to de- 
velop. The docks operation is surging ahead with an expansion program 
which will meet the ever-increasing demand made by world shipping. 
You also passed legislation providing for the development of State 
Docks terminals on the major navigable river systems of the State, the 
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first of which is already under construction on the Tennessee River at 
Florence. Others will soon follow. 


5. You appropriated the most funds in the State’s history for educa- 
tional purposes — an increase of $29,000,000 over the last annual appro- 
priation for education. The increase rose from $84,000,000 to $113,000,000. 
This made possible an average $600.00 annual pay increase for teachers’ 
salaries. You passed a bill for the people to decide on increasing the cor- 
portion tax to the maximum of 5% as paid by individuals — and you 
earmarked such additional funds to education. 


6. You brought a much needed reform to the election ballot that will 
allow thousands of citizens to have their partially voted ballot counted, 
whereas in the past, the entire ballot has been discarded. 


7. But perhaps most important of all, you passed legislation to let 
the people vote on reapportionment of the legislature. I consider this the 
most progressive piece of legislation voted by any legislature during the 
past fifty years. 


And there have been many other far-reaching and progressive steps 
of legislation passed by you. 


I congratulate you on the working harmony that has existed between 
the legislative and executive branches of government. 


I congratulate you on the harmony that has existed between the two 
Houses of the Legislature. 

I’m glad to note that at one time or another, every single member in 
hoth Houses sunnorted one or other moasurcs of admiiistiaticn-backhed 
legislation. I thank you personally, and formally for the people of Ala- 
bama, for this support. 


The creative pains of birth for such a progressive program may seem 
severe at present, but in a year or so I believe that the great majority of 
our people will heartily approve of your good work. 


Again I say, the progressive work done by this legislative body has 
been outstanding and far-reaching. You have indeed made historic 
progress for our people. 


I wish you God-speed and good luck as each of you return to your 
homes and your families.

Gentlemen of the Senate: 


To my knowledge, never has the Legislature of the State of Ala- 
bama been asked to remain in session solely for the passage of a local

As the Senator representing Madison County, I want to give you
